chasings and  takings  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  as  author- 
ized by  Clause  38  of  Section  5 of  Chapter  40  of  the  General 
Laws ; and  that  the  selectmen  be  hereby  authorized  to  do 
all  things  necessary  to  protect  the  Town’s  interest  therein.

inadequate. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
Royal  and  Randall  Streets,  according  to  plans  in  file  in  the 
Town  Clerk’s  Office,  as  public  streets. 

Voted:  To  pass  over. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  per- 
mission to  the  Feeding  Hills  Cemetery  Association  to  en- 
large their  present  cemetery  by  adding  a certain  tract  of 
land  situated  easterly  of  said  cemetery  on  Springfield 
Street,  said  description  being  on  file  in  Town  Clerk’s  office. 
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Voted:  That  the  Town  hereby  grant  permission  to  the 
Feeding  Hills  Cemetery  Association  to  enlarge  its  present 
cemetery  by  adding  a certain  tract  of  land  situated  easterly 
of  said  cemetery  on  Springfield  Street  described  as  fol- 
lows : Starting  at  the  South-east  corner  of  said  cemetery 
on  Springfield  Street  running  Northerly  along  the  east 
boundary  of  said  cemetery  506  feet  to  a stone : thence 
Easterly  100  feet  along  land  of  Nelson  G.  King  to  a stone:

The  Welfare  Board  meet  at  the  Welfare  Building  the 
first  and  third  Thursdays  of  the  month.. 

The  law  governing  relief  to  the  needy  is  changing  each 
year  and  during  the  past  year  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment entering  the  Relief  picture  in  the  form  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Mother’s  Aid  and  Social  Security  the  laws 
have  had  many  radical  changes  which  we  are  endeavoring 
to  meet  by  making  the  proper  changes  in  our  own  depart- 
ments. 

We  have  appointed  an  Old  Age  Assistance  Board,  as 
the  State  have  requested  two  to  be  from  the  Welfare  Board 
and  the  third  appointed  by  these  two.  This  board  is  as 
follows :

J.  J.  Borgatti 
S.  Frederick  Cushman 

In  closing  we  wish  to  state  that  we  have  operated  the 
Relief  Department  as  economically  as  possible  with  the 
thought  of  giving  adequate  aid  to  the  needy  and  will  con- 
tinue this  policy  throughout  the  year.

The  Welfare  Department 


The  case  load  for  1936  has  decreased  from  1935  owing 
to  the  W.  P.  A.  and  private  employment  also  some  cases 
transferred  to  Old  Age  Assistance. 

The  number  of  Old  Age  Assistance  cases  have  about 
doubled  due  to  a change  in  the  law  making  65  years  the 
age  a person  can  receive  aid  instead  of  70  years. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  increased  at  least  100% 
owing  to  the  Federal  Government  and  State’s  require- 
ments as  to  reports  and  statistics. 

The  Federal  Government  are  now  reimbursing  us  on 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  Mother  Aid  cases  to  the  extent  of 
50%  of  the  expenditures  but  in  order  to  receive  these  reim- 
bursements we  must  comply  with  their  rules,  and  are  sub- 
ject to  Federal  Auditors’  and  inspectors’  recommendations 
on  such  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Welfare  cases 
this  department  have  investigated  about  300  applications 
for  W.  P.  A.  work  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  a short  report  of  this  kind  can  not  begin  to  cover  our 
activities  but  we  are  working  for  the  Town  of  Agawam  and 
that  means  every  one  of  the  residents  of  Agawam  are  en- 
titled to  come  in  and  discuss  relief  matters.

In  submitting  this,  my  annual  report,  to  the  Town  of 
Agawam,  I wish  to  state  that  during  the  past  year  the 
number  of  arrests  has  decreased  from  311  in  1935,  to  247 
in  1936.  The  amount  of  fines  also  has  decreased,  but  the 
amount  of  jail  sentences  has  been  far  greater  than  during 
the  preceding  year.  I believe  we  have  made  a good  show- 
ing from  a police  standpoint,  in  the  year  just  ended,  espe- 
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cially  in  regard  to  traffic  violations  and  fatal  accidents, 
which  have  been  reduced  to  a lower  level  than  that  of 
any  other  year. 

We  have  had  an  exceedingly  large  number  of  larcency 
cases,  which  have  been  taken  care  of,  and  I believe  the 
actual  loss  from  larceny  in  the  Town  during  the  past  year, 
is  very  small. 

I am  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  town  people  can 
see  and  realize  the  changes  in  the  town,  in  the  last  few 
years,  in  increased  Police  Activities  and  that  it  is  prac- 
tically impossible  to  give  the  service  whch  the  citizens 
mght  require,  with  only  two  regular  officers.  Traffic  is 
increasing  yearly,  we  have  many  licensed  places,  we  also 
have  the  Agawam  Race  Track  and  during  the  past  spring 
we  had  the  flood,  all  of  which  required  extra  Police  atten- 
tion. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  citizens  and 
officials  of  the  Town,  who  have  cooperated  with  me  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  report  that  altho  w'e  have 
had  a large  number  of  calls  this  year,  the  actual  losses 
have  been  small.  Two  of  these  fires  endangered  valuable 
buildings;  namely,  the  Agawam  Center  School,  and  the 
Club  House  at  the  Race  Track.  In  each  case,  we  attribute 
the  small  loss  to  the  efficiency  and  promptness  of  the 
firemen. 

Last  year  there  was  an  effort  made  to  place  life  and 
accident  insurance  on  the  firemen : but,  owing  to  red  tape, 
and  general  difficulties,  we  were  unable  to  make  any  defi- 
nite arrangements.  We  feel  that  considering  the  small 
pay  the  firemen  receive  for  their  work,  they  should  have 
the  best  of  equipment  and  protection.  We  ask  that  you 
give  this  matter  careful  consideration.  The  cost  of  this 
insurance  is  small  in  comparison  to  the  benefits. 

After  the  disastrous  flood  last  March,  all  three  pieces  of 
apparatus  were  used  to  pump  water  from  the  homes  and 
buildings  of  the  unfortunate  victims.  While  we  are  always 
glad  and  willing  to  help  in  any  emergency,  the  fact  re- 
mains, the  faster  our  equipment  is  worn  out,  the  sooner 
it  must  be  replaced  if  we  are  to  have  efficiency. 
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Considerable  new  equipment  should  be  bought  this  com- 
ing year.  We  have  been  buying  only  bare  necessities  for  so 
long,  the  department  is  not  keeping  up  with  the  times.

Report  as  to  Work  Accomplished 

Tabulations  made  by  the  Trustees,  taken  from  records 
of  their  agents,  show  that  during  the  year  1,278  persons 
in  Agawam  were  reported  to  have  been  enrolled  in  some 
Extension  Project,  attended  one  or  more  Extension  meet- 
ing, acted  as  demonstrators,  local  leaders,  or  otherwise 
cooperated  with  and  showed  a personal  interest  in  the  Ex- 
tension program  for  the  town  and  county  as  directed  by 
the  County  Agents  and  State  College  specialists.  Our 
records  further  show  that  there  were  in  all  33  separate  pro- 
jects covering  various  phases  of  farm,  home  and  commun- 
ity activities.  326  Farm  and  Home  visits  were  also  made 
by  the  agents;  87  meetings  held,  and  76  days  spent  by 
them  in  the  furtherance  of  the  work  in  Agawam. 

A few  Outstanding  Results 

The  4-H  Club  Department  reported  the  following  out- 
standing results  in  1936:  Esther  DePalma  exhibited  the 
champion  Hereford  steer  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition 
and  the  Reserve  champion  steer  in  the  4-H  Club  classes; 
and  her  sister,  Sabatina,  exhibited  the  third  best  steer  in 
the  4-H  class.  Barbara  Grout,  in  recognition  of  being  State 
Champion  in  the  News  Writing  Contest,  was  a State  dele- 
gate to  the  State  Club  Camp.  The  vegetable  judging  team 
made  up  of  boys  from  Agawam  won  the  State  vegetable 
judging  contest.  This  team  was  composed  of  Willard  M. 
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Patton,  Albert  Christopher,  and  Angelo  Danieli.  Albert

Gypsy  Moth  Control 


To  the  honorable  board  of  Selectmen; 

Herewith  is  a report  of  the  gypsy  moth  work  done 
in  Agawam  in  1936. 

This  year  there  has  been  a sharp  decline  in  the  num- 
ber of  nests  treated  by  painting  with  creasote. 

This  was  due  to  the  very  excellent  work  done  dur- 
ing the  previous  year  by  the  E.R.A.  and  the  W.P.A. 

Many  of  the  old  infestations  have  been  cleared  up  and 
a sharp  reduction  noted  in  others. 

Several  new  colonies  have  been  discovered  on  the 
mountain  and  must  be  watched  very  closely  as  the  high 
winds  are  liable  to  carry  the  larva  of  the  moth  great  dis- 
tances and  over  wide  areas;  thereby  creating  a possible 
spread  in  non-infested  areas. 


Nearly  all  infests  are  in  Feeding  Hills,  with  those  few 
in  Agawam  and  North  Agawam  under  control. 


An  agreement  made  with  the  W.P.A.  is,  that  the  town 
shall  take  care  of  all  its  highways,  and  the  W.P.A.  the 
Woodland  Areas  within  fifty  feet  of  the  highways.

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REPORT  OF  THE  W.  P.  A.  AND  HIGHWAY  DEPTS. 

For  the  year  ending  December  31,  1936 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

During  Feb.  1936  an  office  was  established  for  W.P.A. 
and  Highway  work  at  the  Welfare  Building.  All  highway 
and  W.P.A.  records  are  kept  at  this  office.  All  engineer- 
ing, drafting  and  supervision  of  W.P.A.  and  Highway 
work  is  done  by  this  office. 

This  work  has  been  done  by  Superintendent  of  Streets 
and  Engineering,  who  was  appointed  W.P.A.  coordinator, 
one  assistant  and  one  clerk. 

The  following  is  a report  of  W.P.A.  projects  com- 
pleted during  1936. 

Sanitary  Sewer — Rowley  Street 

This  sanitary  sewer  extension  of  the  Suffield  Street 
sewer  will  accommodate  all  present  and  future  building 
in  the  vicinity  of  Rowley  St.  This  sewer  is  of  proper  size 
and  depth  to  allow  for  an  extension  in  the  future  on  Spring- 
field  St.  as  far  as  Homer  St.  and  will  also  accommodate 
all  northerly  side  streets  between  Rowley  and  Homer  St. 


High  Street  Surface  Drainage 

High  Street  system  was  started  in  1935  and  was  not 
connected  to  a proper  outlet.  The  original  intention  was 
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for  this  to  be  one  of  five  streets  to  be  drained  by  the  sys- 
tem now  being  constructed  on  Walnut  St.  This  Walnut 
St.  system  will  be  completed  before  spring  and  will  pro- 
vide a proper  outlet  for  High  St.  Walnut  St.  Surface 
Drainage  is  designed  in  depth  to  serve  as  a drainage  out- 
let for  Cooley,  Ottawa,  River,  Maple,  Spring,  and  High 
Sts.  In  size,  Walnut  St.  system  would  handle  the  severest 
storms  that  have  been  recorded  in  this  section  of  Mass, 
during  the  last  fifty  years. 

Walnut  St.  also  serves  as  a permanent  surface  drain- 
age system  for  Walnut  St.  which  will  reduce  the  Chapter 
90  costs  for  this  road.  This  will  also  serve  as  an  outlet  for 
a drainage  system  on  Walnut  St.,  south  of  Maple  St.  to 
be  constructed  in  conjunction  with  the  Chapter  90  road 
work. 


Reed  Street  Surface  Drainage 

This  system  is  a permanent  surface  drainage  system 
for  Reed  St.  and  Potomac  Place.  This  can  be  extended  to 
accommodate  Virginia  St.,  Vernon  St.  and  Washington 
St.  and  a portion  of  Colonial  Ave. 


Reed  Street  Road 

This  work  was  planned  and  engineered  in  conjunction 
with  Reed  St.  Drainage,  and  replaces  a very  poor  type 
road.  Grades  were  changed  to  provide  proper  drainage 
points  and  to  conform  with  present  sidewalk  and  property 
elevations.  This  is  a 9"  gravel  road  rolled  and  oiled.  Con- 
struction of  this  could  not  start  till  completion  of  the  drain- 
age, necessitating  elimination  of  one  coat  of  oil  this  fall, 
which  will  be  put  on  in  the  spring. 


Woodchopping 

This  project  produced  535  cords  of  wood  for  use  of 
the  Welfare  Dept. 
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Shoemaker  Lane  Repairs 

This  work  of  regraveling  places  in  this  road  broken 
up  during  the  flood  by  traffic  over  this  route  enabled  the 
town  to  accomplish  more  with  Chapter  90  repair  funds 
allotted  for  this  road. 


School  Painting 

This  redecorating  was  necessary  and  was  accomplished 
at  a minimum  cost  to  the  town. 


Maple  Street  Walk  And  Wall 

This  project  was  started  in  1935  but  supplementary 
Federal  Funds  were  required  to  finish  this  work  in  1936. 


Cooper  Street  Water  Pipe  Extension 

This  project  connected  two  dead  ends  on  Cooper  St. 
Three  hydrants  for  fire  protection  were  installed  on  this 
street.

The  following  is  a report  of  work  done  with  High- 
way funds. 

North  West  St.  was  oiled  during  June  and  July.  About 
1.6  miles  of  road  were  finished  using  state  Chapter  464 
funds. 

South  West  St.  was  first  oiled  as  an  E.R.A.  project 
during  1935.  Maintenance  oiling  was  done  on  this  road 
from  Southwick  St.  to  Barry  St.,  a distance  of  about  1.75 
miles. 

Shoemaker  lane  and  South  St.  were  oiled  as  mainte- 
nance work  during  Sept,  and  Oct.  Sections  of  these  roads 
that  were  in  very  poor  condition  were  oiled  and  honed. 
Funds  for  this  work  were  furnished  by  State,  County  and 
Town.  This  road  is  3.85  miles  long. 
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Walnut  St.  Chapter  90  drainage  was  started  very  late 
in  the  year  and  this  work  was  discontinued  because  of 
cold  weather.  Plans  for  this  work  were  very  late  in  being 
completed  by  the  State  Dept,  of  Public  Works.  This  con- 
dition was  true  of  all  Chapter  90  work  in  western  Mass., 
as  the  State  Chapter  90  budget  was  not  approved  till  late 
summer.  This  delayed  the  completion  of  plans  for  this 
work  very  much. 

During  the  flood  period  in  March  $3500  was  spent 
for  materials  and  trucking.  This  work  was  practically  all 
done  with  W.P.A.  labor  paid  for  by  Federal  Funds. 

W.P.A.  labor  was  also  secured  to  fill  in  washouts  on 
various  roads  during  the  heavy  rains  previous  to  spring 
flood. 

There  is  a petition  pending  before  the  legislature, 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  county  commissioners  for 
the  acceptance  of  Springfield  and  Southwick  Sts.  as  a State 
Highway. 

The  board  of  selectmen  have  also  petitioned  the  State 
Dept,  of  Public  Works  for  this  acceptance.  These  two 
roads  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  maintenance  costs 
are  very  high. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Street  Railway  tracks  on  Spring- 
field  Street  will  be  removed  during  early  1937,  requiring 
higher  maintenance  funds  than  during  1936. 

Funds  have  also  been  requested  as  an  addition  to  the 
present  Chapter  90  Walnut  St.  appropriations.  These  funds 
combined  would  finance  the  cost  of  a road  from  Springfield 
St.  to  River  St.  a distance  of  eight  tenths  of  a mile. 

Funds  have  also  been  requested  for  Chapter  90  main- 
tenance for  Shoemaker  Lane  and  South  St.  This  is  to  be 
shared  by  state,  county  and  town  during  1937. 

Appropriations  for  Highways  during  1936  were  very 
small  and  this  necessitated  the  elimination  of  much  work 
that  really  should  have  been  done. 

Some  of  present  highway  equipment  has  not  been  re- 
placed for  three  years  and  other  equipment  is  much  older 
and  in  very  poor  condition.  Much  of  this  obselete  equip- 
ment will  need  to  be  replaced  for  proper  maintenance  work 
on  town  streets  during  1937.  We  recommend  the  purchase 
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of  at  least  one  new  truck  and  a power  road  grader.  A 
power  road  grader  could  be  used  for  road  construction  and 
maintenance  work.  Much  construction  work  has  been  done 
during  recent  years  with  poor  equipment  at  a high  cost.

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REPORT  OF 

School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Agawam : 

In  accordance  with  time  honored  custom  and  tradition 
we,  as  a Committee,  are  prepared  to  render  our  annual 
report  to  those  who  may  be  interested  enough  to  read  that 
same. 

The  year  1936  was,  for  the  most  part,  one  of  marked 
progress  along  all  educational  lines.  In  Agawam,  as  usual, 
we  were  obliged  to  maintain  the  strictest  economy  in  order 
to  keep  within  the  limits  of  our  budget. 

Two  years  ago,  as  you  may  remember,  the  generosity 
of  our  voters  enabled  us  to  return  to  our  teachers  and 
janitors  a per  cent  of  their  previous  wage  cuts.  Most  of  our 
surrounding  towns  and  cities  have  returned  to  their  teach- 
ers the  cuts  of  depression  times,  and  some  have  even  re- 
vived the  practice  of  giving  the  usual  annual  increments. 
Financial  and  industrial  conditions  are  apparently  much 
improved  in  business  and  manufacturing  centers,  but  Aga- 
wam, as  you  know,  must  still  be  classified  as  an  Agricul- 
tural community.  Farm  produce  during  the  past  year  has. 
in  many  cases,  reached  a new  all-time  low  in  the  price 
field.  On  the  other  hand,  practically  every  item  that  the 
farmer  must  purchase  has  risen  tremendously  in  price.  The 
burden  of  taxation  always  falls  heaviest  on  that  part  of 
our  tax  payers  because  they  have  no  certain  fixed  income. 
To  maintain  good  schools  we  must  have  adequate  build- 
ings and  equipment,  and  what  is  even  more  important, 
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competent  and  ef¥icient  teachers.  An  individual  must  of 
necessity  forge  ahead  in  life’s  giddy  whirl  or  else  be  side- 
tracked by  his  more  ambitious  fellows.  The  same  princi- 
ple must  hold  true  in  our  educational  program.  During 
the  depression  we  were  just  marking  time  as  it  were,  but 
in  1937  we  must  either  push  ahead  with  new  courage  or 
else  fall  behind  and  be  bogged  down  in  the  ruts  of  failure 
and  inefficiency.  It  may  mean  hardship  for  some  and 
sacrifice  for  others,  but  we  are  sure  that  our  citizens  will, 
for  the  most  part,  give  our  schools  the  same  loyal  support 
in  the  future  that  they  have  in  the  past. 


In  our  last  annual  report  we  spoke  of  the  need  of  more 
adequate  fire  insurance  protection  for  our  town  buildings. 
We  favored  a blanket  policy  covering  all  insurable  items, 
with  a certain  fixed  premium  to  be  paid  yearly.  This  plan 
should  be  as  feasible  in  Agawam  as  in  other  towns  where 
it  is  now  in  operation.  Following  the  fire  in  the  Agawam 
Center  School  building,  the  State  Building  Inspector  or- 
dered the  Committee  to  install  fire-stop  partitions  in  the 
first  and  second  floor  corridors.  We  had  hopes  of  putting 
these  partitions  in  at  the  Agawam  Center  School  as  part 
of  a WPA  project.  However,  we  were  not  able  to  do  that, 
so  we  must  provide  funds  in  our  1937  budget  for  their  in- 
stallation. 


We  have  noticed  that  many  of  our  more  modern  and 
progressive  cities  and  towns  are  at  this  time  making  more 
adequate  provision  for  school  playgrounds  and  school  ath- 
letic fields.  Every  first-class,  up-to-date  high  school  should 
have  as  a part  of  its  equipment  an  A-No.  1 athletic  field. 
This  matter  has  been  under  discussion  for  several  years 
but  no  definite  legal 'action  has  as  yet  been  taken.  At  the 
last  annual  town  meeting  a committee  was  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate this  matter  with  instructions  to  report  its  find- 
ings at  the  next  town  meeting.  With  real  estate  prices  at 
their  present  low  level,  it  would  seem  to  be  an  opportune 
time  to  take  decisive  action  in  this  matter. 
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During  the  past  year  your  Committee  voted  to  close 
temporarily  the  West  Street  School  at  Feeding  Hills  and 
to  transfer  the  pupils  attending  that  school  to  the  Feeding 
Hills  Center  School.  By  so  doing  we  were  able  to  get 
along  with  one  less  teacher  in  that  district  besides  making 
some  saving  on  fuel  and  janitor  service.  The  Suffield 
Street  School  was  voted  closed  permanently.  We  under- 
stand that  the  local  American  Legion  Post  are  interested 
in  securing  that  building  for  their  quarters.  If  that  is  so, 
it  would  seem  to  be  an  act  of  courtesy  for  the  town  to 
turn  it  over  to  them  for  their  permanent  headquarters. 


During  1936  as  in  1935  a program  of  recreational  ac- 
tivities was  conducted  as  a Federal  project,  under  local 
supervisors.  The  juvenile  part  of  the  program  was  carried 
on  during  the  summer  months  at  the  various  playgrounds 
in  town,  while  the  adult  part  of  the  set-up  has  been,  as 
before,  centered  at  the  High  School.  These  projects  have 
greatly  increased  the  cost  of  school  maintenance  in  practic- 
ally every  town  where  they  are  in  vogue.  If  they  are  to 
be  continued,  provision  should  be  made  for  them  in  our 
budget.  It  seems  to  us  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  tax 
payers  to  have  an  opportunity  to  pass  on  this  proposition. 
Let  them  decide  whether  the  benefits  derived  by  the  people 
of  Agawam  as  a whole  are  in  proportion  to  the  cash  ex- 
pended. 


The  year  1936  showed  a slight  increase  in  the  amount 
of  truancy  in  our  schools.  A few  years  ago  when  our 
funds  were  low  we  dispensed  with  the  services  of  our  tru- 
ant officer,  but  at  this  time  it  would  seem  necessary  to 
make  suitable  provision  in  our  1937  budget  for  the  em- 
ployment of  a part-time  attendance  officer.  To  obtain  the 
best  results  pupils  must  be  regular  in  attendance.  Oftentimes 
a pupil’s  failure  to  pass  his  grade  at  the  end  of  the  year  rnay 
be  due  to  absence  from  class  at  some  particularly  vital 
point  in  the  course.  As  parents  and  tax  payers  you  cannot 
afford  to  keep  your  children  out  of  school  unless  it  be  ab- 
solutely unavoidable.  There  are  always  a few  families  that 
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constantly  offend  in  this  respect,  and  it  is  to  them  that 
we  appeal  for  co-operation  in  this  matter. 

It  has  been  some  time  since  we  have  been  obliged  to 
call  to  your  attention  crowded  conditions  in  our  grade 
schools.  At  the  present  writing  we  are  badly  in  need  of 
more  adequate  school  accommodations  at  the  Agawam 
Center  School.  An  overflow  class  is  being  conducted  in 
the  Town  Hall  along  the  side  of  the  room  next  to  the 
windows.  Of  course,  this  set-up  is  anything  but  ideal  and 
some  remedy  must  be  found  before  another  school  year 
opens.  Various  suggestions  have  been  made  for  a solu- 
tion of  this  problem.  Some  have  talked  portable  school, 
but  that  at  best  would  be  only  a temporary  expedient. 
Others  favor  building  on  another  addition  to  the  present 
structure.  It  would  seem  to  us  to  be  a rather  difficult 
matter  to  make  such  an  addition  fit  into  the  present  lay- 
out so  that  the  whole  would  form  a convenient,  modern, 
well-arranged  school  unit.  Of  course  the  most  acceptable 
plan  would  be  to  erect  an  entire  new  school  building  cap- 
able of  caring  for  the  needs  of  Agawam  Center  for  many 
years  to  come.  If  Agawam  could  secure  a sufficient  Fed- 
eral grant  towards  the  cost  of  erecting  such  a school,  the 
town  might  perhaps  be  able  to  carry  its  share  of  the  financ- 
ing. Considerable  thought  must  be  given  to  this  situation 
in  order  that  some  form  of  relief  may  be  offered  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment. 

Your  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  the  teach- 
ers and  the  pupils  for  their  loyal  support  during  the  year 
1936,  and  we  hope  for  continuance  of  the  same  for  1937.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Agawam: 

I hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

The  most  important  topics  in  my  report  this  year 
are  School  Housing,  School  Finances,  Teachers,  New 
Equipment  and  Replacements. 


SCHOOL  HOUSING 

During  the  past  year  the  West  Street  rural  school 
has  been  closed  and  the  children  of  that  district  have  been 
transported  to  the  Feeding  Hills  Center  School.  The 
committee  discontinued  the  West  Street  school  because 
the  building  was  worn-out  and  out-moded  for  school  pur- 
poses. It  did  not  seem  reasonable  to  expend  a large  sum 
of  money  for  a new  building  at  West  Street.  The  number 
of  pupils  in  that  district  was  not  sufficient  to  warrant 
such  expense.  From  the  standpoint  of  economy  the  trans- 
fer of  these  pupils  to  the  Center  School  was  important. 
The  services  of  one  teacher  were  saved,  also  the  expenses 
of  maintaining  the  rural  building  were  eliminated. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  better  school  housing  some 
gain  was  made  for  these  pupils,  yet  the  coming  of  these 
pupils  to  the  Center  School  could  not  but  emphasize  the 
need  of  better  school  housing  facilities  for  Feeding  Hills„ 
for  here  we  find  one  of  the  oldest  school  buildings  in 
Western  Massachusetts.  This  building  is  far  from  being 
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up  to  date.  There  are  not  many  more  years  of  service 
left  in  the  building.  The  cost  of  upkeep  and  repairs  has 
been  very  high  in  recent  years.  If  the  building  is  to  con- 
tinue in  use,  then  the  town  must  expect  to  pay  rather 
large  repair  bills,  and  have  at  hand  an  unsatisfactory  school 
home  for  the  children. 

THE  PLAINS  SCHOOL 

During  the  depression  the  enrollment  in  this  school 
has  decreased  to  a greater  extent  than  is  the  case  in  any 
other  part  of  the  town.  There  has  been  a loss  of  sixty 
pupils  over  a period  of  six  years,  and  there  are  two  vacant 
classrooms  in  the  building.  From  present  enrollments  in 
the  various  grades  of  the  building,  it  is  safe  to  conclude 
that  there  will  be  for  some  time  six  grades  of  sufficient 
size  to  warrant  the  employment  of  six  teachers.  A slight 
increase  in  the  school  population  of  this  part  of  the  town 
would  bring  back  into  use  one  of  the  vacant  rooms.  The 
housing  conditions  of  this  building  are  excellent. 

NORTH  AGAWAM  SCHOOL 

The  largest  elementary  enrollment  of  pupils  in  the 
town  is  found  in  North  Agawam.  There  is  one  vacant 
room  in  this  school  building,  which  will  be  put  into  use 
the  coming  school  year  since  large  classes  are  entering 
this  school.  The  building  is  adequate  and  the  school 
accommodations  are  excellent. 

AGAWAM  CENTER  SCHOOL 

A lack  of  good  housing  facilities  in  this  part  of  the 
town  has  been  evident  for  several  years.  The  objection- 
able features  center  about  four  situations,  namely : the 
use  of  a one-room  school  located  in  the  school  yard;  the 
use  of  the  old  library  room  for  a classroom ; the  use  of  one 
corner  of  the  town  hall  for  another  classroom,  and  the 
poor  basement  facilities.  In  fact,  these  objectionable  fea- 
tures involve  the  entire  building,  with  the  exception  of 
the  four  classrooms  which  are  in  the  addition  constructed 
in  191^1 — these  rooms  are  comparatively  good  school  units. 
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I feel  that  the  best  interests  of  the  town  require  a new 
building  for  the  Center. 

JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  housing  conditions  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School 
are  excellent  and  will  serve  the  town  for  many  years  to  come. 
The  great  need  here  is  more  land  adjacent  to  the  building 
for  athletic  and  recreational  purposes.  No  school  build- 
ing today  is  adequate  if  there  is  a lack  of  playground 
space.  By  the  addition  of  a small  plot  of  land,  our  high 
school  plant  would  become  outstanding  for  its  usefulness 
in  serving  the  needs  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

COSTS  OF  EDUCATION 

The  burden  of  my  report  over  the  past  few  years  has 
been  “Educational  Costs”.  In  my  last  report  data  from 
comparative  “Costs  of  Education”  in  the  83  towns  of 
Agawam’s  classification  showed  that  the  per  pupil  costs  of 
education  in  Agawam  are  much  below  the  average. 

The  most  potent  factor  in  lowering  school  costs  in 
Agawam  was  the  reduction  of  19%  in  teachers’  salaries. 
This  took  place  in  the  early  years  of  the  depression.  Two 
years  ago  5%  of  the  salary  cut  was  restored  to  the  teachers. 
Except  in  a few  cases  no  salary  increments  have  been 
given  to  teachers  since  the  onset  of  the  depression.  More 
than  50%  of  the  towns  and  cities  of  our  commonwealth 
have  given  to  the  teachers  full  restoration  of  salaries  and 
increments.  Indeed,  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  any  num- 
ber of  towns  in  which  a salary  reduction  of  14%  is  still 
in  force. 

In  spite  of  this  situation,  which  was  brought  about 
because  of  abnormal  economic  conditions  in  our  town  and 
state,  our  teachers  have  not  failed  to  give  full  service  to 
their  classroom  obligations.  The  spirit  and  morale  of  the 
teachers  is  very  commendable.  They  are  facing  heavier 
burdens  in  this  period  of  recovery,  due  to  the  rise  in  costs 
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of  living  and  the  increased  demands  for  professional  im- 
provement. Because  of  these  facts,  the  school  committee 
has  placed  a sum  of  money  in  the  school  budget  of  1937 
for  the  purpose  of  readjusting  teachers’  salaries.  It  is 
hoped  that  their  wisdom  and  foresight  will  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  citizens  of  the  town.

There  are  83  towns  in  Agawam’s  classification.  Aga- 
wam ranks  60  on  the  list  in  the  expenditure  per  pupil ; 
that  is,  there  are  60  of  the  83  towns  ranked  above  Agawam. 
Last  year  Agawam  ranked  54. 


PUPIL-TEACHER  RATIOS 

There  are  fifty-nine  teachers  employed  by  the  school 
department  at  the  present  time.  This  is  one  teacher  less 
than  was  employed  last  year.  The  consolidation  of  the 
West  Street  school  with  the  Feeding  Hills  Center  school 
accomplished  the  elimination  of  one  teacher.  The  grades 
of  the  North  Agawam  school  were  reclassified  with  the 
result  that  one  less  teacher  was  required  for  that  build- 
ing. At  Agawam  Center  it  was  necessary  to  add  one  tea- 
cher to  the  staff,  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  entering  Grade  1.

The  pupil-teacher  ratio  in  Agawam  is  28.2.  This  is  a 
very  high  ratio  and  would  indicate  that  Agawam  could 
not  increase  the  load  of  the  teachers.  The  following  table 
presents  the  pupil-teacher  ratio  for  the  eight  largest  towns 
in  the  four  western  counties  of  Massachusetts.

NEW  EQUIPMENT  AND  REPLACEMENTS 

Very  little  money  has  been  expended  by  the  school 
department  in  recent  years  for  new  equipment  and  re- 
placements. Equipment  naturally  in  time  wears  out  and 
then,  too,  new  ideas  in  the  field  of  education  demand  new 
types  of  equipment. 

In  1923  our  moving  picture  machine  was  ideal  for 
work  in  the  field  of  visual  education : in  1937  this  same 
machine  is  not  only  worn  out  but  it  is  also  antiquated. 
In  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  modern  visual  education 
sound  pictures  are  necessary.  The  proper  set-up  for  sound 
pictures  in  our  high  school  auditorium  would  involve  the 
rectification  of  the  acoustic  properties  of  the  hall.  This 
would  be  an  important  improvement.  The  entire  matter 
merits  the  attention  of  the  school  committee  and  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town.  The  assembly  hall  is  becoming  more 
and  more  of  a community  meeting  place. 

When  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  was  constructed 
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conducts  were  placed  in  the  building,  whereby  at  the  pro- 
per time  a complete  telephone  system  could  be  installed 
in  the  various  rooms  of  the  building.  There  is  a great 
need  of  some  system  of  intercommunication  between  the 
classrooms  and  the  office.  This  can  be  made  possible  by 
wiring  the  building.  When  that  work  is  completed  it  will 
be  possible  also  to  present  radio  addresses  and  broadcasts 
in  each  classroom.  The  great  men  of  our  day,  presidents  and 
kings,  will  then  speak  to  our  pupils  in  their  classrooms. 
The  radio  is  a powerful  factor  in  educational  instruction. 
I recommend  this  improvement  to  the  serious  considera- 
tion of  the  school  committee. 

The  following  replacements  should  be  made  in  the 
commercial  department  of  our  high  school : An  up-to-date 
adding  and  computing  machine  should  replace  our  present 
adding  machine.  Fifteen  of  our  typing  machines  should 
be  exchanged  this  year.  After  a period  of  three  years  ser- 
vice old  typing  machines  can  be  replaced  at  a cost  of  $30 
per  machine.  The  trade-in  value  of  old  machines  decreases 
rapidly  after  the  three  year  period,  and  the  repair  bills 
on  the  same  increase  rapidly.  Aside  from  the  economic 
advantage  of  making  this  exchange,  there  is  also  the  dis- 
tinct advantage  of  training  our  commercial  pupils  with 
the  most  up-to-date  equipment. 

A new  permanent  record  card  system  for  pupils  should 
be  adopted.  Our  present  system  of  keeping  permanent 
records  requires  a separate  card  for  each  pupil  for  every 
school  year.  There  is  too  much  duplication  of  records  in 
such  a system,  which  fact  also  makes  the  system  expensive. 
I recommend  the  use  of  one  permanent  record  card  for 
each  pupil,  on  which  there  is  space  for  all  of  the  necessary 
data  regarding  the  school  life  of  a pupil. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Perry  the  music  depart- 
ment has  been  instrumental  in  replacing  the  worn-out 
piano  used  in  the  auditorium  with  a new  grand  piano.  The 
pupils  of  this  department  have  contributed  $200  towards 
this  project. 
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In  concluding  this  report  permit  me  to  record  that 
the  spirit  of  cooperation  as  exemplified  by  the  pupils  of 
the  music  department  is  manifest  in  all  departments  of 
our  school  system.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  year  girls  from  the  eighth  grade  have 
had  one  period  a week  for  experimenting  in  the  cooking 
laboratory.  Foods  have  been  prepared  which  are  com- 
monly used  for  breakfast,  dinner  and  supper.  The  neces- 
sity of  accuracy,  cleanliness,  neatness  and  order  has  been 
stressed  in  every  lesson.  As  a general  thing,  the  food  pre- 
pared has  been  eaten  by  the  girls  who  made  it  but  there 
have  been  times  when  the  results  of  their  efiforts  have  been 
used  in  the  cafeteria.  Although  the  lesson  periods  are 
short,  time  has  been  taken  for  instruction  in  Tables  of 
Abbreviations  and  Equivalents,  Table  Setting  and  Serving, 
Classification  of  Foods  and  their  uses  in  the  body,  and  a 
brief  study  of  food  combinations  with  their  caloric  value. 

Last  June  the  annual  cooking  exhibit  was  held  and 
the  entire  group  of  girls  supported  it  enthusiastically. 

The  Sewing  Department  has  been  busy  with  the  sim- 
ple projects  attempted  in  the  seventh  grade  to  the  more 
intricate  ones  accomplished  by  several  classes  of  Senior 
High  School  girls.  Learning  to  use  a needle  and  thimble 
is  quite  a task  in  itself  for  the  younger  girls  and  therefore 
the  articles  made  at  first  have  to  be  simple  but  useful  in 
order  to  furnish  incentive.  After  finishing  the  samplers 
of  basting,  hemming,  overhanding,  backstitching  and  over- 
casting, each  girl  made  a towel  and  holder  to  be  used  in 
her  cooking  class  the  following  year.  Next  came  instruc- 
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tions  in  machine  sewing  and  the  making  of  her  cooking 
apron. 

The  older  girls  made  quite  a thorough  study  of  all 
seams,  plackets,  bound  buttonholes,  bindings,  facings,  etc. 
Before  making  a garment  a short  study  was  given  to  the 
major  steps  which  contribute  to  smartness  in  clothes  you 
make.  Points  considered  were  suitability,  fabric,  fitting  of 
garment,  good  sewing  technique,  and  touch  of  distinction, 
all  of  which  help  to  make  the  costume  more  individual. 
Commercial  patterns  were  discussed  before  purchasing  in 
order  that  each  girl  might  understand  them.  When  the 
dresses,  blouses  and  skirts  were  exhibited  in  June,  it  was 
gratifying  to  note  that  the  materials  had  seemingly  been 
chosen  with  individual  thought  as  to  color  combinations 
and  fabrics  which  were  suited  to  the  style  of  the  costumes 
and  the  type  of  person  by  whom  they  were  to  be  worn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


Mr.  B.  J.  Phelps, 

Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Herein  is  my  tenth  annual  report  on  the  Agawam 
Junior-Senior  High  School. 

GENERAL  COMMENT 

As  we  proceed  into  this  era  of  the  more  abundant  life 
and  a planned  economy,  it  is  apparent  that  people  in  all 
walks  of  life  are  giving  serious  consideration  to  the  various 
aspects  and  ramifications  of  our  shifting  social  order.  Per- 
haps the  poet  expressed  a fundamental  truth  when  he  said, 

“Time  makes  ancient  good  uncouth, 

New  occasions  teach  new  duties.” 

Whether  we  subscribe  to  the  school  of  thought  that 
believes  the  schools  should  lead  the  way  to  a better  social 
order,  or  to  the  conservative  group  believing  that  the 
schools  should  follow  along  in  the  vanguard  of  social 
change  and  simply  interpret  and  attempt  to  orient  our 
students  to  these  changes,  we  must  make  some  provision 
in  our  schools  for  a changing  social  and  economic  pattern. 
John  Dewey  recently  said,  “Only  two  alternatives  exist. 
We  may  continue  the  policy  of  permitting  undirected 
social  changes  to  dictate  what  takes  place  in  the  educa- 
tional, system,  or  we  must  act  upon  the  assumption  that 
public  education  has  a positive  responsibility  to  shape  the 
habits  of  thought  that  in  turn  shape  conditions  of  social 
action.”  Just  how  a public  high  school,  such  as  we  have  in 
Agawam,  can  make  maximum  contributions  to  its  mem- 
bers and  the  community  which  supports  it  is  a profound 
question,  and  very  likely  there  should  be  as  many  solutions 
as  there  are  dififerent  school  situations.  It  would  seem 
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that  many  new  courses  of  study,  or  any  drastic  changing- 
about  in  school  organization  or  philosophy  is  neither  neces- 
sary nor  advisable.  It  would  seem  that  these  new  trends 
could  be  adequately  and  safely  handled,  as  can  character 
education,  by  the  individual  teachers  as  they  meet  with 
their  regular  classes.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  way 
a subject  is  taught  and  concomitant  things  are  brought  in 
is  far  more  important  than  the  subject  matter  itself.  For 
example,  a good  Latin  teacher  can  appropriately  and  effec- 
tively develop  with  her  students  an  intelligent  attitude  on 
the  social  security  question.  This  and  other  pertinent 
problems  of  today  were  with  the  Romans  2,000  years  ago. 
An  alert  science  teacher  need  not  confine  his  class  work 
to  how  different  machines  operate  but  will  most  certainly 
bring  forth  in  the  class  discussion  the  social  implications 
of  the  machine.  Is  there  any  reason  why  students  in  the 
mathematics  class  might  not  justifiably  be  given  an  appre- 
ciation of  the  magnitude  and  complexities  of  the  old  age 
pension  project  as  a financial  undertaking?  And  then,  in 
an  excellent  combination  course  such  as  we  have  in  eco- 
nomics and  sociology,  there  is  ample  opportunity  for  the 
formulation  of  attitudes  and  the  discussion  of  social  prob- 
lems and  general  trends.  In  every  class  the  emphasis  can 
be  placed  on  active  participation  in  community  living.  In 
brief,  then,  it  would  seem  that  the  leadership  of  good 
teachers  in  the  various  classrooms  would  overcome  the  in- 
flexibility of  the  school  curriculum,  and  that  high  school 
students  can  be  brought  to  an  intelligent  and  rational  point 
of  view  on  social  questions  without  an  upheaval  in  school 
organization,  or  jeopardizing  any  of  our  great  American 
institutions.  In  the  modern  school  program  guidance, 
character  training,  and  the  clarification  of  today’s  problems 
and  trends  will  permeate  the  entire  curriculum. 


TESTING  PROGRAM 

During  the  fall  semester  the  Herman-Nelson  Tests  of 
Mental  Ability  (form  B)  were  given  to  all  members  of 
the  seventh  grade.  The  results  are  tabulated  below.  In-

These  figures  show  that  while  our  incoming  pupils  as 
a class  show  about  the  same  characteristics,  there  is  at 
the  same  time  a great  diversification  of  ability  in  evidence 
in  each  class.  With  pupils  in  the  same  class  ranging  in 
mental  ability  as  much  as  six  years,  it  is  apparent  that 
some  method  of  homogeneous  grouping  is  desirable  and 
necessary.  We  have  met  this  situation  by  grouping 
superior  pupils,  in  both  grades  seven  and  eight,  and  giv-

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ing  them  work  commensurate  with  their  greater  ability. 
In  past  years  our  experience  has  been  that  carrying  out 
homogeneous  grouping  throughout  the  entire  class  was  not 
practicable  and  that  the  results  were  not  entirely  positive. 


STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  report  of  our  bookkeeping  department  on  the  cash 
account  of  our  student  organizations  is  included  because 
it  shows  in  a concise  manner  most  of  our  extra-curricula 
offering  and  also  their  relative  importance  from  a financial 
viewpoint.  Perhaps  the  only  entry  that  might  require 
special  comment  is  the  one  labeled  “Moving  Pictures”. 
This  money  has  been  slowly  accumulated  by  putting  on  an 
occasional  five-cent  comedy  or  sport  film  during  the  recess 
period.  With  these  funds  it  has  been  possible  to  keep  the 
high  school  supplied  with  a high-grade  moving  picture 
projector,  a sound  screen  for  the  auditorium,  and  a portable 
screen  for  classroom  use.  It  is  still  hoped  that  eventually 
a town  appropriation  will  make  it  possible  for  us  to  have 
sound  moving  picture  equipment  installed  in  the  audi- 
torium. As  practically  all  of  the  new  film  is  made  with 
sound,  it  is  imperative  that  we  have  this  new  projection 
machine  if  we  are  to  make  full  use  of  this  extremely  valu- 
able teaching  medium. 

Our  centralized  banking  and  bookkeeping  system  has 
operated  remarkably  well  due  to  the  thorough  cooperation 
and  efficiency  of  our  bookkeeping  department.

In  a school  such  as  ours  where  we  are  con- 
cerned primarily  with  boys  and  girls  who  are  interested 
mostly  in  a general  or  commercial  education,  it  is  very 
pleasing  to  have  positive  proof  that  those  who  do  have  the 
opportunity  for  higher  education  are  adequately  prepared.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools; 

Music  for  Every  Child — Every  Child  for  Music — This 
is  our  aim.  To  lead  boys  and  girls  along  musical  paths 
attended  with  abundant  present  satisfactions  but  unswerv- 
ingly directed  toward  ultimate  good  taste  is  not  only  our 
duty  but  our  privilege  in  music  education.  Accordingly, 
I shall  discuss  in  this  report  two  major  and  universally 
available  means  to  this  end — singing  and  listening.  Of  the 
two,  singing  is  the  more  popular  activity.  Probably  be- 
cause it  affords  an  immediate  opportunity  for  participation 
through  performance.  But  in  listening  to  music  there  are 
no  bounds  set  by  individuals,  and  group  limitations  are 
removed. 

From  the  first  grade  through  the  sixth  we  feel  that  we 
have  an  unusually  fine  music  course.  Agawam  may  well 
be  proud  of  the  musical  achievement  of  its  children.  This 
is  due  in  great  measure  to  the  splendid  group  of  teachers 
who  carry  out  with  willing  cooperation  any  suggestion 
made  by  the  supervisor.  The  singing  work  in  the  grades 
culminates  in  two  projects — the  performance  of  Christmas 
Carols,  and  the  Annual  Songfest.  By  emphasizing  the 
carols  of  a different  country  in  each  grade,  the  girls  and 
boys  are  becoming  familiar  with  a great  many  of  the  lovely 
carols  of  our  rich  heritage.  The  very  great  enjoyment 
which  they  derive  from  this  repertoire  augurs  well  for  the 
interest  in  music  for  the  future  of  these  youngsters.  The 
Songfest  has  proven  its  merit  in  three  successive  years. 
It  is  of  value  not  only  as  a socializing  agency  for  the  town 
but  for  the  repertoire  of  fine  songs  which  the  children 
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acquire.  A higher  standard  of  musical  values  has  come 
about  as  a result.  In  the  field  of  listening,  the  children  are 
encouraged  to  listen  to  worth-while  programs  on  the  radio 
and  to  discuss  current  happenings  in  music.  With  the 
victrola  we  carry  on  listening  lessons  using  the  Memory 
Contest  as  incentive.  This  is  so  planned  that  it  will  re- 
inforce the  other  musical  activities. 

In  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  the  music  course  is 
less  vital  than  we  wish  it  were — due  to  lack  of  time.  Only 
one  period  a week  is  allotted  for  music  and  this  must 
suffice  for  listening,  singing,  theory,  history,  and  current 
events.  However,  we  have  tried  to  keep  the  work  as  in- 
teresting and  timely  as  possible  by  preparing  music  for 
various  assemblies,  operetta,  graduation  recital,  etc. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  one  of  the  three 
specific  objectives  which  I mentioned  in  last  year’s  report 
has  been  attained.  I refer  to  the  grand  piano  in  the 
auditorium.  It  does  indeed  fill  a long  felt  need  and  is 
greatly  appreciated  by  all — particularly  by  those  students 
who  have  worked  hard  in  operettas  so  that  this  piano 
might  be  a reality.  We  hope  that  this  pleasure  is  shared 
by  the  loyal  townspeople  who  come  to  all  of  our  musical 
performances.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  art  work  in  the  Elementary  Schools  of  Agawam 
the  past  year  has  been  planned  to  meet  the  fundamental 
educational  needs  of  the  child;  namely,  a means  of  clearer 
understanding  of  subjects  studied,  a help  in  the  develop- 
ment of  skill  with  hands  and  materials,  and  a vehicle  of 
expression.  In  the  first  three  grades  the  work  is  based  on 
the  activities  and  experiences  of  the  child  in  his  sphere 
of  home  and  school.  In  grades  4,  5,  and  6,  the  art  and 
handwork  is  almost  wholly  connected  with  social  studies, 
literature  and  other  subjects.  Posters  for  Humane  Week, 
sponsored  annually  by  the  Massachusetts  S.  P.  C.  A.  were 
made  in  each  school,  many  winning  prize  medals. 


Progress  has  been  definitely  made  in  beautifying  our 
schools,  one  of  our  chief  projects  this  past  year:  painting 
of  the  interiors  of  the  Agawam  Center,  North  Agawam, 
and  Springfield  Street  Schools ; addition  of  new  bulletin 
boards ; the  rearrangement  of  pictures  in  corridors  and 
classrooms  have  been  of  great  help.  Through  The  Field- 
ing Fund,  built-in  cupboards  have  been  installed  in  the 
first  grade  room  at  the  Feeding  Hills  School.  Screens  and 
picture  frames  have  been  made  by  the  Manual  Arts  De- 
partment for  use  in  the  grade  buildings. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  the  seventh  grade  has 
Freehand  Drawing  for  one-half  year,  and  Applied  Design 
the  latter  half.  The  work  in  both  fields  is  motivated  by 
the  interests  and  activities  of  pupils  at  this  age. 
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The  Senior  High  work  is  divided  generally  into  three 
parts : Drawing  and  Painting  classes,  to  develop  skill  and 
taste  in  commercial  and  decorative  arts ; the  Art  Apprecia- 
tion course,  a full  time,  full  credit  course  offered  to  a senior 
high  group  of  about  thirty-five  pupils,  the  aims  of  which 
are  both  practical  and  cultural ; and  a third  type  of  practi- 
cal art  work,  done  for  certain  needs  of  the  school,  such  as 
the  painting  of  scenery,  the  designing  and  making  of  cos- 
tumes, illustrations  for  the  school  paper,  decorations  for 
school  functions,  and  posters. 

Trips  to  the  three  Springfield  Museums  were  made  in 
the  spring  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Margaret  Kendall 
of  the  museum  staff. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  art  and  handwork  was  held 
in  June.

1937  the  aim  of  the  physical  education  program  for  girls 
was  to  provide  activities  for  every  girl  to  participate  in, 
to  stimulate  cooperative  play,  and  to  develop  health  hab- 
its that  would  lead  to  a happy  and  healthy  future. 

The  Junior  High  program  included  folk  dancing,  ac- 
tive team  games,  stunts,  and  Danish  Gymnastics.  Noon 
hours  were  devoted  to  the  development  of  extra  skills  by 
those  girls  in  Junior  High  who  showed  the  interest. 

The  Senior  High  activities  were  posture  correctives, 
Danish  Gymnastics,  field  hockey,  basketball,  apparatus,  and 
folk  dancing. 

An  after  school  program  was  arranged  for  those  girls 
who  wished  to  participate  in  intramural  games.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOYS’  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

The  following  is  a resume  of  the  work  in  Physical 
Education  for  the  past  year.  As  a result  of  changing  econ- 
omic conditions  during  recent  years  there  is  a tendency 
for  more  leisure  time  for  all.  It  has  been  our  purpose  to 
train  and  develop  for  the  proper  use  of  this  time  to  satisfy 
present  and  future  recreational  needs.  Realizing  that  the 
effect  of  habitual  group-play  out-of-doors  is  incalculable 
from  the  standpoint  of  its  contribution  to  health,  happiness 
and  social  relationships,  all  classes  were  conducted  out- 
of-doors  whenever  possible.  Sports  in  season  were  fea- 
tured, and  each  student  was  taught  the  fundamentals  of 
each  activity  in  games  characterized  by  equality  of  play- 
ing abilities.  The  activities  in  brief  included  apparatus  work, 
tumbling,  marching,  calisthenics,  games  and,  as  mentioned 
before,  sports  in  season. 

The  school  was,  as  usual,  represented  in  league  and 
inter-scholastic  competition  in  football,  basketball,  hockey, 
baseball  and  track.  (Allow  me  at  this  time  to  give  special 
recognition  to  Mr.  Reynolds  of  the  high  school  faculty  for 
his  earnest  effort  in  pioneering  the  new  sport  of  hockey, 
which  he  coaches  in  addition  to  his  regular  duties  as  teach- 
er and  baseball  coach.)  The  football  team  again  won 
statewide  recognition  with  another  undefeated  season  cli- 
maxed once  more  by  an  easy  33-6  victory  over  our  arch 
rival  West  Springfield.  The  basketball  team  through  sheer 
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competitive  spirit  and  perseverance  attained  a tie  for  the 
“Valley  Wheel”  championship  and  played  in  the  finals  of 
the  State  College  tournament  for  the  second  consecutive 
year.  All  teams  upheld  the  traditions  established  in  previ- 
ous years — strong  in  competitive  spirit  and  evidencing  all- 
round good  sportsmanship,  which,  after  all,  are  the  funda- 
mentals of  good  citizenship.

REPORT  OF  THE 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  course  of  study  for  the  past  year  has  been  funda- 
mentally the  same  as  that  followed  previously.  By  the 
addition  of  new  projects  presenting  opportunities  for  the 
development  of  diverse  skills  however,  it  has  been  livened 
to  stimulate  further  interest.  One  important  innovation 
was  the  inauguration  of  a five-period  per  week  class  for 
senior  high  school  boys  who  were  interested  in  a more 
thorough  course  than  could  be  covered  in  the  regularly 
scheduled  two  periods.  The  class  has  been  a very  distinct 
success.  The  number  of  boys  desiring  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  offered  far  outnumbered  the  group  that 
the  department  was  able  to  accommodate.  In  consequence, 
the  personnel  was  chosen  on  merit,  with  greater  satisfac- 
tion to  each  individual.  I would  recommend  that  this  class 
be  a permanent  institution. 

The  work  of  the  Junior  High  School  classes  was  ar- 
ranged on  the  basis  of  the  so-called  “General  Shop”  pre- 
senting a program  of  diversified  activities  including  the 
various  household  chores  such  as  repairing  shades;  simple, 
practical  electrical  projects ; repacking  faucets ; sheet  metal 
construction ; woodwork  and  wood  finishing.  The  repair 
of  certain  school  furniture  has  offered  a live  opportunity 
for  instruction  along  this  line.  Teaching  of  mechanical 
drawing  has  been  particularly  stressed  in  all  classes.  The 
motive  behind  such  a policy  has  been  not  only  to  lay  a 
foundation  for  the  various  trades  involved,  but  also  to  aid 
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the  boy  in  developing  skills  which  would  enable  him  to 
successfully  make  minor  repairs  about  his  home,  or  to  help 
him  acquire  a hobby  which  would  make  profitable  use  of 
his  leisure  time  in  later  life. 

Expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  the  department  have 
been  kept  at  a minimum,  as  the  boys  pay  for  the  materials 
used  in  their  individual  projects,  and  the  construction  and 
repair  of  school  equipment  has  saved  considerable  expendi- 
ture.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 
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To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Agricultural  Department  has  made  some  progress 
during  the  past  year  in  keeping  with  the  great  expansion 
of  Vocational  Agricultural  Education  throughout  the  Coun- 
try. Mr.  J.  A.  Linke,  Chief,  Agricultural  Education  Ser- 
vice, U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  asserts  that  nothing  can 
render  a larger  service  to  rural  people  than  this  work,  and 
that  each  community  must  set  up  an  efficient  program  to 
accomplish  the  greatest  service  to  the  greatest  possible 
number. 

The  program  involves  the  threefold  service  of  all-day, 
part-time  and  evening  work  in  agricultural  education.  The 
all-day  work  comprises  efficient  training  for  farming  and 
country  life,  and  consists  of  so  coordinating  the  farming 
program  and  instruction  as  to  give  the  boy  real  training 
for  farm  life.  The  part-time  work  consists  not  only  of  a 
continuation  education  program  for  the  day  boy  after 
leaving  school,  but  should  reach  those  out  of  school  who 
have  had  no  agricultural  training  in  high  school.  Evening 
class  work  should  not  only  include  a follow  up  of  the  day 
and  part-time  group  after  they  are  established  in  farming, 
but  should  also  include  those  farmers  who  have  never  had 
the  advantage  of  agricultural  education.  In  Agawam  this 
program  is  followed  with  the  exception  of  evening  class 
work,  but  it  should  be  understood  that  this  service  is 
available.  I am  a member  of  the  American  Vocational 
Association  and  favor  the  complete  vocational  program. 
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The  increased  enrollment  in  agriculture  was  distri- 
buted as  follows — Eight  in  animal  husbandry ; twelve  in 
vegetable  gardening;  fourteen  in  poultry,  and  eleven  in 
fruit  culture.  Increasing  interest  in  local  agriculture  is 
noticeable  among  those  enrolled. 

Participation  in  State  agricultural  contests  has  been 
encouraged.  Clovis  Goyette,  William  Spear  and  Victor 
Ferrarini  excelled  in  vegetable  judging.  John  Rosati  won 
the  public  speaking  contest  among  agricultural  depart- 
ments in  the  Connecticut  Valley  District. 

All  available  moving  picture  films  from  the  U.S.D.A. 
are  shown  during  the  winter  and  the  public  is  invited.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Health 
Department  of  the  town  schools. 

Dr.  Wheeler’s  medical  inspection  found  the  follow- 
ing: number  of  children  examined,  1654;  having  no  defects, 
746;  enlarged  tonsils,  316;  defective  teeth,  639;  enlarged 
glands,  3^;  poor  nutrition,  177;  heart  disease,  21;  poor 
posture,  114. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  activities  of  the 
school  nurse  during  the  year:  home  visits,  464;  number  of 
children  weighed,  1242;  number  of  visits  to  schools,  603; 
health  inspections  and  first  aid,  1290;  number  of  pupils 
taken  to  physicians  and  oculist,  42;  arrangements  made 
at  hospitals  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  47 ; ar- 
rangements made  with  the  clinic  for  crippled  children  for 
one  child;  taken  to  Westfield  Sanatorium  for  X-ray,  one 
child;  taken  to  Monson  State  Hospital  for  examination, 
two. 


Infectious  diseases  reported  for  the  school  year : im- 
petigo, 26;  scabies,  eight;  pediculosis,  18;  mumps,  17; 
whooping  cough,  21;  scarlet  fever,  nine;  chicken  pox,  one. 

Dr.  J.  J.  Whitehead  conducted  Dental  Clinics  in  each 
of  the  elementary  schools  during  the  year.  All  of  the  pu- 
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pils  attending  these  clinics  were  examined,  and  upon  con- 
sent of  the  parents  treatment  was  given.  The  clinics  were 
very  successful  and  were  followed  by  decided  improve- 
ment in  dental  health. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Health  Department  a series 
of  typhoid  inoculations  were  given  in  March,  by  which  the 
children  of  the  flood  area  were  immunized.  May  15,  22  and 
29  found  us  with  the  Health  Department  again,  giving 
dipththeria  inoculations.  At  these  clinics  258  children  were 
immunized. 

A Vaccination  Clinic  was  held  on  June  24  for  children 
entering  school  the  following  September — 62  children  were 
vaccinated. 

During  the  summer  eight  children  were  taken  to  Camp 
Frederick  Edwards,  where  the  sunshine,  fresh  air,  and  reg- 
ular hours  brought  roses  to  their  cheeks  and  sparkle  to 
their  eyes. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  for  the  diagnosis  of  tubercular 
disease  in  the  children  of  the  7th,  9th  and  11th  grades  was 
held  November  6.  There  were  237  children  tuberculin 
tested — 30  reacted  to  the  test,  34  were  X-rayed.

The  department  endeavors  to  carry  on  this  work  of 
aiding  needy  persons — those  aged  or  ill,  requiring  complete 
support,  supplementing  the  earnings  where  there  is  an 
evident  lack  to  cover  needs,  visiting  homes — in  some  cases 
a family  will  be  contacted  many  times  during  the  year, 
and  to  administer  the  department  we  used  to  call  Mothers’ 
Aid,  and  now  known  as  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  as 
well  as  to  do  a great  deal  of  social  service  work,  that  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  saves  the  department  and  the  taxpayers 
a large  sum  each  year. 

In  administrating  aid,  we  have  four  complicated 
Federal  reports  each  month  on  which  the  correctness  and 
promptness  rests  with  the  amount  of  Federal  Grants  that 
are  returned  to  the  Town  to  be  used  for  aid.  Also  in- 
numerable State  reports  are  required  to  be  sent  in  during 
the  year. 

Our  Department  also  takes  applications  and  investi- 
gates the  needs  of  those  desiring  to  go  to  C.  C.  C.  and 
the  quota  allottment  is  being  sharply  cut  over  that  of 
previous  years. 

Wq  also  take  applications  for  W.  P.  A.  work  and 
certify  where  possible,  besides  other  duties  too  numerous 
to  mention. 

Our  case  load  of  January  1st,  1938  is  19%  higher  than 
that  of  a year  ago  and  seems  to  be  increasing. 
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In  closing  my  report,  repeat  my  invitation  of  previous 
years  to  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  to  visit  our  department 
to  discuss  any  case  which  they  believe  are  receiving  relief 
who  should  not  be,  or  of  any  case  of  relief  needed  that 
has  been  refused.

Gentlemen : 


In  submitting  our  report  for  1937  we  are  gratified  to 
report  that  we  have  been  able  to  place  life  and  accident 
insurance  upon  our  firemen  Although  this  item  increases 
our  budget  $300,  we  believe  the  money  well  spent,  as  it 
gives  protection  to  sixty  firemen. 


This  year  the  calls  have  increased  considerable  over 
the  past  year.  Many  of  these  calls  were  caused  by  care- 
lessness, and  mischievousness,  not  entirely  of  children.  We 
wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  for  the 
efficient  services  they  have  so  ably  rendered.  We  wish 
also  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of  the  West  Springfield 
Department,  for  their  timely  arrival  at  the  Borgatti  fire 
in  North  Agawam,  as  without  their  assistance  and  appara- 
tus, this  might  easily  have  been  a disastrous  fire. 


In  spite  of  the  large  number  of  calls,  we  are  pleased  to 
note  that  our  total  fire  losses  are  under  $10,000.  This  loss 
was  entirely  covered  by  insurance. 
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The  Department  answered  169  calls  divided  as  follows

DURING  1937 

Eighty-two  farmers  in  Agawam  were  enrolled  in  the 
1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.  Excellent  cooper- 
ation and  helpful  suggestions  have  been  made  by  several 
Agawam  citizens  to  the  Extension  Program  for  the  year. 
Ladino  pasture  demonstrations  have  been  conducted  on  the 
farms  of  Charles  W.  Brown,  Arthur  Taylor,  and  Louis 
Manos,  while  James  Cesan,  Louis  DePalma,  and  Andrew 
Chriscola  have  been  active  cooperators  in  vegetable  gar- 
dening projects. 

Thirty-six  local  leaders  carried  on  nine  different  Home 
Bureau  projects  with  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  persons 
during  the  year,  and  forty-nine  home  visits  made  by 
agents  of  the  League.  In  work  with  the  young  people 
of  Agawam,  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  members  were 
enrolled  in  eight  different  projects  conducted  by  nineteen 
leaders  who  held  forty-five  meetings. 

The  League’s  agents  made  231  farm  and  home  visits 
in  connection  with  the  4-H  Club  work.  There  were  several 
young  people  of  Agawam  who  received  outstanding  recog- 
nition during  the  year  and  represented  both  the  County 
and  the  State  as  champions  in  their  respective  Club  pro- 
jects. 


Local  Volunteer  Leaders 

The  Trustees  share  with  the  County  Agents  in  their 
appreciation  of  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  the  fifty-five  volunteer  leaders  of  Agawam 
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carried  out  the  program  of  Extension  Work  throughout 
the  year.  In  no  case  did  any  one  of  these  leaders  receive 
compensation  for  the  time  spent  in  conducting  classes, 
groups,  or  attending  various  meetings  in  connection  with 
their  work.  In  a few  cases,  actual  transportation  and  ex- 
penses were  paid  as  shown  by  the  financial  statement 
accompanying  this  report.  Every  dollar  appropriated  by 
the  Town  is  used  solely  to  defray  bare  travel  expenses  of 
these  leaders  or  to  procure  necessary  equipment  and  sup- 
plies for  their  work.  Not  a cent  is  used  by  the  League 
in  its  county-wide  activities,  and  any  unexpended  balance 
is  carried  over  to  the  credit  of  the  Town  for  the  succeed- 
ing year.  Authority  for  a Town  to  make  such  an  appro- 
priation is  in  accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chapter  128, 
Section  42.

The  Gypsy  Moth  Control  report  for  1937  is  as  follows: 

W'hile  the  W.  P.  A.  and  Town  crews  found  a larger 
number  of  egg  clusters,  it  was  due  in  some  degree  to  a 
longer  time  spent  in  scouting  all  known  infestations. 

The  Town  with  a slight  additional  appropriation  has 
done  quite  a bit  of  scouting  and  painting  of  areas  and 
clusters. 

While  North  Agawam  and  Agawam  Center  haven’t 
produced  heavy  infests  a few  have  been  found  and  taken 
care  of.  Feeding  Hills  still  produces  the  larger  infested 
areas. 

Of  the  total  number  of  egg  clusters  painted,  over  300 
were  found  in  the  new  State  Park.

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I have  sent  69  patients  to  the  hospital,  made  appoint- 
ments for  52  expectant  mothers  to  go  to  Wesson  and 
Mercy  Maternity  Hospitals,  61  patients  have  been  referred

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  a report  of  W.  P.  A.  projects  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1937  : 

Woodchopping 

The  W.P.A.  project  for  producing  cordwood  for  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  produced  148  cords  wood 
from  January  1st  to  March  7th  with  town  expenditures  of 
$66.85,  and  federal  labor  $856.44.  The  above  wood  was 
paid  for  by  the  Welfare  Department  at  $2.00  a cord. 

Tree  Trimming 

The  W.P.A.  Tree  Trimming  Project  cost  the  town 
$60.00  and  federal  labor  was  $1,436.56.  Many  poor  trees 
in  Feeding  Hills  were  either  removed  or  had  poor  limbs 
taken  out.  This  work  was  done  from  January  1st  to 
February  16th. 


North  Agawam  Sewers 

New  catch  basins  and  man  holes  were  built  in  North 
Agawam  from  March  8th  to  May  14th.  Town  cost  $1,467.01, 
federal  cost  $2,009.16.  These  new  catch  basins  were  con- 
structed to  prevent  sand  and  silt  from  going  into  the  sani- 
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tary  sewers  in  this  section;  also  being  placed  in  the  proper 
locations  for  full  width  hardened  roads,  when  these  streets 
are  resurfaced  in  the  future. 


Gypsy  Moth 

A Gypsy  Moth  Project  operated  from  January  1st  to 
May  7th  with  town  expenditures  of  $134.01 — federal  labor 
$2,609.85. 

Another  Gypsy  Moth  Project  was  operated  from 
November  29  to  December  31,  at  a town  cost  of  $140.65 — 
federal  labor  $753.14. 


Tree  Planting 

A Tree  Planting  Project  operated  from  March  29th 
to  May  7th,  with  town  expenditures  of  $1,022.80 — federal 
labor  $857.14.  343  new  trees  were  planted  and  about  400 
trees  transplanted. 

Poplar  Street  Drainage 

A drainage  system  about  3,200  feet  long  was  con- 
structed on  Poplar  Street  with  $5,896.70  federal  funds — 
town  cost  $4,454.34.  This  work  was  finished  July  1,  1937. 


Springfield  Street  Drainage 

A drainage  system  on  Springfield  Street  using  the 
same  outlet  as  the  Poplar  Street  drainage  system  was  fin- 
ished October  29,  1937.  This  system  extends  3000  feet 
easterly  to  Portland  Street  and  may  be  extended  in  the 
near  future  if  desired.  Federal  cost  $9,048.64 — town  cost 
$4,179.46. 

Maple  Street  Sidewalk 

A concrete  sidewalk  was  finished  September  3rd  on 
Maple  Street  about  315  feet  long;  running  from  Highland 
Avenue  to  the  easterly  end  of  the  North  Agawam  School 
property.  Federal  funds  $505.64.  Town  funds  $3,231.24. 
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Walnut  Street  Drainage 

The  large  surface  drainage  system  on  Walnut  Street 
between  Maple  and  River  Streets,  1,500  feet  long  was  com- 
pleted August  13,  1937.  The  surface  drainage  system  on 
High  Street  built  during  1936  now  empties  into  the  large 
Walnut  Street  Drainage  System.  Maple,  Ottawa,  and 
Cooley  Streets  now  have  a suitable  outlet  for  future  sur- 
face drainage  construction.  Federal  funds  $7,710.91 — town 
funds  $3,618.97.  The  above  system  was  finished  early 
enough  not  to  impede  the  continuance  of  Chapter  90  resur- 
facing of  Walnut  Street,  and  also  furnished  a suitable  out- 
let for  the  Chapter  90  drainage  system  on  Walnut  Street 
south  of  Maple  Street. 


Farm  to  Market  Roads 

A Farm  to  Market  Project  was  completed  August  12, 
1937.  North  Street  from  Springfield  Street  to  North  West- 
field  Street  was  widened,  gravelled  and  graded,  also  that 
portion  of  Barry  Street,  west  of  West  Street.  These  two 
roads  were  later  given  an  oiled  surface  which  makes  this 
road  much  more  satisfactory  for  automobile  traffic.  Mill 
Street  was  also  gravelled  during  1936-1937  by  this  project. 
Mill  Street  was  given  an  oiled  surface  such  as  North 
Street.  Federal  funds  $8,369.43.  Town  funds  $4,987.09. 
Federal  payment  of  trucks  for  this  type  of  project  was  dis- 
continued during  March.  All  trucks  used  after  that  date 
were  paid  for  by  town  funds.  The  above  roads  total  about 
5 miles. 


School  Painting 

A project  for  redecorating  the  interior  of  Agawam 
Schools  was  completed  September  15th;  very  much  im- 
proving walls,  floors,  and  ceilings  in  the  Agawam  High 
School,  Maple  Street  School,  Springfield  Street  School,  and 
Agawam  Center  School.  Federal  cost  was  $5,547.07 — town 
cost  $2,089.48. 
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Main  Street  and  River  Road  Sidewalks 

Two  sidewalks  were  completed  in  Agawam  on  River 
Road  and  Main  Street,  July  2nd.  Federal  expenditures  on 
these  during  1937  was  $2,928.71  for  labor  and  $150.00  for 
trucks.  Federal  material  figures  were  not  available  to  us. 
There  were  no  town  expenditures  on  this  work. 

South  Park  Terrace  Water 

A 6 inch  water  main  about  1,500  feet  long  was  in- 
stalled on  South  Park  Terrace  completed  November  26, 
1937.  3 hydrants  were  put  on  this  line  which  should  ma- 
terially lessen  fire  insurance  rates.  Federal  funds  on  this 
project  were  $1,795.85 — town  expenditures  $1,927.86. 

Sewing  Project 

The  Agawam  Sewing  Project  employed  an  average 
of  about  28  people  for  the  year.  Federal  expenditures 
were  $19,873.13,  for  labor  only;  town  expenditures  for  the 
year  were  $1,611.71.  A large  number  of  the  articles  pro- 
duced on  this  project  were  returned  to  the  town  and  dis- 
tributed through  the  commissary  to  W.P.A.  workers  and 
welfare  recipients. 


Reed  Street  Road 

Reed  Street  Road,  resurfaced  during  1936,  was  finished 
too  late  for  the  last  application  of  road  oil  during  that  year. 
During  1937  the  last  coat  of  oil  was  put  on  this  road  and 
covered  with  trap  stone,  making  a much  more  satisfactory 
surface  for  this  street  than  the  former  clay-gravel  surface. 
Town  cost  $821.83 — no  federal  expenditures. 

Recreation 

Two  projects  providing  outdoor  recreation  during  the 
summer  and  indoor  recreation  during  winter  months  oper- 
ated during  all  of  1937  employing  an  average  of  about  9 
people.  Federal  expenditures  $7,783.10 — town  funds  $438.34. 
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Assessors’  Maps 

A project  for  making  additions  to  and  rechecking  of 
previous  work  on  maps  for  assessing  purposes  operated 
during  all  of  1937.  Most  additions  have  been  made  and  a 
large  share  of  the  checking  has  been  completed.  This  pro- 
ject will  provide  work  for  10  people  till  about  March  25, 
1938.  Federal  expenditures  1937,  $8,884.28 — town  funds 
$671.15. 


Adams  Street  Drainage 

The  surface  drainage  system  on  Adams  Street  was 
constructed  to  a distance  of  about  1,700  feet  from  Main 
Street  up  to  December  31,  1937.  The  remainder  of  this 
work  should  be  completed  about  March  1st,  1938.  1937 

federal  funds  $8,165.73.  Town  funds  1937,  $3,094.93.

HIGHWAYS 

During  1937  Walnut  Street  was  resurfaced  as  a Chap- 
ter 90  Project,  the  cost  being  shared  by  State,  County,  and 
Town. 

This  street  is  .75  mile  long.  Drainage  on  this  street 
from  Maple  Street  to  River  Street  was  done  as  a W.P.A. 
Project.  This  work  if  done  as  Chapter  90  would  have  re- 
quired more  funds  from  County,  State,  and  Town.  Drain- 
age from  Maple  Street  South  was  done  with  Chapter  90 
funds,  using  the  same  outlet  as  the  W.P.A.  Drainage  Pro- 
ject. 

Shoemaker  Lane  and  South  Street  were  repaired  with 
Chapter  90  Maintenance  funds,  costing  the  town  $600.00 
of  a total  cost  of  $2,400.00.  These  two  streets  combined 
are  about  3.70  miles  long. 

The  equipment  appropriations  for  this  year  made  pos- 
sible the  purchase  of  the  new  Caterpillar  Auto  Patrol,  a 
new  Chevrolet  dump  truck  and  a Chevrolet  pickup  truck. 
The  new  Caterpillar  Patrol  has  made  it  possible  to  more 
properly  and  quickly  scrape  the  gravel  roads  in  town.  This 
patrol  was  also  used  for  reshaping  work  on  new  oiling  and 
on  the  Walnut  Street  Chapter  90  construction  work. 


Ash  Collection 

During  the  spring  ashes  were  collected  and  it  is  hoped 
that  with  a slight  additional  appropriation  this  work  may 
be  done  in  the  spring  and  fall  during  1938. 


Town  Dump 

A town  dump  was  established  on  Garden  Street  dur- 
ing 1937.  This  can  be  maintained  during  1938  with  a very 
small  appropriation. 
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Springfield  Street  and  Southwick  Street 

These  streets  were  not  accepted  by  the  State  Highway 
Department,  and  will  not  be  accepted  during  1938.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  taken  care  of  during  1939  and  in- 
cluded in  the  State  Highway  Department  appropriation. 

$2,500.00  of  $5,000.00  for  maintenance  has  been  granted 
by  the  State  for  Springfield  Street  which  will  permit  the 
oiling  of  the  shoulders  of  this  18  foot  wide  road  to  a width 
of  30  feet,  provided  the  Town  and  County  each  appropriate 
$1,250.00 

Machinery  Rental 

A machinery  rental  account  was  established  during 
1937  and  an  appropriation  of  $100.00  was  made  for  this 
purpose.  Rentals  of  town  machinery  on  Chapter  90  work 
amounted  to  $901.88.  Without  this  account  the  town  could 
not  collect  for  the  use  of  machinery  on  Chapter  90  con- 
struction work. 


Suffield  Street 

$10,000  of  a total  cost  of  $20,000  has  been  approved 
for  Chapter  90  extension  of  resurfacing  of  about  2/3  mile 
of  Suffield  Street,  provided  that  the  Town  and  County  each 
appropriate  $5,000.00  during  1938.

I submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Agawam  for  the  period  from 
November  18,  1934  to  September  2,  1937,  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 
This  is  in  the  form  of  a report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman 
B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 


In  accordance  with  your  directions  I have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Agawam 
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for  the  period  from  November  18,  1934,  the  date  of  the 
previous  examination,  to  September  2,  1937,  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  in  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  collecting  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined, checked,  and  verified. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  board  of  Select- 
men were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  granted,  and 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified.  The  surety 
bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  individuals  to  whom  liquor 
licenses  were  granted,  were  examined  and  checked  with 
the  record  of  licenses  issued. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  bookkeeper’s  depart- 
ment were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  col- 
lection and  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book.  The  payments 
as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants 
and  the  treasurer’s  records. 

It  was  noted  that  numerous  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  amounts  entered  on  the  treasury  warrants,  and  it 
was  necessary  to  verify  the  addition  of  all  warrants  drawn 
during  the  period  covered  by  the  audit.  Greater  care 
should  be  exercised  in  the  preparation  of  the  warrants  and 
any  necessary  corrections  should  be  plainly  indicated  in 
order  to  insure  the  accuracy  of  the  payments  made  by  the 
treasurer. 

The  appropriations,  transfers,  and  loan  orders  voted 
by  the  town  were  listed  from  the  town  clerk’s  record  of 
town  meetings  and  were  checked  with  the  appropriation 
ledger  accounts.  A comparison  with  the  aggregate 
amounts  chargeable  against  each  appropriation  showed 
that  several  accounts  had  been  overdrawn,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  necessary  ad- 
justments resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  a trial 
balance  was  taken  off,  and  a balance  sheet,  which  is  ap- 
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pended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  on  September  2,  1937. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  collect- 
ing money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the 
payments  were  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  ap- 
proved by  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  dis- 
burse town  funds  and  with  the  bookkeeper’s  ledger. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  for  the  period  covered  by 
the  audit  and  the  cash  balance  September  2,  1937,  was 
proved  by  a reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  state- 
ments received  from  the  banks  of  deposits  and  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  oflfice. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  can- 
celled securities  on  file. 

In  checking  the  treasurer’s  accounts,  the  treasurer  was 
charged  with  the  following  amounts  collected  but  not  en- 
tered as  receipts  on  his  cash  book: 


County  Aid  to  highways,  $ 300.08 

Dog  licenses,  455.60 

Selectmen’s  licenses,  2.00 

Road  machinery  earnings,  3.38 

Tax  title  redemptions,  35.90 

Sale  of  tax  possessions,  205.00 


$1,001.96 

The  final  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash  as  of 
September  2,  1937,  showed  that  the  amount  of  cash  in  the 
banks  and  office  was  $53.36  less  than  the  corrected  cash 
book  balance  on  the  same  date. 

In  1935  a special  highway  construction  program  was 
carried  out  in  cooperation  with  State,  County,  and  Agawam 
Breeders  and  Racing  Association,  but  there  was  no  cash 
book  record  kept  of  the  financial  transactions  in  connection 
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therewith.  The  receipts  from  the  several  sources  were  veri- 
fied and  checked  with  the  deposits  in  the  separate  check- 
ing account.  The  payments  were  checked  with  pay-rolls, 
material  sheets,  and  vouchers  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  with  the  cancelled  checks 
on  file.  The  cash  balance  September  2,  1937,  was  proved  by 
a reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  re- 
ceived from  the  bank  of  deposit.  The  cash  balance  Sep- 
tember 2,  1937,  was  set  up  on  the  bookkeeper’s  ledger. 

The  tax  titles,  representing  liens  on  real  estate  held 
by  the  town  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes,  were  examined. 
The  tax  title  register  was  analyzed  and  checked  with  the 
collector’s  and  the  treasurer’s  accounts  and  with  the 
records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  outstanding  at 
the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were  audited,  and 
proved,  and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists  of  taxes  were 
added  and  reconciled  with  the  assessors’  warrants.  The  re- 
corded collections  were  checked  with  the  commitment  lists, 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  a comparison 
with  the  treasurer’s  record  of  receipts,  the  abatements  were 
compared  with  the  assessors’  record  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with 
the  bookkeeper’s  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  re- 
plies received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  collector’s  cash  balance  September  2,  1937,  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

In  checking  the  collector’s  accounts  it  was  noted  that 
a great  many  changes  in  the  records  had  been  made  by  the 
collector  to  correct  errors  in  entering  collections,  reporting 
tax  titles,  etc. 

The  additional  time  needed  to  verify  and  correct  these 
adjustments  and  prove  the  collector’s  accounts  added  mate- 
rially to  the  cost  of  the  audit. 
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The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  clerk  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  receipts  from  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  issued, 
the  payments  to  the  State  and  town  treasurers  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  cash  on  hand  September  2,  1937,  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  clerk,  treasurer,  and 
tax  collector  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  computation  of  the  tax  rates  by  the  assessors 
for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit  was  checked,  and  it 
was  noted  that  the  amount  raised  by  taxation  in  1936  was 
$1,072  in  excess  of  the  requirements  for  that  year,  apparent- 
ly due  to  the  fact  that  the  town  clerk,  in  reporting  the 
appropriations  voted  by  the  town,  did  not  clearly  specify 
that  two  appropriations  in  the  above  amount  were  to  be 
provided  for  by  transfer  from  available  funds.  Attention 
in  this  connection  is  called  to  Section  15A,  Chapter  41, 
General  Laws,  which  provides  that  town  clerk’s  shall,  as 
soon  as  a vote  appropriating  money  becomes  effective,  cer- 
tify to  the  assessors  each  appropriation  in  detail  and  the 
provision  made  for  meeting  the  same. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined.  The  receipts  were  checked  with  the  record 
of  work  done  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  veri- 
fied. The  examination  of  the  sealer’s  accounts  shows  that 
there  was  $69.62  due  from  him  on  October  8,  1937. 

The  receipts  from  the  rents  of  town  buildings  were 
checked  with  the  record  of  rentals,  and  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  health,  sewer, 
public  welfare,  soldiers’  relief,  old  age  assistance,  and 
school  departments  were  examined.  The  charges  were 
listed,  the  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer’s  record  of  receipts,  the  abatements  and  disallow- 
ances were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  bookkeeper’s  ledger. 

The  school  department  record  of  collections  for  rentals 
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and  miscellaneous  charges  were  checked,  and  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  receipts  for  the  sale  of  manual  training  projects 
were  checked  with  the  record  of  collections,  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  librarian’s  records  of  receipts  from  fines,  etc.,  were 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  and 
the  cash  on  hand  was  counted. 

The  accounts  of  the  water  department  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  charges  were  compared  with 
the  commitments  reported  to  the  bookkeeper,  the  collec- 
tions were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
the  abatements  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  bookkeeper’s 
ledger. 

The  outstanding  departmental  accounts  receivable,  in- 
cluding the  water  accounts,  were  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  re- 
plies received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

In  checking  the  accounts  receivable,  it  was  noted  that 
a number  of  the  outstanding  accounts,  particularly  for  side- 
walk assessments  and  sewer  and  water  entrances  are  of 
several  years’  standing,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a deter- 
mined efifort  be  made  to  secure  a prompt  settlement  of 
these  accounts. 

The  securities,  including  the  savings  bank  books,  rep- 
resenting the  investment  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  in- 
come was  proved  and  the  withdrawals  from  the  funds  were 
verified. 

The  Davis  Library  Fund  in  the  custody  of  a trustee 
was  examined.  The  securities  were  examined  and  listed, 
the  income  was  proved  and  the  expenditures  and  payments 
to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  accounts,  to- 
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gether  with  tables  showing  the  transactions  and  condition 
of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
received  from  all  town  officials  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I wish  to  express  appreciation.

School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Agawam : 

Time  marches  relentlessly  on,  and  once  again  it  be- 
comes necessary  for  us,  as  a committee,  to  prepare  our 
annual  report.  As  we  take  our  editorial  pen  in  hand  two 
questions  flash  into  our  miinds.  Shall  we  continue  this 
time-honored  custom  as  usual  ? And  if  we  do,  how  many 
of  our  taxpayers  will  read  our  report  after  it  is  published? 

The  year  1937  showed  a steady,  but  not  a spectacular 
advance  along  all  lines  in  our  educational  setup.  Economy 
was,  as  usual,  our  watchword,  and  we  take  great  pride  in 
recording,  during  the  past  few  years,  so  many  worthwhile 
economies  in  the  administration  of  the  Agawam  Schools. 
Last  year,  as  you  may  remember,  the  generosity  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  plus  that  of  our  voters,  enabled  us  to 
return  to  our  teachers  and  janitors  another  substantial  part 
of  their  previous  wage  cuts.  At  that  time  financial  and 
industrial  conditions  seemed  apparently  much  improved, 
but  at  the  present  writing  government  reports  from  numer- 
ous industrial  centers  show  a large  increase  over  last 
month  in  the  number  of  those  on  relief.  Of  course,  only  a 
small  part  of  that  pay  restoration  came  out  of  last  year’s 
budget,  so  in  consequence  thereof  we  must  have  a some- 
what larger  budget  for  1938  in  order  to  meet  all  expenses. 

We  have  spoken  several  times  about  the  need  of  more 
adequate  fire  insurance  protection  on  our  town  buildings. 
We  are  still  strongly  in  favor  of  the  blanket  policy  idea, 
which  would  provide  us  with  ample  coverage  with  a cer-

tain  fixed  yearly  premium.  Many  of  the  surrounding  towns 
have  adopted  such  a plan  and  we  can  see  no  reason  why 
it  would  not  be  efficient  and  practical  for  Agawam. 

\\dien  school  opened  in  September  we  made  plans  to 
renew  war  on  our  truants  by  putting  our  truant  officer 
back  on  the  job.  The  results  obtained  have  been  very 
gratifying,  as  our  attendance  records  will  show.  Certain 
chronic  offenders  have  been  checked  up  and  regularity  of 
attendance  has  been  in  evidence  in  every  school. 

Many  of  our  towns  and  cities  are  at  this  time  making 
more  adequate  provision  for  school  playgrounds  and  school 
athletic  fields.  Agawam  has  for  several  years  been  try- 
ing to  secure  additional  land  adjacent  to  our  High  School 
property  for  those  improvements.  However,  there  seems 
to  be  no  immediate  chance  of  anything  being  done  along 
that  line,  even  though  the  need  for  such  expansion  becomes 
more  pressing  every  year. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  a committee  was 
appointed  to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  school 
accommodations  at  Agawam  Center.  This  committee  re- 
ported at  the  special  meeting  held  in  May  and  were  unan- 
imously in  favor  of  securing  improved  conditions  at  that 
school.  At  that  meeting  another  investigating  committee 
was  appointed  with  instructions  to  make  recommendations, 
submit  tentative  plans,  and  furnish  approximate  costs  of 
the  same  at  the  annual  meeting  in  February,  1938.  In 
last  year’s  report  we  spoke  at  length  concerning  the  situa- 
tion at  Agawam  Center,  and  we  feel  that  the  need  of  im- 
mediate action  there  is  even  more  imperative  than  it  was  a 
year  ago.  The  toilet  setup  there  is  very  unsanitary  as  well 
as  entirely  inadequate.  The  lunchroom  lacks  proper  light- 
ing and  is  in  too  close  proximity  to  the  toilets.  We  have 
there  at  present  only  one  boiler  in  working  order,  and  in 
any  event,  we  must  provide  for  another  one  for  use  in 
an  emergency  or  in  unusually  severe  weather.  Several  of 
the  school  rooms  there,  now  in  use,  are  poorly  lighted  and 
it  is  necessary  to  use  electric  light  very  freely.  The  most 
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acceptable  plan  would  be  to  erect  an  entirely  new  school 
building  capable  of  caring  for  the  needs  of  Agawam  Center 
for  many  years  to  come.  Much  thought  must  be  given  to 
the  situation  there  in  order  that  some  form  of  relief  from 
the  present  conditions  may  be  offered  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment.  When  real  estate  begins  to  boom  again, 
Agawam  must  be  ready  to  provide  school  accommodations 
for  many  new  families.  As  Springfield  grows,  the  Agawam 
part  of  our  town  will,  in  the  future,  provide  the  most  con- 
venient and  the  most  logical  site  for  such  expansion.  Let’s 
be  ready  for  such  an  influx  of  home  seekers  by  providing 
adequate  and  modern,  up-to-date  school  accommodations 
at  Agawam  Center. 

Your  committee  are  truly  grateful  for  the  loyal  sup- 
port accorded  them  during  the  year  1937  and  we  hope  we 
may  merit  a continuance  of  the  same  for  1938.

REPORT  OF  THE 


Superintendent  of  SchooJs 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Agawam: 

I hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

My  report  will  present  this  year  the  following  main 
topics : School  Organization  in  Agawam,  Buildings  and 
Equipment,  Enrollments,  Teacher’s  Load  and  Pupil  Costs. 

SCHOOL  ORGANIZATION 

There  are  two  main  di\dsions  in  the  setup  of  the  Aga- 
wam public  schools — the  Elementary,  comprising  Grades 
1-6;  the  Secondary,  composed  of  Grades  7-12.  Not  all 
towns  and  cities  have  such  an  organization.  In  some 
localities  there  are  S'  grades  in  the  elementary  school  and 
4 grades  in  the  high  school.  In  other  places,  we  find  6 
grades  in  the  elementary  school,  3 grades  in  the  junior 
high  school,  and  3 grades  in  the  senior  high  school.  Many 
educational  investigators  have  gone  on  record  as  favoring 
the  6-year  elementary  school  and  the  6-year  junior-senior 
high  school.  The  Strayer  surveys  made  by  Columbia  Uni- 
versity present  such  a setup  for  the  public  schools  as  be- 
ing the  most  efficient,  from  the  standpoint  of  economy  and 
educational  opportunity.  In  Agawam,  this  organization 
merits  the  following  comments. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS,  GRADES  1-6 

There  are  six  grades  in  each  elementary  school  in  Aga- 
wam, and  one  ungraded  class  called  the  opportunity  class, 
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located  in  the  North  Agawam  school.  This  class  enrolls 
pupils  from  all  of  the  elementary  schools. 

In  these  schools  all  of  the  pupils  between  the  ages  of 
6 and  12  are  brought  together  in  one  building.  At  the 
present  time  there  is  no  overcrowding  in  any  room,  and  in 
a majority  of  the  rooms  there  are  no  boys  and  girls  too 
old  for  their  grades.  We  have,  therefore,  very  few  cases 
where  children  are  socially  ill-adapted  to  their  grade.  This 
is  a very  favorable  situation.  Again,  there  are  very  few 
cases  in  the  grades  where  children  are  mentally  unable  tO’ 
do  the  work  of  the  grade.  This  means  that  Agawam 
should  have  very  few  cases  of  retardation  this  year — a 
highly  desirable  consideration. 

In  some  of  our  elementary  schools  a large  proportion 
of  the  pupils  are  transported.  Their  needs,  comforts,  and 
protection  in  this  important  service  are  under  the  im- 
mediate care  of  Louis  DePalma,  who  devotes  extraordinary 
attention  to  this  work  and  therefore  our  pupils  are  regular 
in  attendance. 

It  is  the  spirit  of  the  school  that  counts.  Securing 
regular  attendance  of  pupils,  and  placing  them  in  groups 
where  they  are  socially  adapted,  and  creating  a situation  in 
which  they  can  make  progress  in  their  studies  are  three 
of  the  greatest  factors  in  building  a proper  school  spirit. 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  such  a spirit  exists  in  our  ele- 
mentary schools. 


JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL,  GRADES  7-12 

There  are  more  than  three  hundred  pupils  in  the  first 
two  grades  of  our  six-year  high  school.  This  is  a group 
of  sufficient  size  to  enable  the  town  to  offer  a superior  type 
of  education  to  adolescent  boys  and  girls.  Manual  Train- 
ing, Domestic  Science,  and  Physical  Training  are  available 
to  all  pupils.  Clubs  in  such  fields  as  Current  Events, 
Birds,  Athletics,  etc.,  arouse  their  interests  and  increase 
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their  enjoyment  of  school.  They  are  present  at  and  share 
in  all  of  the  school  assemblies.  They  meet,  on  the  average, 
six  different  teachers  each  day — teachers  who  are  vitally 
concerned  for  their  advancement  and  welfare.  There  is  no 
severe  break  in  their  educational  career  in  this  high  school 
setup.  When  the  time  comes  for  these  pupils  to  enter 
the  third  year  of  their  secondary  education,  they  are  not 
forced  to  make  the  adjustments  demanded  by  the  tradi- 
tional four-year  high  school.  They  know  all  the  lines  of 
approach,  all  of  the  procedures.  They  can  set  out  in  full 
sail  and  go  places  if  they  so  will.  The  records  show  that 
many  of  our  pupils  have  so  willed.  Some  of  them  enter 
the  College  Preparatory  Course.  The  number  in  this  field 
is  not  very  large,  since  many  cannot  go  to  college.  Our 
College  Preparatory  Course  is  in  the  hands  of  capable  and 
experienced  teachers,  who  take  pride  in  their  work  and 
in  the  success  of  their  pupils.  A graduate  of  the  Agawam 
High  School,  with  certificate  grades,  can  gain  entrance  to 
and  do  satisfactory  work  in  any  worthwhile  college  in  our 
country.  At  present  Agawam  is  represented  in  many  of 
our  colleges  and  universities. 

Many  pupils  enter  the  Commercial  Course.  The  Com- 
mercial Course  of  the  Agawam  High  has  never,  in  all 
of  its  history,  been  the  dumping  ground  for  the  rest  of 
the  school.  It  is  a real  vocational  course  and  is  selected 
by  many  of  our  most  brilliant  students.  This  course  is 
not  designed  to  prepare  pupils  for  admission  to  some  busi- 
ness college,  but  does  aim  to  make  it  possible  for  its  gradu- 
ates to  take  positions  at  once  in  offices  and  business  insti- 
tutions. The  teachers  in  this  course  are  experts  and  they 
endeavor  to  make  experts  of  the  pupils  in  their  charge. 
The  work  is  carried  on  in  a businesslike  manner;  careful 
attention  is  given  at  all  times  to  the  necessary  finesse  and 
detail  so  essential  in  business  training. 

Other  pupils  are  found  in  the  Agricultural  Course. 
Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Moseley  this  course  has  proved 
very  helpful  to  those  boys  who  are  interested  in  agricul- 
tural pursuits.  This  course  is  the  youngest  of  all  the 
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courses  offered  in  our  school,  but  it  is  one  of  great  import- 
ance. This  importance  is  enhanced  by  the  splendid  rec- 
ord made  by  the  boys  who  have  been  and  are  enrolled 
therein.  The  equipment  of  the  school  is  excellent  and  the 
instruction  is  practical. 

There  is  need  for  a course  in  Household  Arts  for  the 
girls.  Such  a course  would  parallel  the  Agricultural  Course 
for  boys.  The  funds  for  this  course  would  be  furnished 
for  the  most  part  by  our  State  and  Federal  governments. 
Our  present  equipment  in  sewing  and  cooking  is  sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  such  a course.  Since  this  course  will  serve 
to  meet  a valid  need,  and  inasmuch  as  we  could  establish 
and  maintain  such  a course  by  using  available  State  and 
Federal  funds,  I recommend  that  this  course  be  set  up 
in  the  High  School. 


OPPORTUNITY  CLASSES 

This  survey  of  our  6-6  Grade  system,  as  it  works  out 
in  Agawam,  would  not  be  complete  without  bringing  our 
Opportunity  Classes  into  the  picture.  The  Elementary 
Opportunity  Class  is  located  in  the  North  Agawam  School, 
and  enrolls  pupils  who  for  various  reasons  have  been  re- 
tarded three  or  more  years  and  have  not  as  yet  reached 
the  high  school  age.  The  Junior  High  School  Class  is  in 
the  Junior-Senior  High  School  building  and  enrolls  re- 
tarded pupils  of  high  school  age.  These  classes  are  prop- 
erly termed  Opportunity  Classes,  for  there  are  two  very 
important  opportunities  open  to  such  pupils.  In  the  first 
place,  they  are  classified  into  groups  where  there  are  pu- 
pils of  equal  age  and  growth.  This  makes  it  possible  for 
them  to  make  the  proper  social  adjustments  in  their  school 
life.  Again,  they  are  in  groups  of  equal  mental  ability  and 
their  instruction  is  within  their  mental  grasp.  They  can 
now  have  the  encouragement  that  comes  from  succeed- 
ing in  their  work  . The  pupils  of  the  Elementary  Class  are 
promoted  to  the  High  School  Class,  and  whenever  it  is 
possible,  pupils  are  promoted  to  the  regular  grades.  Such 
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was  the  case  with  four  pupils  last  June,  when  they  were 
advanced  to  the  seventh  grade  from  the  Junior  High  Op- 
portunity Class. 


BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 


In  my  last  two  reports  I have  written  in  regard  to  the 
need  of  new  elementary  schools  in  Agawam.  It  is  now 
apparent  that  the  housing  conditions  at  Agawam  Center 
are  of  such  a nature  that  immediate  steps  must  be  taken 
to  remedy  the  situation.  The  old  buildings  have  served 
well  their  day  and  generation.  Today,  they  are  not  only 
worn-out  but  they  are  out-moded,  and  altogether  inade- 
quate to  accommodate  the  enrollment  in  that  part  of  the 
town.  These  buildings  have  very  little  to  recommend  for 
their  continuance,  they  admit  no  possibility  of  enlargement 
by  additions.  Any  attempt  to  make  use  of  parts  of  the 
main  building,  in  conjunction  with  a six-room  appendix 
erected  in  back  of  the  school,  will  cost  almost  as  much  as 
a modern,  up-to-date,  ten-room  building,  and  still  leave 
the  town  with  an  uninviting  school  appearance.  It  may 
be  argued  that  the  outside  appearance  does  not  count,  but 
that  the  inside  of  the  building  and  what  goes  on  therein 
is  of  the  utmost  importance.  It  must  be  stated,  however, 
that  there  are  no  parts  of  the  old  building  which  can  be 
salvaged,  and  at  the  same  time  do  justice  to  the  pupils 
who  are  to  attend  the  school.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
impossibility  to  have  proper  heat,  fire  protection,  ventila- 
tion, sanitation,  and  vision  in  the  old  building.  To  be 
sure,  an  approximation  toward  some  betterment  in  these 
directions  could  be  made,  but  only  at  a prohibitory  cost. 
Agawam  should  not  wish  for  an  approximation,  which 
later  may  prove  inadequate.  There  could  be  no  better  in- 
vestment for  Agawam  than  an  entire  new  building,  as  par- 
ents like  to  live  in  a town  where  there  are  good  roads  and 
good  schools.  I recommend  a new  building  for  Agawam 
Center,  because  I am  firm  in  the  belief  that  the  larger  ex- 
pense now  will,  from  the  viewpoint  of  years  to  come,  prove 
to  be  sound  economy.

tion. The  following  comments  are  pertinent. 
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AVERAGE  MEMBERSHIP 


There  are  more  pupils  in  Agawam  today  than  was  the 
case  in  1928,  a decade  ago,  the  exact  difference  being  73 
pupils.  Reference  to  Table  II  will  show  that  the  average 
membership  of  most  towns  and  cities  in  this  vicinity  has 
decreased  remarkedly.  Only  two  localities  outside  of  Aga- 
wam show  an  increase  over  the  ten-year  period;  namely, 
Ludlow  with  an  increase  of  17,  and  Springfield  with  an 
increase  of  737.  Our  membership  in  1937  is  approximately 
the  same  as  our  membership  in  1930.  There  was  a steady 
increase  from  1930  until  1933.  This  was  due  to  the  great 
influx  of  high  school  pupils  because  of  the  depression. 
From  1933  until  1937  there  was  a gradual  decline  in  mem- 
bership. The  cause  of  this  decrease  is  the  smaller  enroll- 
ments in  the  elementary  schools — the  aftermath  of  the 
depression.  It  is  significant,  however,  that  the  decrease 
in  the  elementary  schools  has  been  chiefly  in  the  Plains 
section  and  North  Agawam.  Agawam  Center  has  lost  the 
least  of  all  of  the  different  sections  of  the  town.  A new 
building  in  Agawam  Center  will  undoubtedly  increase  our 
enrollment  in  the  elementary  schools. 


NUMBER  OF  TEACHERS 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  teachers  from  1928  to 
1930  came  at  the  time  when  we  were  making  the  transition 
from  the  8-4  plan  of  organization  to  the  6-6  plan.  The 
number  of  pupils  was  also  increasing.  From  that  time 
on  until  1937  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
teachers,  until  we  find  that  in  1937,  with  an  enrollment  of 
1631,  we  have  58  teachers.  In  1930,  with  approximately 
the  same  enrollment  we  employed  64  teachers.  During  the 
period  of  our  greatest  enrollments,  our  number  of  teachers 
was  decreasing.  This  brings  us  to  the  point  of  Teacher’s 
Load. 

TEACHER’S  LOAD 

There  are  no  definite  standards  in  respect  to  the  size 
of  the  teacher’s  load.  It  is  probable  that  any  classroom 
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enrolling  more  than  35  pupils  gives  the  teacher  too  great 
load,  and  that  a classroom  with  less  than  20  pupils  might 
be  considered  too  small  a load.  The  size  of  the  load  de- 
pends very  much  upon  the  teacher  and  the  graduation  of 
the  pupils.  Whether  the  number  of  pupils  is  small  or 
great,  the  possibilities  of  the  teacher’s  job  are  inexhausti- 
ble. At  any  rate,  when  the  average  teacher’s  load  in  any 
town  is  28,  it  means  that  many  of  the  classrooms  enroll 
more  than  35  pupils.  Table  II  gives  the  teacher’s  load  for 
the  various  towns  and  cities  adjacent  to  Agawam.  It  will 
be  seen  at  a glance  that  only  two  towns  have  an  average 
teaching  load  as  great  as  is  the  case  in  Agawam,  namely, 
Ludlow  and  Palmer.  In  several  localities  the  load  is  con- 
siderably less. 

COST  PER  PUPIL  IN  AVERAGE  MEMBERSHIP 

Table  I shows  the  cost  per  pupil  in  average  member- 
ship for  each  year  over  the  ten-year  period.  The  costs  per 
pupil  dropped  perceptibly  in  1933,  the  year  when  the  effects 
of  the  first  ten  per  cent  cut  were  in  full  force.  In  1934 
there  was  again  a great  decline  in  per  pupil  costs,  due  to 
the  second  ten  per  cent  cut.  In  1936  there  was  upturn  in 
the  costs,  due  to  a five  per  cent  restoration  which  was  in 
effect  for  part  of  the  year.  In  1937  the  costs  continued  on 
the  upward  trend,  as  in  that  year  there  was  a full  year  of 
the  restoration  influence. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  present  costs  in  Aga- 
wam with  the  costs  of  other  towns  and  cities  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1937.  This  can  be  done  by  consulting 
Table  11.  Here  we  find  that  only  one  town  had  lower 
costs  than  Agawam,  namely,  Easthampton.  On  the  con- 
trary, we  find  that  most  towns  and  cities  spent  very  much 
more  per  pupil  than  was  the  case  in  Agawam. 

RANK  IN  GROUP  H TOWNS 

There  are  83  towns  in  group  H.  This  group  is  made 
up  of  towns  of  5,000  population  and  over.  These  towns 
are  ranked  by  the  State  according  to  their  per  pupil  costs. 
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The  town  expending  the  most  per  pupil  is  ranked  first, 
the  town  spending  the  least  is  ranked  last.  Before  the 
depression  Agawam  was  ranked  in  this  respect  at  about 
the  median,  that  is  42.  But  during  the  depression  our 
rank  has  been  considerably  below  the  median,  at  present 
it  is  58.  When  the  next  State  report  is  issued  Agawam 
will  be  back  again  to  the  median,  since  at  that  time  a 
full  year  of  the  influence  of  the  ten  per  cent  restoration  will 
be  operative.  Our  low  rank  in  per  pupil  costs  is  influenced 
in  some  measure  by  the  fact  that  most  of  the  towns  in 
Table  II  have  given  full  restoration  of  salaries.  In  Aga- 
wam, the  four  per  cent  reduction  is  operative  in  the  case 
of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  teachers’,  the  Elementary 
School  principals’,  and  the  janitors’  salaries. 

For  Agawam,  it  should  be  stated  that  no  features  of 
the  educational  program  have  been  slighted.  Economy  has 
not  been  practised  at  the  expense  of  efficiency.  With  our 
6-6  organization  we  are  able  to  offer  an  exceptional  oppor- 
tunity to  our  pupils  at  a moderate  cost. 

CONCLUSION 

In  this  report  I have  emphasized  the  value  of  the  6-6 
school  organization.  Its  success  has  been  achieved  for 
the  most  part,  because  the  principals,  teachers  and  super- 
visors are  of  that  quality  which  makes  the  schools  worth- 
while to  the  pupils.  The  cooperation  of  the  parents  and 
school  committee  has  been  very  helpful  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  course  of  study  pursued  in  the  cooking  classes 
for  the  past  year  has  been  much  the  same  as  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  It  has  been  said,  “The  proof  is  in  the  eating,” 
and  surely  this  statement  means  a great  deal.  However, 
the  method  used  to  obtain  results  should  have  some  con- 
sideration, and  therefore  the  accuracy  and  cleanliness  in- 
volved in  preparing  foods  for  the  table  are  important 
factors. 


Naturally,  in  this  department  thoughts  are  turned  to- 
ward activities  related  to  the  home  other  than  the  study 
of  foods.  Since  the  class  meets  only  once  a week  for  a 
short  period  it  is  impossible  to  do  a great  deal,  but  every 
opportunity  to  demonstrate  and  put  in  practise  methods  of 
cleaning  and  housekeeping  in  general  is  grasped.  Each 
girl  has  a chance  to  act  as  housekeeper  two  or  three  times 
a year. 

After  completing  the  work  given  in  this  course,  the 
girls  should  be  able  to  prepare  the  common  foods  used  for 
each  of  the  three  daily  meals.  They  should  also  have  some 
knowledge  of  what  these  foods  do  for  their  bodies  and 
what  it  means  to  have  balanced  meals.  Lessons  concern- 
ing Table  Setting,  Serving  and  Table  Etiquette  have  also 
been  presented  to  the  classes.  These  lessons  apparently 
aroused  considerable  interest  among  the  girls.  The  annual 
cooking  exhibit  was  held  in  June. 
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In  the  Sewing  Department,  the  first  girls  to  receive 
instruction  were  those  from  the  seventh  grades.  During 
the  first  part  of  the  year  these  girls  were  taught  the  com- 
mon stitches  used  in  hand  sewing.  After  applying  these 
stitches  to  a dish  towel  and  stove  holder,  instruction  was 
started  in  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine.  Cooking  aprons 
were  then  cut  out  and  sewed  together  by  machine. 

The  course  given  to  Senior  High  School  classes  is  much 
more  intricate.  During  the  first  part  of  their  work  problems 
are  involved  which  are  essential  in  helping  each  student  to 
plan  and  make  her  own  costume.  An  advanced  class  made 
up  of  juniors  and  seniors  who  had  completed  three  years 
of  sewing  spent  some  time  studying  such  topics  as  Good 
Grooming,  Care  of  Clothes,  Shopping  Wisely,  Home-made 
Clothes  versus  Ready-made  Clothes,  and  others.  They  then 
made  a basic  dress  with  different  accessories.  The  cost 
of  every  dress  was  estimated  by  each  girl  who  exhibited 
one  in  June.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This  is  my  eleventh  annual  report  on  the  Agawam 
Junior-Senior  High  School: 

GENERAL  COMMENT 

Since  the  early  days  of  secondary  education  when  the 
objectives  were  purely  academic  and  highly  restricted,  the 
high  school  has  gradually  assumed,  or  had  thrust  upon  it, 
more  and  more  responsibility  in  the  complex  task  of  pro- 
ducing successive  generations  of  well  orientated,  effective 
citizens  in  a rapidly  changing  world.  At  the  present  time 
the  functions  of  secondary  education  seem  to  center  around 
the  following  nuclei : retaining  each  student  in  school  as 
long  as  there  is  a reasonable  return  for  the  time  and  money 
spent ; gradually  increasing  differentiated  education  in  the 
upper  grades ; using  classroom  methods  demanding  inde- 
pendent thought  and  research ; building  wholesome  and 
worthwhile  social  relationships  and  bringing  about  neces- 
sary personality  adjustments;  developing  many  and  varied 
interests ; showing  the  significance  of  knowledge  gleaned 
and  its  underlying  laws  and  principles ; considering  the  in- 
dividual characteristics  and  aptitudes  of  each  student;  get- 
ting along  with  other  people,  and  a willingness  to  accept 
social  responsibilities;  satisfying  the  basic  needs  of  the 
student ; and  finally,  of  passing  to  the  youth  a reasonable 
amount  of  the  cultural  heritage  of  the  race. 

From  this  summary  it  is  of  course  evident  that  the 
potentialities  of  the  high  school  are  practically  limitless  and 
that  only  an  approximation  of  the  desired  outcomes  can  be 
hoped  for  with  our  present  organization.  Each  year  we 
have  endeavored  to  meet  the  local  situation  more  ade- 
quately, and  to  have  our  outgoing  students  as  well  fortified 
as  possible  to  cope  with  the  world  as  it  is. 
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GUIDANCE 


To  the  extent  it  is  true  that  effective  learning  of  any 
kind  takes  place  only  when  the  individual  is  ready  and 
desirous  of  learning,  it  is  equally  true  that  when  it  conies 
to  guidance  work  and  the  subjecting  of  a student  to  an 
analytical  study  with  its  comcomitant  observations  and 
suggestions,  the  student  must  really  feel  the  need  of  this 
direction  before  the  outcome  can  be  classified  as  valid  and 
meaningful.  The  mere  routine  of  interviewing  and  trying 
to  diagnose  students  alphabetically  may  occasionally  fan 
a latent  spark  into  a steady  flame  of  endeavor  and  set  a few 
individuals  definitely  on  the  road  toward  some  worthy 
objective.  However,  the  ideal  situation  is,  of  course,  to 
have  the  student  first  experience  a real  need  for  educational 
or  vocational  guidance,  and  then  actually  go  to  a coun- 
sellor voluntarily  and  even  hopefully  for  specific  and  per- 
tinent advice.  Unfortunately  very  few  high  school  stu- 
dents have  enough  experience  or  maturity  to  take  the 
initiative  in  this  important  problem  of  qualifications  versus 
opportunities,  and  so  must  be  dealt  with  in  a more  or  less 
perfunctory  manner.  It  would  seem  that  the  most  meaning- 
ful guidance  is  given  here  every  Monday  when  all  students 
who  have  failed  in  two  or  more  subjects  during  the  past 
week  are  interviewed  and  advised.  It  seems  to  me  this  is 
an  example  of  “striking  while  the  iron  is  hot,”  and  is  really 
a positive  type  of  educational  guidance.  We  continue  to 
interview  all  freshmen  and  all  seniors  each  year.  In  con- 
junction with  these  personal  meetings  we  use  a new  per- 
manent record  card  upon  which  has  been  transcribed  the 
complete  school  record  from  the  very  first  grade.  This 
card  also  contains  information  regarding  the  student’s 
family,  his  health,  I.  Q.  scores,  personality  traits,  vocational 
preference,  etc.  Needless  to  say,  this  card  is  a real  achieve- 
ment, not  only  because  it  gives  an  adequate  picture  of  an 
individual’s  home  background,  potentialities  and  attain- 
ments, but  it  also  displaces  several  other  cards  formerly 
necessary  for  each  student.  More  than  that,  the  cards  will 
carry  the  follow-up  record  of  the  student  after  graduation. 
In  years  to  come,  it  will  be  interesting  and  profitable  to 
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check  back  on  these  records  to  see  the  amount  of  “carry 
over”  from  the  school  experience  into  adult  activities. 
Every  teacher  has  access  to  these  cards  and  they  are  re- 
ferred to  frequently  in  educational  and  vocational  guid- 
ance work. 

VISUAL  EDUCATION 

It  is  with  a real  sense  of  satisfaction  and  gratitude  that 
I report  the  acquisition  of  sound  moving  picture  equip- 
ment for  the  auditorium.  This  excellent  apparatus  came 
to  the  high  school  as  an  anonymous  gift  last  spring.  The 
donor  can  rest  assured  that  in  no  other  way  could  an  equal 
expenditure  give  more  impetus  to  the  entire  educational 
program  of  the  school. 

While  we  have  been  convinced  of  the  effectiveness  of 
this  teaching  medium  for  several  years,  the  actual  results 
are  exceeding  our  expectations.  The  monthly  Ilva  pro- 
grams have  proved  especially  valuable  as  will  be  surmised 
from  titles  such  as  these : Story  of  the  Polar  Regions, 
Story  of  the  Sea,  The  Land  of  Our  Forefathers,  Our  Own 
Country,  Story  of  Science  and  the  Story  of  the  Jungle.  In 
connection  with  each  program  teachers  are  given  a manual 
which  gives  a resume  of  the  picture  with  suggestions  for 
classroom  integration  in  the  different  subjects.  This  new 
audio-visual  equipment  is  also  being  used  to  augment  our 
safety  education.  As  accessories,  we  now  have  a micro- 
phone for  announcements  and  public  speaking  practice, 
and  a pick-up  device  for  the  amplification  of  records  used 
in  connection  with  music  appreciation  and  assembly  music. 

In  our  general  science,  biology,  hygiene  and  commer- 
cial geography  classes  we  continue  to  use  our  silent  mov- 
ing picture  projector.  The  twenty-five  titles  used  come  to 
us  as  one  of  the  Valley  Wheel  cooperative  services. 

In  addition  to  the  moving  picture,  our  teachers  make 
effective  use  of  the  stereopticon,  film  strip  projector,  maps, 
charts,  diagrams,  microscopes,  models,  apparatus,  etc.  All

SCHOOL  DISCIPLINE 

One  of  the  chief  requisites  of  a successful  school  sys- 
tem is  orderly  conduct  and  a feeling  of  responsibility  on 
the  part  of  the  individual  student  for  the  school’s  effective 
operation.  I do  not  refer  to  a military  type  of  discipline 
where  so-called  respect  and  subordination  are  instigated 
through  fear  and  punishment,  but  rather  to  the  cooperative, 
contributing  attitude  of  mind  nurtured  by  the  compulsion 
of  reasonableness,  that  is,  to  the  compliance  due  to  an  un- 
derstanding and  an  appreciation  of  the  factors  involved. 

My  experience  makes  me  believe  that  there  are  enough 
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loyal,  right-thinking  boys  and  girls,  who  realize  that  only 
by  taking  a positive,  active  part  in  fostering  a harmonious 
institution  can  their  education  be  carried  on  to  the  best 
advantage.  The  majority  of  students  are  well  aware  that 
school  rules  and  regulations  are  made  not  to  irritate  them 
and  frustrate  their  best  interests,  but  that  they  are  really 
necessary  for  the  promotion  of  the  greatest  amount  of  free- 
dom and  benefit  for  everybody  concerned.  Unfortunately, 
as  in  every  large  group  of  people,  we  always  have  in  our 
schools  a few  anti-social  individuals  who  sometimes  refuse 
to  conform  to  basic  school  regulations  designed  for  the  gen- 
eral good,  and  thereby  disrupt  an  otherwise  harmonious 
school  relationship.  There  are  times  when  a mere  handful 
of  recalcitrant  students  make  it  necessary  to  curtail  the 
freedom  of  the  large  majority,  and  in  a way  vitiate  some 
of  the  group  activities. 

A good  analogy  is  found  in  the  dreaded  disease  infan- 
tile paralysis.  Doctors  tell  us  that  this  germ  prefers  to 
feed  on  nerve  tissue  which,  of  course,  eventually  affects  one 
or  more  muscles.  These  few  muscles  failing  to  function  in 
unison  with  the  other  body  muscles  throw  the  whole  body 
into  more  or  less  confusion  and  paralysis.  In  other  words, 
perhaps  three  affected  muscles  interfere  with  the  normal 
functioning  of  scores  of  other  muscles.  The  treatment  is 
the  same  with  the  disease  as  with  the  school  situation.  The 
offending  members  must  be  assisted  by  one  method  or  an- 
other to  fulfil  their  obligations  to  their  supporting  institu- 
tions. It  is  my  belief  that  in  a first  class  high  school  pub- 
lic opinion  and  natural  social  pressure  of  the  student  body 
on  the  few  malcontents  and  school  offenders  will,  in  most 
cases,  bring  about  conformity  or  natural  expulsion.  If  the 
school  is  a democratic  institution  let  it  function  as  one,  and 
to  a large  extent  keep  itself  in  a healthy,  virile  condition. 

Nearly  a hundred  years  ago,  Horace  Mann,  the  father 
of  the  American  common  school,  made  the  following  obser- 
vation which  bears  out  what  I have  been  trying  to  express : 
“If  man  moves  in  harmony  with  the  physical  universe 
around  him,  it  prospers  and  blesses  all  his  works,  lends 
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him  its  resistless  strength,  endues  him  with  its  unerring 
skill,  enriches  him  with  its  boundless  wealth,  and  fills  his 
body  with  strength,  celerity,  and  joy.  But  woe  to  the  peo- 
ple or  the  man  who,  through  ignorance  or  defiance,  con- 
tends against  the  visible  mechanism  or  the  invisible  chem- 
istry of  Nature’s  laws.” 

I have  elaborated  on  this  topic  because  I feel  that 
students,  parents  and  teachers  should  have  a common  un- 
derstanding of  our  philosophy  on  this  very  important  mat- 
ter, and  not  because  there  is  any  particular  disciplinary 
problems  within  the  school.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  high 
school  has  an  enviable  reputation  in  this  regard. 


TESTING  PROGRAM 

In  October,  members  of  the  seventh  grade  were  given 
the  Henmon-Nelson  Tests  of  Mental  Ability  (Form  A). 
The  results  brought  out  the  following  data : Average  score 
107.5  (standard  is  100)  ; mental  age  range  from  10  years 
5 months  to  17  years;  94  students  rated  100  or  above  100; 
42  students  rated  below  100.  These  grades  ranked  higher 
throughout  than  the  grades  of  the  preceding  seventh  grade. 


SAFETY  EDUCATION 

In  past  years,  we  have  given  instruction  in  different 
aspects  of  safety  in  household  arts,  chemistry,  general 
science,  biology,  civics,  physics  and  physical  education 
classes.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  are  giving  every 
member  of  the  tenth  grade  a series  of  sixteen  lessons  in 
highway  safety.  Many  of  the  students  in  this  grade  are 
keenly  interested  in  preparing  for  a driving  lesson  so  that 
the  work  has  that  natural  impetus.  The  primary  objective 
of  this  course  is  to  develop  intelligent  and  reliable  attitudes 
in  regard  to  safety  on  the  highway.  The  instruction  is 
closely  integrated  with  the  work  in  English  and  the  assign- 
ments call  for  projects  in  composition,  oral  reports,  read- 
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ing  comprehension,  writing  a one-act  play,  a short  story, 
and  an  essay.  It  would  seem  at  this  time  that  the  out- 
comes are  justifying  the  slight  infringement  on  the  sched- 
uled English  time.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1.  An  officer  is  needed  to  patrol  the  highway  between 
the  High  School  and  Walnut  Street  when  students 
come  to  school  in  the  morning  and  when  they 
leave  school  in  the  afternoon.  This  is  a safety 
measure  and  an  urgent  one. 

2.  Our  athletic  field  needs  to  be  enlarged  and  the 
entire  field  should  be  given  adequate  fence  pro- 
tection. The  present  barrier  is  helpful  but  not 
entirely  satisfactory. 

3.  Students  over  sixteen  years  of  age  who  through 
lack  of  application  are  failing  in  two  or  more  sub- 
jects should  be  required  to  forfeit  their  member- 
ship in  the  high  school. 

4.  Proper  provision  should  be  made  for  the  eighty  tO' 
a hundred  bicycles  which  are  parked  in  the  school 
building  during  the  school  day.  At  present  our 
basement  corridors  are  being  misused  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

5.  There  is  a need  for  advanced  courses  in  dress- 
making, home  management,  child  care,  home  nurs- 
ing, consumer  economics,  interior  decorating,  etc., 
for  girls  in  Grades  10,  11  and  12,  to  augment  our 
present  excellent  work  in  the  household  arts  de- 
partment. 


CONCLUSION 

It  has  been  observed  that  good  pies  have  a great  deal 
to  do  with  the  success  of  monogamy.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
it  does  seem  to  be  true  that  good  teachers  have  a great 
deal  to  do  with  the  success  and  continuance  of  our  demo- 
cratic institutions.  Each  year  I am  more  and  more  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  that  in  Agawam  you  and  the  school 
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committee  have  seen  to  it  that  we  have  unusually  good 
teachers,  who  have  year  after  year  continued  to  develop  a 
reliable  and  capable  citizenry.  It  is  a privilege  and  an  in- 
spiration to  play  a small  part  in  such  company,  and  to 
make  my  contribution  in  an  institution  which  is  so  vital 
in  the  American  scheme.

Appreciation  should  be  a by-product  of  every  musical 
activitity  all  along  the  line,  from  the  rhythm  band  in  the 
kindergarten  to  the  orchestra  or  a cappella  choir  in  High 
School.  You  may  ask,  “What  are  some  of  the  specific 
sources  of  enjoyment  of  music  which  we  strive  to  teach”? 
Good  tone,  first  of  all.  This  is  the  foundation  for  the 
whole  of  it.  We  shut  off  the  radio  if  a voice  is  raucous. 
Next  comes  rhythm.  This  is  fundamental,  primitive,  and 
makes  the  emotional  appeal.  Then  comes  association  and 
imagery,  which  is  most  helpful  if  we  do  not  crowd  out  the 
music  with  the  picture.  We  also  teach  a little  form  and 
structure  to  round  out  the  beauty  of  the  piece.  All  of 
these  elements  are  taught  through  the  medium  of  reading 
music,  for  I believe  that  the  only  lasting  appreciation  is 
the  power  each  child  can  attain  to  create  for  himself  the 
pleasure  of  performing  or  hearing  music  with  understand- 
ing. 


Radio  offers  to  music  education  what  is  probably 
the  greatest  challenge  in  the  history  of  the  growth  and 
development  of  school  music — that  is,  the  demands  of 
pupils  to  be  aided  in  hearing  with  understanding  much 
good  music  which  is  far  too  difficult  for  their  personal  per- 
formance. We  meet  this  challenge  with  victrola  and  radio 
lessons  and  special  programs. 

Since  you,  Mr.  Phelps,  have  always  been  a most  loyal 
supporter  of  and  enthusiastic  listener  to  all  our  performan- 
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ces,  there  is  little  need  for  me  to  list*here  the  Spring  Con- 
cert, given  by  the  High  School  Chorus  and  Orchestra;  the 
Song  Fest  of  the  Intermediate  Grades;  the  participation 
of  a large  group  of  High  School  students  in  the  Kiwanis 
Song  Fest  at  the  Eastern  States  Coliseum,  and  the  numer- 
ous other  assemblies  and  gatherings  where  the  music  de- 
partment has  functioned. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  you,  the  principals,  teachers,  students,  and 
townspeople,  who,  by  their  splendid  attitude  and  coopera- 
tion make  possible  our  program  of  music  education. 

People  and  music  are  a great  cycle  of  creative  pleas- 
ure. Just  as  music  is  made  by  people,  so  people  are  made 
by  music.  For  music  creates  in  those  who  hear  it  a “clean 
heart”  and  renews  within  them  a “right  spirit.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  course  of  study  in  art  in  the  Agawam  schools 
attempts  to  offer  to  each  boy  and  girl  the  opportunity  to — 

1.  Develop  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the 
beautiful  in  nature  and  in  man’s  achievements. 

2.  Experience  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that 
comes  from  creating  something  according  to  one’s 
native  ability. 

3.  To  learn  more  quickly  and  more  thoroughly  of  the 
world  about  us  through  the  graphic  expression  of 
others’  and  one’s  own  ideas. 

In  the  elementary  schools  art  is  correlated  with  almost 
all  of  the  other  subjects:  drawing,  color,  and  handwork 
becoming  indispensable  in  the  teaching  of  history,  geog- 
raphy, nature  study,  health,  and  other  activities  of  the  pro- 
gressive school  program. 

In  the  junior  high  school  projects  in  design,  construc- 
tion, illustration,  correlated  with  the  other  subjects  of 
these  grades,  acquaint  pupils  with  the  many  types  of  work 
in  the  business  and  industrial  world  today.  Through 
poster  making  the  attention  of  children  is  focused  on  many 
civic  and  personal  needs.  Health,  safety,  fire  prevention, 
wild  life  and  forest  conservation,  and  civic  improvement 
are  treated  this  way. 

In  the  high  school  the  regular  art  course  is  adapted 
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to  pupil  and  school  needs.  It  covers  drawing,  painting, 
and  commercial  art ; preparing  the  individual  pupil  for  a 
leisure  time  interest,  or  for  a later  occupation.  Posters  and 
decorative  panels  for  permanent  classroom  decoration  have 
been  made  and  are  gradually  being  placed  in  various  rooms. 
A new  cover  and  a new  heading  were  designed  for  the 
“Agawam  Mirror”  publication.  The  twenty-two  players 
in  the  recent  “Christmas  Pageant  of  the  Holy  Grail”  were 
costumed  by  pupils  of  the  art  department  in  collaboration 
with  the  Dramatic  Club. 

The  annual  S.  P.  C.  A.  poster  contest,  which  is  always 
entered  into  with  great  enthusiasm  by  pupils  of  all  grades, 
won  for  Agawam  pupils  last  spring  four  first  prize  medals, 
four  second  prize  medals,  and  eight  honorable  mentions. 
The  Agawam  Women’s  Club  Art  Prize  was  won  this  year 
by  Avilda  Goyette  ’37.  This  is  awarded  each  year  to  a 
senior  who  has  done  outstanding  work  in  Art  throughout 
his  or  her  high  school  career.  The  department  grate- 
fully acknowledges  this  worthwhile  encouragement  gener- 
ously offered  by  the  Agawam  Women’s  Club. 

Appreciation  is  also  extended  to  the  Springfield  Mu- 
seum and  City  Library  staffs  for  their  especial  help  in 
arranging  trips  to  their  buildings,  and  for  the  loan  of 
slides  and  pictures. 

An  exhibition  of  the  elementary  and  high  school  art 
work  was  held  in  June.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOYS’  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  following  is  a resume  of  the  work  in  Physical 
Education  for  the  past  year. 

After  a physical  examination,  all  students  were  regis- 
tered for  the  required  two  hours  per  week  unless  excused 
by  a doctor’s  certificate.  The  class  program  incorporated 
I the  idea  of  general  recreation  together  with  certain  phases 
of  formal  gymnasium  work  in  the  hope  of  attaining  some 
physical  value  for  the  future.  The  importance  of  developing 
a general  proficiency  in  recreational  game  skills  for  possible 
adult  use  was  tempered  by  the  dicipline  of  routine  gymna- 
j sium  work  involving  calisthenics,  marching,  and  apparatus 
i work  (heavy  and  hand).  However,  this  last  was  not  given  a 

I more  prominent  place  in  the  program  than  its  value  war- 

1 ranted.  Out-of-doors  the  class  work  consisted  of  the 
fundamentals  of  the  sports  in  season.  Special  features 
were  the  inter-room  basket  ball  tournament  for  high  school 
boys,  and  an  excellent  competitive  inter-room  program  in 
the  Junior  High  School  for  all  sports  in  season.  This  was 
fostered  and  admirably  supervised  by  hard  working  mem- 
bers of  the  Junior  High  School  faculty.  This  department 
is  fully  cognizant  of  the  value  of  their  contribution  to  this 
phase  of  school  activity. 

Agawam  was  again  well  represented  in  the  inter- 
scholastic sports  world  by  capable  football,  basket  ball, 
hockey,  baseball,  and  track  teams.  The  last  named  group 
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won  the  Western  Massachusetts  Class  B Championship  at 
Pratt  Field  last  June. 

\^aluable  assistance  was  given  your  football  coach  by 
Mr.  Langlois  of  the  High  School  faculty  during  the  past 
season.  The  hockey  and  baseball  teams  also  progressed 
very  nicely  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Mr.  Reynolds, 
and  they  now  have  a definite  place  on  our  school  sports 
program. 

Wherever  athletics  are  being  conducted,  there  is  learn- 
ing of  some  nature  through  the  physical.  One  of  the  aca- 
demic definitions  of  learning  is  that  it  is  a change  of  con- 
duct due  to  experiences.  The  theory  of  the  unit  of  learn- 
ing is  that  whenever  physical  adjustment  is  being  made, 
there  is  likewise  a corresponding  mental  adjustment.  In 
the  placing  of  athletics  in  our  secondary  school  curriculum 
there  is  no  doubt  about  its  classification  and  value — it  is 
definitely  Physical  Education.

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 


Ij  To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

,i  The  following  is  a brief  history  of  Industrial  Arts. 

The  first  courses  in  Industrial  Arts  were  presented  in 
r Russia.  The  Russians  used  model  joint  exercises  to  give 

i\  their  engineering  students  some  knowledge  of  the  uses  of 
r such  constructions.  When  the  World’s  Fair  was  held  in 
!.  St.  Louis,  an  exhibit  of  these  exercises  was  displayed,  and 
. in  a short  time  the  schools  of  St.  Louis  began  offering 
j courses  based  upon  this  exhibit.  About  this  time  also  the 
j Sloyd  movement,  originating  in  Sweden — a system  of  exer- 
cises graduating  from  the  simplest  use  of  tools  to  the  most 
i difficult  joinery — found  disciples  in  this  country. 

For  many  years  the  only  subject  of  this  type  offered 
to  boys  was  woodworking  with  an  occasional  offering  of 
mechanical  drawing.  At  this  time  little  thought  was  given 
to  a finish  for  the  simple  projects,  cheap  stain  was  con- 
sidered adequate.  Gradually  the  working  of  other  mediums 
' found  place,  and  insights  into  other  trades  were  added, 
giving  the  subject  an  exploratory  aspect;  and  boys,  by 
participating,  were  able  to  choose  their  life  work  more  in- 
telligently. By  the  increase  of  leisure  time  for  all  workers 
during  recent  years,  “hobby  courses”  have  been  added  in 
keeping  with  the  so-called  “general  shop”  idea.  So  from  a 
very  humble  beginning  of  one  poorly  presented  subject 
with  the  status  of  a fad.  Industrial  Arts  has  progressed 
to  a well  diversified  program  of  activities,  with  a place  on 
the  curricula  of  all  public  schools. 
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It  has  always  been  my  policy  to  follow  the  generally 
accepted  trends  along  this  line,  and  to  keep  the  department 
at  Agawam  as  near  up-to-date  as  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools; 

The  Agricultural  Department  of  the  Agawam  High 
School  continues  to  maintain  a high  rating  in  the  State. 
The  annual  enrollment  remains  constant.  Participation  in 
community  service  continues,  with  pruning  and  grafting 
of  fruit  trees  and  the  testing  of  milk  predominating.  This 
department  has  received  favorable  publicity,  especially 
through  Mr.  L.  B.  Boston  and  his  associates  in  Hampden 
County. 

Agawam  has  been  represented  by  judging  teams  in 
poultry,  live  stock,  milk,  vegetables  and  fruit.  At  the  State- 
wide contest  last  November  all  teams  rated  consistently 
high.  Individual  honors  go  to  William  Spear,  who  after 
three  State-wide  elimination  contests  in  fruit  judging  was 
awarded  the  second  prize  offered  by  the  Massachusetts 
Fruit  Growers  Association. 

During  the  past  year  a definite  program  for  the  Agri- 
cultural Department  was  agreed  upon.  Principal  Williams, 
our  director,  has  provided  copies  for  distribution.  Briefly, 
the  program  sets  forth  the  purposes  of  our  high  school 
Agricultural  Course  as  follows : 


1st.  — To  provide  training  for  the  boy  who  wants  to 
enter  practical  farming  (locally)  but  who  can- 
not attend  the  agricultural  college  or  Stock- 
bridge  School. 
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2nd. — To  provide  training  for  the  boy  who  wants  to 
specialize  in  agriculture  in  the  Stockbridge 
School  two-year  course.  High  school  agricul- 
tural graduates  of  merit  complete  this  course  in 
one  year. 

3rd. — To  prepare  a boy  for  higher  agricultural  train- 
ing in  the  four-year  (B.V.Ed.)  course  at  Mass- 
achusetts State  College.  High  school  agricul- 
tural graduates  of  merit  are  admitted  on  certi- 
ficate. 

4th. — To  provide  maximum  agricultural  entrance 
credits  in  agriculture  for  the  regular  B.S.  de- 
gree at  Massachusetts  State  College. 

We  shall  continue  to  maintain  our  Agricultural  Re- 
ference Library,  and  hope  that  it  may  be  of  use  to  local 
farmers. 

To  you  and  the  members  of  the  faculty,  to  our  ad- 
visory committee  and  other  interested  citizens,  I am  greatly 
indebted  and  ask  for  continued  support.

examinations,  16;  number  of  pupils  taken  to  hospital,  4; 
arrangements  made  at  hospitals  for  removal  of  tonsils  and 
adenoids,  39;  taken  to  Westfield  Sanatorium  for  examina- 
tion and  X-Ray,  10.

Dr.  R.  C.  Merrill  conducted  Dental  Clinics  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools.

February  12,  1938 

Annual  Town  Meeting  assembled  in  the  AuditoYium 
of  the  High  School  at  one  o’clock  P.M.  according  to  call  of 
Warrant,  which  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  under 

Article  1.  To  choose  two  or  more  Fence  Viewers, 
and  two  or  more  Field  Drivers. 

Willard  C.  Crouss  and  James  W.  Cesan  were  elected 
Fence  Viewers. 

William  S.  Halladay  and  Charles  W.  Hull  were  elec- 
ted Field  Drivers. 

Article  2.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the 
Town  officers. 

Voted:  To  accept  the  report  of  the  Town  Ofticers  as 
printed,  errors  and  omissions  excepted. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  method  the  Town  will  adopt 
for  the  support  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Voted:  To  leave  the  method  of  support  of  Public 
Welfare  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  for  the  proper  observance  of  “Memorial  Day” 
and  provide  for  its  expenditure. 
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Voted : To  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
hfty  ($150)  dollars  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial 
Day,  to  be  expended  by  the  Sons  of  Veterans  and  -the 
American  Legion. 


Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  for  the  payment  of  a proper  charge  of  an  In- 
surance Company  for  acting  as  surety  on  the  official  bond 
of  its  officers. 


V oted : To  appropriate  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
twenty  ($620)  dollars  for  the  payment  of  a proper  charge 
of  an  Insurance  Company  for  acting  as  surety  on  the 
official  bond  of  its  officers. 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  for  Liability  Insurance  of  its  employees.

Voted:  To  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,250.00  as  25 
percent  of  the  cost  for  Chapter  90  Maintenance  on  Spring- 
held  Street,  in  conjunction  with  appropriations  from  the 
State  and  County. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  the 
revenue  of  the  hnancial  year  beginning  January  1,  1938, 
and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one

a period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section 
17,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Voted:  That  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1938,  and  to 
issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year, 
and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a 
period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with  section 
17,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  19.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  a 
Building  Committee  appointed  at  a Special  Town  Meeting 
held  May  13,  1937,  to  bring  in  plans  and  estimates  for  an 
addition  to  the  present  school  building  at  Agawam  Center, 
or  a new  building. 

B.  J.  Phelps  reported  for  the  building  Committee,  rec- 
ommending the  erection  of  a new  building. 

Voted:  To  accept  the  report  as  a report  of  progress 
and  the  Committee  be  continued  in  power. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct, 
equip  and  furnish  a new  building  at  Agawam  Center,  or 
an  addition  to  the  present  building  with  needed  altera- 
tions therein  as  outlined  by  plans  presented  by  a special 
committee  on  school  house  needs,  or  take  any  action  re- 
garding the  same. 

Voted:  To  pass  over. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $145,000.00  or  any  part  thereof  for  the  pur- 
pose of  construction,  equiping  and  furnishing  a new  school 
building  at  Agawam  Center,  or  an  addition  to  the  present 
building  with  the  necessary  alterations  therein,  and  auth- 
orize the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  borrow  said  sum  or  any  part  thereof,  or  act  in  way  re- 
lating to  the  same  . 


V'oted : That  the  sum  of  $2500.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  the  Center  School  Building  Committee  to  enable 
the  committee  to  carry  on  the  work  of  preparing  plans 
and  estimates  for  altering  or  making  an  addition  to  the 
present  school  building  on  the  construction  of  a new  school 
building  at  Agawam  Center.  Said  committee  to  report 
at  a subsequent  town  meeting. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a com- 
mittee to  consider  the  improvement  of  mail  facilities  of 
the  Town  and  report  at  a future  Town  meeting. 

Voted : That  a committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  to  investigate  mail  facilities  of  the  Town  and 
report  at  a Special  Town  Meeting. 

Article  23.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  for 
the  ensuing  year.

The  Welfare  Department 


January  12,  1939 

This  department  during-  1938  had  charge  of  general 
relief.  Old  Age  Assistance,  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren. 

The  case  load  for  general  Welfare  increased  steadily 
from  September  1937  till  March  1938,  when  it  started  to 
drop,  and  continued  to  do  so  until  November  1938,  when 
it  started  to  increase  again,  but  we  hope  this  winter  will 
not  be  as  bad  as  last  year.  Changes  in  the  case  load  of 
course  are  affected  not  only  by  general  conditions,  but  to 
some  extent  by  the  winter  season. 

W.P.A.  workers  are  certified  in  this  office,  but  as  we 
have  not  been  allowed  to  put  anyone  on  in  the  last  two 
months,  naturally  this  compelled  us  to  put  some  on  wel- 
fare. 

The  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren cases  have  increased  in  numbers  this  month,  because 
all  the  persons  on  W.P.A.  who  are  eligible  for  either  of 
these  have  had  notices  to  applv  as  thev  are  to  be  laid  off' 
W.P.A. 

The  Welfare  department  also  certifies  young  men  for 
C.C.C.,  and  it  has  been  our  policy  at  all  times  to  try  to 
find  work  of  any  kind  for  needy  people  so  that  they  can 
be  self-supporting,  and  not  require  aid. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  all  of  the  town  officials 
for  their  co-operation,  which  has  made  it  possible  for  me 
to  do  the  work  better.

REPORT  OF  THE 


Board  of  Fire  Engineers 


For  the  Year  1938 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen ; 

By  far  the  greater  number  of  fires  this  year  were  of 
grass  and  brush.  These  fires  are  not  usually  expensive  in 
loss  of  property.  But  there  is  always  the  danger  that 
while  on  these  calls,  the  apparatus  might  be  badly  needed 
for  a fire  in  some  other  section. 

As  is  ever  the  case,  we  have  had  fires  this  year  that 
were  a total  loss,  as  well  as  others  that  have  been  ex- 
tinguished with  but  small  losses.  After  all,  no  department 
can  be  expected  to  save  very  much  of  a building  if  they 
are  not  notified  before  the  fire  has  gained  too  much  head- 
way. 

The  department  is  now  equipped  with  an  inhalator 
and  flood  lights.  The  inhalator,  at  present,  is  kept  at 
police  headquarters.  Several  of  our  firemen  and  police 
have  had  complete  instructions  in  its  use.  The  floodlights 
are  at  Feeding  Hills  and  have  been  used  twice;  once,  on 
the  night  of  the  hurricane,  and  at  the  County  Training 
School  while  the  County  prisoners  were  quartered  there 
during  the  flood  danger  at  the  York  Street  Jail. 

We  wish  to  mention  at  this  time  that  some  of  our 
units  have  been  commended  for  their  efficient  handling  of 
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fires  by  high  officials  of  a large  city.  Your  Fire  Engineers 
thank  the  firemen  for  their  untiring  loyalty  to  the  town  in 
defeating  Old  Man  Fire. 

The  three  units  have  been  called  a total  of  177  times 
this  year.  These  calls  are  as  follows :

Agricultural  Work 

The  agricultural  service  to  local  citizens  during  the 
year  included  soil  testing,  information,  and  advice  on  farm 
financing,  crop  pest  control,  livestock,  crop  production  and 
marketing,  agricultural  engineering  or  construction,  rodent 
control,  farm  management,  and  woodlot  improvement. 

Of  45  farmers  assisted  by  or  cooperating  in  the  ex- 
tension service  programs,  the  following  were  leading  par- 
ticipants: Messrs.  Charles  W.  Brown,  Chauncey  Bailey, 
and  Arthur  Taylor  in  dairy  and  field  crop  projects;  James 
Cesan,  George  Porter,  Albert  Christopher,  and  Vincenzo 
Moccio  in  market  gardening;  Clifford  Granger  and  Louis 
DePalma  in  fruit  growing;  Harry  Brown  and  Chester 
Pilch  in  Poultry  keeping.  Exactly  100  farmers  were  en- 
rolled in  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

Home  Bureau  Work 

• 

Home  Bureau  work  during  the  year  was  very  well 
received  by  more  than  300  women  in  the  Town.  There 
were  ten  distinct  projects  carried  under  the  leadership  of 
thirty-eight  local  women.  Thirty-five  meetings  and  dem- 
onstrations were  held  and  thirty-three  home  visits  were 


82 


made  by  the  League  Home  Demonstration  Agents.  Of 
the  ten  projects  covered,  three  were  especially  popular, 
namely:  Stretching  the  Food  Dollar,  Home  Furnishings, 
and  Christmas  Greens. 

4-H  Club  Work 

Agawam  young  people  enrolled  in  4-H  Clubs  did 
excellent  work  during  the  year,  and  an  aroused  interest 
was  generally  felt.  This  work  had  the  hearty  cooperation 
of  twenty-two  voluntary  leaders  who  directed  the  work  in 
eight  projects  with  144  young  people  enrolled.  Club  mem- 
bers, with  the  cooperation  of  several  influential  citizens, 
were  instrumental  in  securing  an  abandoned  school  house 
and  renovating  the  same  for  a. 4-H  Club  House.  There 
are  very  few  such  buildings  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Club  members  also  took  over  and  ran  the  Com- 
munity Fair  with  the  consent  and  guidance  of  the  regular 
ofificers. 

Several  distinct  honors  came  to  Agawam  including 
the  following:  Miss  Jean  Brown  was  chosen  Camp  Spirit 
at  the  State  4-H  Camp  at  Amherst,  and  Albert  Christopher 
won  a $100  national  poultry  scholarship.  Agawam  had 
the  distinction  of  having  the  largest  4-H  Poultry  Club 
in  Massachusetts  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  all  of 
the  members  completed  the  project.  The  League  agents, 
with  the  local  leaders,  held  187  meetings  during  the  year 
and  made  240  home  and  farm  visits.

Granger’s  place  and  also  took  up  the  work  of  Librarian 
in  Feeding  Hills.  This  year  there  will  be  another  room 
available  for  this  work. 

Seventy-five  books  have  been  received  at  the  Feeding 
Hills  Library  from  the  Dana  Library.

They  have  been  working  on  files:  and  repairing  books. 

The  V’eteran  Camp  in  town  has  been  given  used  books 
from  both  the  Feeding  Hills  and  Agawam  Libraries.  Both 
of  these  also  present  the  State  Library  Certificates  to 
school  children  in  the  grades. 

North  Agawam  reports  a successful  year  in  1938. 
Those  people  desiring  books  written  in  Italian  have  been 
able  to  get  them  at  this  Library  through  the  State  Loan. 

The  general  work  at  the  Agawam  Library  has  pro- 
gressed as  usual  during  the  past  year.  In  addition  there 
has  been  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for 
special  service.  Among  these  are ; service  for  special  read- 
ing groups,  providing  books  written  in  Polish,  and  giving 
aid  in  the  reference  field. 

The  Librarians  wish  to  serve  the  Town  of  Agawam 
in  the  best  possible  way.  They  ask  for  your  continued 
cooperation.

Gypsy  Moth  Control 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

This  department  scouted  practically  every  mile  of 
highway  in  this  Town  for  Gypsy  Moth  clusters  this  fall 
and  winter. 

We  have  cut  down  the  number  of  clusters  found  over 
the  previous  year  by  about  33%,  and  there  remains  only 
the  clusters  in  the  higher  limbs  of  the  trees  which  could 
not  be  painted  when  the  leaves  were  on  the  trees. 

I believe  that  with  a W.  P.  A.  set-up  the  woodlands 
can  properly  be  taken  care  of.

Forestry  DepartmeDt 


During  the  year  of  1938,  the  Town  saw  several  heavy 
windstorms  crash  hundreds  of  our  shade  trees  to  the 
ground.  Beautiful  elms  and  maples,  landmarks  for  years, 
were  blown  over  during  the  hurricane.  These  trees  will 
not  be  replaced  for  generations  to  come. 

The  stumps  remaining  offer  the  only  testimony  of 
the  severity  of  these  several  storms. 

The  Highway  Department,  and  the  W.  P.  A.  officials 
cooperated  with  the  Forestry  Department  in  cleaning  all 
highways  the  night  of  the  hurricane,  and  to  them  and  the 
men  who  offered  their  services  during  the  days  and  nights 
to  follows,  go  the  sincere  thanks  of  this  department. 

The  cost  of  new  trees  will  prevent  any  replanting  in 
1939,  as  the  cost  of  our  most  disastrous  storm  will  require 
the  expenditure  of  hundreds  of  dollars  which  the  town 
cannot  afford  at  this  time. 

In  brief  let  me  say  that  much  trimming  must  be  done 
and  stumps  pulled  in  1939,  so  we  find  it  necessary  to  take 
care  of  the  damage  already  done. 

Trimming  was  done  on  several  streets  during  1938, 
and  91  trees  of  varying  sizes  were  removed  under  your 
forestry  department. 

The  W.  P.  A.  Report  will  be  found  elsewhere  showing 
their  activity  following  the  hurricane.

I have  sent  40  patients  to  the  hospital,  made  appoint- 
ments for  expectant  mothers  to  go  to  Wesson  and  Mercy 
Hospitals,  appointments  were  made  for  the  T & A Clinic, 
30  patients  went  to  the  Westfield  Sanatorium  for  X-rays, 
and  I have  made  several  trips  to  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  Boston,  Mass. 

The  baby  Clinic  at  Agawam  Center  was  closed  be- 
cause of  a small  attendance.  Springfield  Street  Clinic 
has  had  a very  good  attendance,  but  clinics  were  closed 
in  November  because  of  the  measle  epidemic.  Springfield 
Street  clinic  will  reopen  February  9 . and  will  be  held 
every  other  week  and  the  clinic  in  the  North  Agawam 
School  will  open  February  7,  and  will  he  held  every  other 
week  in  the  library  from  2 to  4. 

206  were  immunized  at  the  Diptheria  Clinic  which  was 
held  in  May  at  the  High  School  Building.

The  following  is  a report  of  the  Highway  Dept,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1938: 

Suffield  St. — The  hardened  surface  of  this  street  was 
extended  south  of  Silver  St.  about  2/3  of  a mile,  making 
a continuous  hardened  road  from  Main  St.  at  the  Agawam 
Bridge  to  a little  south  of  Adams  St.  This  work  was  done 
under  contract  with  Chapter  90  funds  furnished  by  State, 
County,  and  Town. 

Springfield  St.  was  patched  and  oiled  its  full  length 
of  five  miles,  improving  the  condition  of  this  road  very 
much.  Chapter  90  maintenance  funds  were  used  for  this 
work,  the  cost  being  shared  by  State,  County  and  Town. 

The  hills  on  both  sides  of  deep  gutter  brook  on  North 
St.  were  oiled  and  given  a trap  stone  finish,  making  this 
a much  safer  surface  for  traffic  during  icy  periods,  and 
also  making  a more  permanent  surface  requiring  less  main- 
tenance. 

The  easterly  side  of  W alnut  St.  from  Springfield  St. 
to  Maple  St.  was  widened  6 feet,  bringing  this  hardened 
surface  to  the  back  of  the  catch  basins,  and  saving  the 
breaking  up  of  this  roadway  at  the  shoulder  on  that  side 
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of  the  street.  This  six  foot  wide  piece  was  graveled  and 
oiled  and  then  given  a trap  stone  finish. 

The  remaining  Street  Railway  track  ties  were  re- 
moved from  the  southeasterly  side  of  Maple  St.  between 
O’Brien’s  Corner  and  Bridge  St.  This  section  was  then 
graveled  and  oiled,  widening  this  road  to  the  catch  basins 
and.  thereby  saving  the  roadway  from  breaking  up  at  the 
shoulders  and  also  making  a wider  and  safer  highway. 

Cooper  St.,  from  Main  St.  to  Federal  St.  was  oiled 
and  given  a trap  stone  finish.  This  is  the  first  oiling  done 
on  this  street  since  it  was  resurfaced  in  1935. 

Mill  St.  between  Cooper  and  Suffield  Sts.,  graveled 
in  1936  as  a Farm  to  Market  W.  P.  A.  project,  was  re- 
shaped and  given  an  oiled  surface.  This  road  completes 
a much  shorter  route  between  Agawam  Center  and  Feed- 
ing Hills,  having  a hardened  surface  the  full  distance. 

Mill  St.  from  Cooper  St.  to  Springfield  St.,  a dis- 
tance of  about  one  mile,  was  given  a coat  of  oil  over 
the  previously  oiled  surface  as  regular  maintenance  oiling 
work. 

One  mile  on  the  northerly  end  of  West  St.  North 
and  about  1J4  miles  of  West  St.  South,  from  Barry  St. 
northerly,  were  oiled  as  regular  maintenance  oiling  work. 

Federal  St.  and  the  easterly  end  of  Garden  St.  were 
also  oiled  as  regular  maintenance  work  to  preserve  the 
oiled  surfaces  of  these  streets. 

King  St.  in  North  Agawam  was  scarified,  shaped, 
rolled  and  oiled  and  given  a trap  stone  finish  very  much 
improving  the  travelling  and  dust  conditions  on  this  street. 

During  1938,  twenty-four  new  sewer  entrances  were 
made,  fourteen  of  these  being  connections  to  the  new 
Springfield  St.  Sewer. 
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$10,000.00  of  the  Chapter  90  cost  of  $20,000.00  has 
been  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
Spring-field  St.  widening  during  1939,  provided  the  County 
and  Town  each  appropriate  $5,000.00.  As  this  amount 
will  not  be  suflficient  to  do  all  of  Springfield  and  South- 
wick  Sts.,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  agreed  to 
furnish  more  money  for  this  work  if  the  Agawam  Bridge 
is  not  replaced. 

$4,000.00  of  $8,000  00  has  been  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  as  Chapter  90  funds  during 
1939  for  the  extension  of  the  hardened  surface  on  SuflField 
St.  southerly  to  South  St.  and  Shoemaker  Lane. 

An  additional  appropriation  will  be  required  during 
1939  for  removal  of  the  remaining  tree  stumps  that  were 
left  after  the  hurricane  of  September  21,  1938.

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1938

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  a report  of  W.  P.  A.  Projects  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

Adams  Street  Surface  Drainage 

During  1937  this  storm  sewer  was  constructed  to  a 
point  1700  feet  westerly  of  Main  Street.  An  additional 
1725  feet  was  constructed  during  1938,  the  project  being 
completed  March  4th.  Federal  expenditures  $6,312.48. 
Town  funds  $2,113.30. 

Assessors’  Maps 

This  project  started  during  1936  was  finished  March 
25,  1938,  completing  additions  to  and  rechecking  of  the 
maps  used  by  the  board  of  assessors.  Federal  expendi- 
tures $2,599.18.  Town  funds  $266.53. 

Gypsy  Moth 

This  project  begun  in  1937  was  completed  April  21, 
1938.  Federal  expenditures  during  1938  were  $2,575.25. 
Town  funds  $140.60. 

Oak  Hill  Street  Sewer 

This  project  was  completed  May  20,  1938.  A 12" 
vitrified  clay  sewer  was  laid  in  this  street  to  a point  about 
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950  feet  from  Maple  Street.,  the  Maple  Street  sanitary 
sewer  serving  as  an  outlet  for  this  sewer.  Federal  ex- 
penditures $1,392.46.  Town  funds  $979.40. 

Central  Street  Surface  Drainage 

This  project  completed  July  22,  1938  furnishes  a sur- 
face drainage  sewer  on  Central  Street  from  Main  Street 
to  Sunrise  Terrace  and  drains  this  street  of  surface  water 
making  this  road  much  less  muddy  than  before  this  con- 
struction. Federal  expenditures  $2,681.09.  Town  funds 
$1,509.14. 

“ School  Painting 

This  project  or  painting  corridors  and  all  exterior 
wood  and  metalwork  at  the  Feeding  Hills,  Springfield 
.Street,  Maple  Street,  and  High  Schools  was  completed 
August  16,  1938.  Federal  expenditures  $3,046.28.  Town 
funds  $810.73. 

Springfield  Street  Sanitary  Sewer  ' 

This  very  much  needed  sanitary  sewer  was  started 
January  29,  1938  and  was  extended  to  the  Springfield 
.Street  School  June  3,  1938,  a distance  of  about  one  mile 
from  O’Brien’s  Corners.  This  project  was  reopened  July 
19,  1938  and  continued  westerly  to  Highland  Street,  a 
distance  of  about  2/5  of  a mile.  This  sewer  also  will 
serve  as  an  outlet  for  all  streets  north  of  this  section  of 
Springfield  Street;  Harding  and  Wilson  Streets,  being 
extended  from  this  line  at  present.  Federal  expenditures 
$29,697.94.  Town  funds  $8,799.32. 

Springfield  Street  Walk 

This  5 foot  wide  concrete  walk  was  constructed  be- 
tween Franklin  Street  and  Williams  Street,  a distance  of 
2/5  of  a mile  on  the  southerly  side  of  Springfield  Street, 
providing  a walk  for  school  children  living  westerly  of 
the  Springfield  Street  School  and  for  other  pedestrians. 
This  project  was  started  June  29,  1938  and  finished  August 
10,  1938.  Federal  expenditures  $3,117.78.  Town  funds 
$1,713.71. 
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Maple  Street  Walk 

A 53^  foot  wide  concrete  walk  was  constructed  be- 
tween O’Brien’s  Corners  and  Bridge  Street,  North  Aga- 
wam, on  the  northerly  side  of  Maple  Street,  a distance 
of  ^ mile.  This  provides  a suitable  walk  for  school  child- 
ren going  to  the  Maple  Street  School  from  O’Brien’s 
Corners  and  vicinity  and  for  other  pedestrians.  This  pro- 
ject was  started  July  2,  1938  and  finished  August  24,  1938. 
Federal  expenditures  ^,707.25.  Town  funds  $2,165.98. 

Main  Street  Road  Shoulders 

This  State  sponsered  project  started  work  on  con- 
structing hardened  shoulders  on  the  westerly  side  of  Main 
Street  in  Agawam  Center  near  the  Agawam  Cemetery,  but 
after  seven  days  of  work  this  project  was  discontinued  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  because  of  the 
flood  and  hurricane  of  September  21,  1938.  Federal  ex- 
penditures $605.33  for  labor.  State  funds  unknown.  Town 
hinds  none. 

Mulberry  and  Ellington  Streets  Water  Mains 

A 6"  water  main  1060  feet  long  was  installed  on  the 
above  streets,  connected  on  one  end  to  the  Moore  Street 
water  main  and  on  the  other  end  with  the  Maple  Street 
water  main.  One  hydrant  was  placed  on  each  Mulberry 
and  Ellington  Streets  for  fire  protection.  Federal  expendi- 
tures $1,555.80.  Town  funds  $1,846.12. 

Southwick  Street  Water  Main 

A 6"  water  main  was  installed  on  Southwick  Street 
running  1000  feet  westerly  from  West  Street,  having  a 
hydrant  at  the  westerly  end  for  fire  protection.  This  pro- 
ject started  June  6,  1938  and  was  finished  October  15, 
1938.  Federal  expenditures  $2,088.80.  Town  funds 
$1,269.24. 

South  Street  and  Shoemaker  Lane  Water  Main 

The  6"  water  main  on  South  Street  was  extended  to 
meet  the  4"  water  main  on  Shoemaker  Lane,  a distance 
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of  2,650  feet  on  South  Street  and  650  feet  on  Shoemaker 
Lane.  Five  hydrants  were  placed  on  South  Street  and 
one  hydrant  on  Shoemaker  Lane  for  fire  protection.  This 
project  started  May  9,  1938  and  was  completed  October 
22,  1938,  with  the  exception  of  resurfacing-  of  the  road 
which  will  be  done  in  the  Spring  of  1939.  Federal  ex- 
penditures $6,778.47.  Town  funds  $5,257.58. 

Flood  and  Hurricane  Disaster  of  September  21,  1938 

This  project  for  emergency  and  rehabilitation  work 
due  to  this  flood  and  hurricane,  started  at  midnight,  Wed- 
nesday, September  21,  1938,  removing  fallen  trees  and 
limbs  and  repairing  flooded  streets  and  sewers  through- 
out the  town  of  Agawam.  Federal  expenditures  till 
December  24,  1938  were.  Trucks  $504.50,  Labor  $14,942.77, 
Pipe  $464.48.  Town  expenditures  were  $2,500.00. 

Sewing 

The  Sewing  Project  gave  employment  to  19  people 
during  1938.  Federal  expenditures  for  materials  $1,130.00, 
labor  $12,684.47 — a total  of  $13,814.47.  Town  funds  spent 
were  $3,522.90.  A large  portion  o the  articles  produced 
by  this  project  are  returned  to  Agawam  and  distributed 
by  the  Surplus  Commodities  Distribution  Commissary  to 

P.  A.  workers  and  welfare  recipients. 

Cooper  Street  Drainage 

This  project  for  the  construction  of  a surface  drain- 
age system  in  Cooper  Street  between  Suffield  and  Mill 
Streets,  a distance  of  about  one  mile,  started  November 
5,  1938;  about  1100  feet  being  constructed  up  to  December 
31,  1938.  Federal  expenditures  for  materials  $275.88,  labor 
$4,696.08,  a total  of  $4,971.96.  Town  funds  $1,074.50. 

Harding  and  Wilson  Streets  Sanitary  Sewers 

These  two  projects  are  for  the  construction  of  1,661 
feet  of  sanitary  sewers  in  these  two  streets,  using  the 
Springfield  Street  sewer  constructed  during  1938  as  an 
outlet.  From  December  10,  1938  to  December  31,  1938, 
Federal  expenditures  were  $1,771.14  and  town  funds  spent 
were  $653.32. 
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Main  Street  Sidewalk 

/rhis  sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side  of  Main  Street  was 
built  from  the  southerly  line  of  Meadow  Street  to  a point 
7000  feet  southerly,  at  the  north  side  of  Melrose  Place. 
Work  on  this  project  will  be  resumed  in  the  spring  of 
1939  as  soon  as  sufficient  thawing  has  taken  place  to 
allow  this  work  to  continue.  Federal  expenditures 
$10,511.59.  Town  funds  $5,832.91. 

Geodetic  Survey  and  Mapping 

This  project  started  operations  March  28,  1938  with 
15  people  working  to  December  31,  1938,  having  completed 
mapping  and  surveying  about  20%  of  the  town.  Federal 
expenditures  $10,30d.96.  Town  funds  $1,275.87. 

Recreation 

This  project  operated  at  a very  low  cost  to  the  town, 
furnished  supervision  of  recreational  activities  for  the  pub- 
lic at  bhea  i^ield  during  the  summer  months,  and  at  the 
High  School  during  the  winter  months.  Federal  expendi- 
tures $7,714.04.  Uown  funds  $i 77.95. 

The  average  number  of  people  assigned  to  W.  P.  A. 
during  1938  was  172.

REPORT  OF  THE 


School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Agawam  : 

Once  again  it  becomes  our  duty  as  a Committee  to 
report  to  you  concerning  our  stewardship  of  the  Agawam 
Schools.  Wdien  we  look  1:)ack  over  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century  we  are  amazed  at  the  advance  our  town  has  made 
along  educational  lines.  During  that  time  we  erected  a 
high  school,  and  a few  years  later  we  were  obliged  to 
make  a substantial  addition  to  the  original  building  in 
order  to  accommodate  our  ever  increasing  number  of 
pupils. 

The  year  1938  saw  our  town  take  anothei*  important 
step  in  the  modernizing  of  our  school  buildings.  At  the 
last  annual  town  meeting  an  Investigating  Committee 
reported  progress  and  was  continued  in  order  that  they 
might  consider  further  plans  for  bettering  conditions  at 
Agawam  Center.  At  a special  town  meeting  held  early  in 
May,  this  committee  rendered  its  report,  giving  a vivid 
account  of  conditions  obtaining  at  the  Agawam  Center 
School,  and  recommending  the  erection  of  an  entire  new 
building  and  the  demolition  of  the  present  structure.  The 
voters  present  accepted  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  appropriated  money  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost 
of  a new  building.  The  Building  Committee  was  instructed 
to  apply  for  a P.W.A.  allotment,  and  if  an  allotment  was 
received  to  accept  it  in  behalf  of  the  town.  The  applica- 
tion papers  were  made  out  and  in  July  word  came  through 
that  Agawam  had  been  successful  in  securing  a Federal 
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grant.  The  committee  to  have  charge  of  the  erection  and 
the  furnishing  of  the  new  school,  as  appointed  by  the  town 
meeting  and  by  the  moderator,  consists  of  Giles  Halladay, 
Herman  Cordes,  Edward  Talmadge,  James  Kane,  Philip 
Barry,  Warren  Bodurtha,  Mrs.  Grace  Reed  and  Clifford 
Granger,  with  the  superintendent  of  schools,  B.  J.  Phelps, 
acting  as  advisor.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  com- 
mittee it  was  voted  to  hire  Paul  B.  Johnson  as  architect 
and  to  continue  Morris  Maloney  as  consulting  architect 
until  such  time  as  actual  construction  should  begin.  On 
August  23  the  bids  on  the  general  contract  were  opened 
and  the  L.  D.  Phillips  Construction  Company  of  West- 
held  was  low  bidder.  At  the  present  time  the  construction 
is  ahead  of  schedule  and  there  is  a strong  probability 
that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  use  before  the  close  of 
this  school  year.  This  is  probably  the  most  modern  in 
design  of  any  school  in  Western  Massachusetts  and  it 
will  be  one  of  which  Agawam  may  well  be  proud.  This 
school  will  have  ten  class  rooms,  a lunch  room,  a clinic 
room,  a principal’s  off'ice,  a teachers’  room,  and  an  audi- 
torium capable  of  seating  300  to  350,  and  of  course  all  the 
necessary  modern  sanitary  toilet  facilities.  With  such  a 
School  and  Community  Center  Agawam  proper  should 
attract  anyone  wishing  to  live  in  an  urban  setting. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  we  received  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Earl  E.  Williams  as  principal  of  our  High 
School,  as  he  had  been  elected  principal  of  the  Gardner 
High  School  at  Gardner,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Williams 
was  a thorough  school  man  and  his  eleven  years  of  service 
in  Agawam  left  their  mark  on  all  those  who  came  in  con- 
tact with  him.  We  wish  him  the  best  of  success  in  his 
new  position. 

During  the  past  few  years  we  have  seen  how  it  has 
become  the  custom  and  the  tendency  for  the  employee  to 
work  more  and  more  by  the  watch,  a characteristic  that 
has  been  too  often  aided  by  government  jobs.  We  had  on 
our  high  school  faculty  a man  who  has  been  with  us  since 
the  inception  of  our  school;  a man  who  always  had  time 
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])efore  or  after  school  to  help  out  in  any  way  he  could  any 
or  all  extracurricular  activities.  With  him  it  was  not  a 
question  of  time  but  rather  what  can  I do  for  the  school? 
To  improve  himself  in  his  profession  he  took  summer 
courses  and  secured  a degree  and  soon  he  will  have  a 
masters  degree,  \^dlat  more  fitting  recognition  could  we 
give  such  a loyal  and  faithful  teacher  than  the  principal- 
ship  of  the  Agawam  High  School?  Every  graduate  of  our 
school  knows  him  and  I am  sure  they  will  all  join  us  in 
wishing  Mr.  Frederick  T.  Dacey  a long  and  successful 
career  in  his  new  position  as  principal  of  our  High  School. 

As  most  of  you  know,  Suft'ield  is  to  build  a high  school 
of  their  own  and  they  hope  to  have  it  ready  by  September, 
1939.  Consequently  we  will  lose  most  of  the  Suffield  stu- 
dents, for  whose  tuition  we  have  received  around  $3500 
per  year.  That,  of  course,  means  that  we  will  have  to 
raise  more  of  our  school  funds  by  taxation. 


In  our  last  school  budget  we  were  granted  money 
enough  by  the  Finance  Board  to  put  in  operation  our  so- 
called  blanket  policy  of  insurance  on  our  town  buildings. 
We  are  sure  that  it  will  give  Agawam  more  adequate  pro- 
tection and  it  will  certainly  stabilize  our  insurance  charges. 


We  have  often  spoken  in  the  past  of  a need  for  more 
land  adjoining  our  High  School  property  for  use  in  play- 
ground and  athletic  activities.  Several  of  our  neighboring- 
towns  have  secured  new  fields  with  the  aid  of  Federal 
grants.  When  our  AV.P.A.  co-ordinator  is  looking  for  new 
])rojects  he  might  well  consider  such  a i)roposition.  The 
longer  we  put  off  acquiring  the  necessary  land  the  more  it 
will  cost  the  town. 


We  are  happy  to  report  that  our  school  property  came 
through  the  hurricane  of  September  21  in  fine  style  with 
the  exception  of  the  North  Agawam  building  where  there 
was  some  roof  damage.

We  feel  that  a closer  relation  between  parents  and 
teachers  is  oftentimes  desirable.  When  a teacher  knows 
the  pupil’s  parents  there  may  be  a better  understanding  of 
the  child’s  idiosyncrasies,  and  when  the  parents  know  the 
teacher  they  can  perhaps  better  appreciate  the  sincerity 
of  the  teacher’s  efforts.  So  it  would  seem  to  your  com- 
mittee a fine  thing  for  as  many  of  our  teaching  force  as 
possible  to  make  their  homes  in  Agawam. 

The  attendance  in  our  schools  this  year  has  been  much 
better  than  previously  and  in  some  rooms  it  has  been  little 
short  of  perfect.  Frequent  absences  from  class  are  usually 
the  cause  of  pupil  retardation.  A pupil  who  has  to  repeat 
a year  steps  up  the  cost  of  getting  him  through  school,  so 
it  is  up  to  the  parents  to  keep  their  children  in  school  as 
regularly  as  possible. 

We  wish  to  thank  parents,  teachers  and  pupils  for 
their  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year  1938.  May  your 
committee  so  serve  you  throughout  1939  as  to  deserve  a 
continuance  of  your  favor.

Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


J o tJie  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Agawam : 

1 hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools. 

The  five  most  interesting  factors  in  any  school  system 
are:  Retardation,  Elimination,  Guidance,  Teachers,  and 
Enrollments.  My  report  is  written  about  these  problems 
as  they  are  found  at  the  present  time  in  the  Agawam 
school  system. 

RETARDATION 

School  membership  in  Agawam  in  1938  was  1649 : 
Number  of  retardations  in  Agawam  in  1938 — 95;  Per  cent 
of  retardation  in  all  schools — 5.7 : Per  cent  of  retardation  in 
elementary  schools — 6.4.  A few  years  ago  there  was  a 
10  to  15  per  cent  of  retardation  in  most  school  systems. 
In  1925  the  per  cent  of  retardation  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  Agawam  was  9.3.  We  have  reduced  retarda- 
tion approximately  3 per  cent  since  that  time.  This  is  a 
l)raiseworthy  accomplishment. 

During  the  past  decade  school  administrators  have 
centered  their  attention  upon  the  problem  of  reducing  re- 
tardation to  its  lowest  terms.  There  are  two  reasons  for 
keeping  retardation  as  low  as  possible ; namely,  a low  per 
cent  of  retardation  decreases  the  costs  of  education,  but  of 
more  importance  than  that  is  the  fact  that  fewer  pupils 
face  discouragement  in  their  educational  advancement. 
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There  has  been  a noticeable  shift  in  recent  years  on 
the  emphasis  of  teaching.  Formerly,  to  a high  degree, 
the  teachers  taught  reading  and  writing  and  arithmetic ; 
now  they  teach  boys  and  girls.  Formerly  the  subject 
taught  was  a fetish ; now  the  emphasis  is  on  the  pupil  and 
his  total  welfare.  Then  most  all  teaching  was  quite  formal 
in  procedure,  now  there  is  much  informality  in  the  pro- 
cess. In  the  good  old  days  a teacher  Avas  rated  rather 
high  if  she  failed  a large  number  of  her  pupils ; today  she 
will  receive  a higher  rating  if  the  failures  in  her  class  are 
few  in  number.  However,  since  there  are  great  individual 
dififerences  in  pupils,  and  since  we  move  pupils  about  by 
grades,  it  is  not  possible  to  remove  retardation  from 
schools  entirely.  Our  teachers  are  using  every  effort  to 
keep  their  pupils  up  to  grade.  Their  eft'orts  have  been 
helped  out  by  two  situations ; namely,  the  strict  enforce- 
Tuent  of  the  age  requirement  for  first  graders,  and  the 
decrease  in  enrollments  in  some  rooms.  It  is  now  possi- 
ble for  our  teachers  to  work  with  more  mature  children 
in  the  primary  grades,  and  to  give  more  individual  in- 
struction. 


ELIMINATION 

There  was  a time,  not  long  ago,  when  the  problem 
of  pupils  leaving  school  before  they  had  finished  their 
course  was  rather  alarming.  In  fact,  the  holding  power 
of  a school  was  a potent  consideration  in  giving  the  school 
a rating.  In  those  days  many  pupils  left  school  to  go  to 
work;  jobs  were  plentiful.  Other  puj:)ils  left  because  they 
(lid  not  like  school.  After  pupils  had  passed  the  sixth 
grade,  if  they  were  fourteen  years  of  age,  the}*  could  leave 
school.  There  was  a great  exodus  of  pupils  at  that  time. 
At  the  end  of  the  seventh  grade,  many  more  pupils  left 
school.  Mdien  the  work  of  the  eighth  grade  was  com- 
pleted, about  30  per  cent  of  the  graduates  failed  to  enter 
the  first  year  of  the  high  school  course.  During  each  year 
of  the  high  school  course  more  pupils  left  school,  until 
only  about  35  per  cent  of  those  entering  high  school  grad- 
uated. Today  the  picture  is  changed;  there  is  practically 
no  elimination  of  pupils  before  the  second  year  of  the  high 
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school  course,  and  about  80  per  cent  of  the  pupils  who 
enter  high  school  graduate.  Because  such  a high  per  cent 
of  the  pupil  population  persist  in  school  attendance,  the 
problem  of  guidance  has  come  to  the  forefront. 

GUIDANCE 

Our  problem  is  how  to  make  school  worth  while  to 
the  great  number  of  pupils  who  remain  in  school  until 
the  end  of  the  twelfth  school  year.  Our  specific  problem 
in  guiding  these  pupils  is  to  find  out  what  their  interests 
are,  to  counsel  them  as  to  the  worth  of  those  interests, 
and  to  advise  them  what  studies  to  pursue  in  order  to 
further  those  interests.  We  must,  then,  hope  for  the  best 
in  job  placement.  In  a certain  degree,  we  are  like  the 
blind  leading  the  blind  in  this  labyrinth  of  unemployment. 
We  do  know  some  facts  about  obtaining  jobs;  namely, 
that  a good  personality  is  a powerful  asset  in  procuring 
a job,  and  that  good  character  is  the  best  insurance  for 
keeping  a job. 

Development  of  character  is  inherent  in  all  of  our 
classes,  assemblies,  and  extra-curricula  activities.  In  this 
guidance  we  endeavor  to  keep  before  our  pupils  certain 
values — the  value  of  honest  effort  in  daily  preparation  of 
the  lessons,  the  value  of  cooperation  with  teachers  and 
school  mates,  the  value  of  loyalty  to  the  school.  We  in- 
sist that  in  some  measure  guidance  shall  include  the 
})roper  discipline  of  our  pupils.  For  how  can  there  be  any 
guidance  unless  there  are  goals  to  be  gained?  How  can 
any  goals  worth  while  be  gained  without  overcoming  ob- 
stacles? How  can  we  overcome  obstacles  without  gain- 
ing a profitable  discipline  of  the  mind  and  body? 

TEACHERS 

In  the  past  year  there  have  been  very  few  resignations 
from  our  teaching  staff.  The  most  significant  change  came 
in  the  high  school  and  was  brought  to  pass  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Principal  F.  Earl  Williams,  who,  after  eleven 
years  of  faithful  service  in  Agawam,  was  elected  to  the 
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principalship  of  the  (jarclner  High  School.  Frederick  T. 
Dacey,  who  came  to  teach  in  Agawam  when  the  high 
school  was  founded  seventeen  years  ago,  and  who  by  his 
ability  and  character  is  well  known  to  the  pupils,  teachers, 
and  parents  of  Agawam,  was  appointed  to  the  principal- 
ship.  Mr.  Dacey  has  studied  extensively  in  the  field  of 
public  school  administration  and  is  completing  his  work 
for  the  M.  S.  degree  in  education. 


At  this  point  it  is  pertinent  to  state  that  the  Agawam 
teaching  staff,  as  a whole,  has  expended  large  sums  of 
money  and  much  time  and  effort  in  the  pursuit  of  studies 
in  the  graduate  field  of  education.  These  courses  are  set 
up  by  the  colleges  of  New  England  and  the  Middle  At- 
lantic States,  also  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 
The  courses  are  given  both  during  the  school  year  and 
during  the  summer  vacation.  It  was  natural  that  during 
the  storm  and  stress  of  the  depression  with  resulting  cuts 
and  reductions  in  teachers’  salaries,  that  the  teachers  could 
not  afiford  to  finance  these  improvement  courses  in  so 
high  a degree  as  formerly,  Init  since  the  restoration  of 
salaries  there  has  been  a marked  increase  in  their  en- 
deavor in  this  direction.  During  the  school  year  1938-1939 
twenty-three  of  our  teachers  have  taken  such  courses,  that 
is,  40  per  cent  of  the  staff. 

A few  years  ago  Massachusetts  increased  the  training 
period  in  the  normal  schools  from  two  to  three  years,  and 
more  recently  has  adopted  a four-year  course  with  the 
B.  S.  degree  in  all  normal  colleges.  This  act  on  the  part 
of  the  state  points  definitely  to  the  desire  of  raising  the 
standards  of  teaching  in  the  state,  and  will  undoubtedly 
mean  that  within  ten  years  all  teachers  will  have  the 
equivalent  of  four  years  of  college  training;  and  that  many 
teachers,  especially  in  the  high  schools,  will  acquire  the 
M.  S.  degree. 

It  is  significant  that  no  teacher  in  recent  years  has 
been  appointed  to  the  elementary  teaching  staff  in  Aga- 
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warn,  who  has  not  complied  with  the  latest  requirement 
the  teachers’  colleges.  At  this  writing  there  are  nine 
teachers  in  the  elementary  schools  who  have  the  three  or 
four  years  diploma.  This  is  a record  that  no  town  in  West- 
ern ^Massachusetts  can  equal,  and  only  the  City  of  Spring- 
held  can  surpass. 

This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  teachers  with  three 
and  four  years  of  training  to  their  credit  without  experi- 
ence are  superior  to  teachers  with  two  years  of  normal 
training  with  experience.  It  means  that  new  appointments 
to  our  staff  must  have  the  B.  S.  degree  or  its  equivalent. 

CONCLUSION 

When  teachers  are  willing  to  invest  a considerable 
portion  of  their  salaries  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
eft'iciency  of  their  work  in  the  classroom,  we  find  two  im- 
portant results  from  the  standpoint  of  the  teachers;  name- 
ly, they  have  greater  mastery  of  the  subjects  which  they 
teach,  and  a better  knowledge  of  boys  and  girls — their 
drives  and  their  motives.  Since  that  is  so,  we  also  dis- 
cover that  retardation  in  school  is  much  diminished,  and 
that  the  larger  number  of  pupils  who  remain  in  school  do 
so  at  a greater  profit  to  themselves.  It  is  a pleasure  to 
report  that  such  is  the  present  situation  in  the  Agawam 
schools.

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REPORT  OF  fflGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Because  of  the  short  time  I have  been  in  office  it  is 
difficult  for  me  to  write  a comprehensive  report  of  the 
year’s  activity  in  the  Agawam  Junior-Senior  High  School. 
Judging  from  the  morale  of  the  faculty,  the  student  per- 
sonnel, or  the  the  building  and  physical  equipment,  one 
observes  that  the  school  is  in  an  exceptionally  healthy 
state.  Such  ideal  conditions  cannot  but  aid  learning  pro- 
cesses. 


Naturally,  scholastic  progress  is  the  first  considera- 
tion of  any  principal.  I am  glad  to  report  that  nine  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  have  won  membership  in  the  Pro 
^lerito  Society  b}'  maintaining  in  all  their  subjects  an 
average  of  85%  or  higher  for  three  years.  During  an 
appropriate  assembly,  at  which  the  guest  speaker  was 
Mr.  M.  Marcus  Kiley,  Vice-Principal  of  Technical  High 
School  in  Springfield,  each  new  Pro  Merito  member  was 
presented  with  a pin  symbolic  of  his  achievement.  Gen- 
eral interest  of  the  student  body  in  scholastic  achievement 
has  been  evidenced  by  the  number  of  names  appearing  on 
1)oth  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  honor  rolls. 

Although  extra-curricula  activities  should  never  domi- 
nate a school  program,  they  play  an  important  part  in  pro- 
ducing a well  balanced  individual.  Such  activities,  I feel, 
can  be  mutually  advantageous  to  the  school  and  the  towns- 
people. Hence,  I shall  attempt  to  cultivate  a spectator 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  local  residents.  No  more  effec- 
tive means  of  unifying  a community  can  be  found  than  for 
the  members  of  that  community  to  meet  and  enjoy  an 
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activity  in  their  own  scliool.  Durini;'  my  incumbency,  the 
activities  of  the  school  have  been  numerous  and  varied  ; 

The  football  team,  playing-  a schedule  composed  main- 
ly of  Class  “A’’  schools,  was  victorious  three  times  and  was 
defeated  four  times — a very  commendable  record  under  the 
circumstances.  Our  football  record  over  a period  of  years 
is  of  such  high  order  that  it  is  now  very  difficult  to  sched- 
ule games  with  teams  from  schools  with  an  enrollment 
numerically  comparable  to  ours. 

An  operetta,  “The  Singer  of  Naples,"  was  presented 
this  year,  thus  reviving  the  former  annual  custom.  The 
presentation  was  possessed  of  a lively  theme,  very  color- 
ful settings,  and  an  excellent  cast. 

One  issue  of  the  “Aeawam  Mirror,”  the  school  paper 
which  is  published  semi-annually,  has  been  produced  and 
its  content  and  form  are  of  exceptionally  high  caliber. 

Two  outstanding  class  activities  have  been  the  annual 
Junior  Cabaret  held  in  October  and  the  Senior  Kid  Party 
before  Christmas. 

It  has  been  my  desire  to  organize  a balanced  assembly 
program,  which,  in  addition,  would  be  well  adapted  for 
school  presentation.  A meeting  of  the  entire  school  has 
great  value  in  that  it  tends  to  strengthen  school  spirit,  and 
creates  an  opportunity  for  the  acquiring  of  knowledge 
which  otherwise  could  not  be  imparted.  Since  the  begin- 
nings of  the  year  the  program  has  included  the  traditional 
student  commemoration  of  Columbus  Day,  Armistice  Day 
(at  this  time  we  enjoyed  a guest  speaker.  Honorable  Ray- 
mond Cowing,  iMayor  of  Westfield),  Thanksgiving  Day 
and  Christmas  Day. 

In  my  estimation,  student  planned  and  executed  as- 
semblies are  the  ideal  type,  because  they  are  of  benefit  to 
both  the  participant  and  the  listener.  Those  presented  this 
year  were  original  in  content  and  were  very  cleverly 
staged.  Representatives  of  the  various  school  activities 
sharing  in  the  proceeds  from  the  Student  Activity  Ticket 
fund  combined  forces  to  present  an  interesting  and  novel 
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assembly  to  promote  sales  for  that  ticket.  Musical  assem- 
blies wherein  the  orchestra  has  participated  and  general 
singing  has  been  enjoyed  have  been  given  a place.  Sport 
rallies  have  also  been  given  consideration.  Boys  and  girls 
like  to  sing  and  cheer,  and  such  meetings  have  had  a de- 
sirable effect  on  the  conduct  of  the  student  body. 

Student  presentations  were  augmented  by  well  selected 
moving  pictures,  including  four  Ilva  films;  The  Story  of 
the  City,  The  Story  of  Culture,  The  Story  of  The  Desert, 
and  Where  West  Meets  East ; as  well  as  several  industrial 
instructional  units.  Speakers  included  such  well  known 
men  as ; Mr.  Gaylord  B.  Douglas,  local  secretary  for  the 
National  Society  for  Prevention  of  War;  Air.  A.  Eugene 
Alozier  the  only  survivor  of  the  Shenandoah  and  Akron 
disasters;  and  Mr.  Ralph  W.  Ellis,  director  of  the  Spring- 
field  Safety  Council.  The  educational  possibilities  of  as- 
semblies was  well  illustrated  by  the  music  appreciation 
concert  presented  by  the  Springfield  Civic  Orchestra. 

I wish  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  extend  a 
cordial  welcome  to  all  parents  and  other  interested  towns- 
people to  visit  the  school  and  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
aims  and  standards  nurtured  throughout  the  history  of 
the  school,  so  that  they  may  better  appreciate  the  value  of 
its  contribution  to  the  town.  It  is  through  sincere  cooper- 
ation of  all  the  factors  that  the  school  renders  maximum 
service. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  hearty  cooperation  received  from  you,  Mr.  Phelps,  the 
school  committee,  the  faculty,  the  student  body,  and  the 
community.  Through  the  friendl}'  help  of  all,  embryonic 
problems  did  not  materialize,  and  my  short  administration 
has  been  a happy  one.  It  has  always  been  my  conviction 
that  the  success  of  an}'  principal  is  but  a reflection  of  the 
ability  and  zeal  of  his  associates,  and  I realize  this  now 
more  than  ever.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools; 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Health 
Department  of  the  town  schools. 

Dr.  Wheeler’s  medical  insnection  found  the  following; 
Number  of  children  examined  737;  having-  no  defects,  338: 
enlarged  tonsils,  166;  defective  teeth,  267;  enlarg-ed  glands, 
135;  poor  nutrition,  112;  heart  disease.  11;  poor  posture, 
60;  fallen  arches,  3:  speech  detects,  3;  eve  diseases.  1: 
anemia,  1. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  activities  of  the 
school  nurse  during  the  year:  Home  visits,  426;  Number  of 
children  weighed,  996;  Number  of  visits  to  schools,  541; 
Number  of  health  inspections,  1564;  Number  of  pupils 
taken  to  physician,  18;  Number  of  pupils  taken  for  eye 
examination,  15;  Number  of  pupils  taken  to  hospital  ear, 
nose  and  throat  clinic,  11;  arrangements  made  at  hospital 
for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  36;  taken  to  Westfield 
Sanitorium  for  examination  and  X-Ray,  10. 

Infectious  diseases  reported  for  the  school  year : im- 
petigo, 35;  scabies,  16;  pediculosis,  24;  mumps,  1;  whoop- 
ing cough,  18;  scarlet  fever,  10;  chicken  pox,  48;  measles, 
32. 


Dr.  R.  C.  Merrill  conducted  Dental  Clinics  in  each  of 
the  schools.  All  of  the  pupils  attending  were  examined 
and  upon  consent  of  the  parents  treatments  were  given. 
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Dental  certificates  were  given  to  each  child  whose  dental 
work  was  completed. 

In  February  hearing  tests  were  given  by  means  of 
an  audiometer  loaned  by  the  State  for  demonstration  pur- 
poses. Those  found  to  have  hearing  diflficulty  were  re- 
checked in  March.  Notices  were  sent  to  parents  about 
pupils  found  to  have  difificulty  in  hearing  after  re-tests. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic  under  direction 
of  the  Town  Health  Department  at  which  the  school 
Health  Department  assisted  was  held  in  May.  At  this  time 
206  children  were  immunized. 

Sixty-eight  children  were  vaccinated  by  Dr.  Wheeler 
at  the  vaccination  clinic  held  on  June  13  for  children  enter- 
ing school  the  following  September. 

Eight  children  were  sent  to  Camp  Frederick  Edwards 
again  last  summer.  Dorothy  Lamoureux  of  North  Aga- 
wam School  received  the  camp  medal  for  gaining  the  most 
weight  at  the  camp  for  the  first  period. 

In  October  a check-up  vaccination  clinic  was  held  at 
which  20  children  were  vaccinated  by  Dr.  Wheeler. 

In  December  the  State  Tuberculosis  Clinic  was  held. 
X-Ray  and  physical  examinations  were  given  to  contact 
and  follow-up  cases. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  you,  to  the  members  of  the  faculty,  to  the 
parents  and  to  the  health  department  for  the  splendid  co- 
operation I have  received.  The  high  percentage  of  atten- 
dance and  general  good  halth  of  our  school  children  is  due 
in  great  degree  to  this  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  work  accomplished  in  the  cooking  classes  of  the 
Junior  High  School  is  of  necessity  very  limited  because  of 
the  short  time  allotted  to  it.  Therefore,  simple  basic  re- 
cipes are  given  with  the  hope  that  they  may  not  only  create 
an  interest  in  the  girls  for  such  work,  but  also  be  of  real 
value  in  making  many  other  essential  foods  used  in  their 
everyday  life. 

The  term  Domestic  Science  comes  from  two  Latin 
words  meaning  ‘‘to  know  the  home.”  A complete  course 
in  this  science  therefore  includes  man^'  more  subjects  than 
the  two  taught  in  our  school, 'namely,  cooking  and  sew- 
ing. With  this  in  mind  time  is  taken  from  laboratory 
work  to  touch  on  some  of  the  many  related  subjects : 
such  as,  food  classification  and  uses,  menu  planning,  mar- 
keting, budgeting,  and  care  of  the  home.  This  has  been 
presented  only  in  lecture  form  with  no  time  to  practice 
the  same. 

The  popularity  of  sewing  has  been  evident  from  the 
increasing  number  of  older  girls  who  have  elected  it  after 
their  first  year,  which  was  compulsory.  I am  sure  that 
the  display  of  finished  work  shown  in  June,  as  well  as  the 
satisfaction  of  wearing  something  made  by  their  own 
hands,  has  helped  to  stimulate  this  interest.  In  the  ad- 
vanced class,  other  subjects  relating  to  their  sewing  prob- 
lems have  been  studied  and  discussed.  By  so  doing,  they 
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have  been  taught  that  the  “Art  of  Dressing  Well”  and 
“Being  Well-groomed”  does  not  stop  with  the  clothes  you 
wear.  Time  is  also  spent  in  considering  the  subject  of 
“Homemade  Clothes”  versus  “Ready-made  Clothes.” 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  you,  as  it  was  to  me,  to  know 
that  at  least  one  pupil  has  recently  been  able  to  earn  some 
money  because  of  her  ability  in  sewing. 

My  aim  in  teaching  cooking  and  sewing  has  been  to 
present  the  fundamentals  of  both  subjects  as  thoroughly 
as  possible,  and  also  stress  the  importance  of  each  as 
associated  wdth  everyday  living.

REPORT  OF  THE 


AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Two  boys  of  the  five  who  graduated  from  the  Agricul- 
tural Department  last  year  are  now  engaged  in  farming, 
one  is  at  Stockbridge  School  and  two  have  returned  for 
post-graduate  work.  Our  enrollment  this  year  is  unusually 
high.  Applicants  for  the  3'ounger  group  have  exceeded  all 
possible  accommodations  in  our  classroom.  This  points  to 
a more  selected  group  in  the  future.  Selection  of  pupils 
to  meet  the  vocational  requirements  of  the  State  is  a diffi- 
cult task  for  both  the  director  and  the  instructor.  Director 
Dacey  is  meeting  this  task  in  a very  capable  manner. 

Regarding  the  requirements  for  admission : The  De- 
partment of  Vocational  Agricultural  Education  has  ruled 
that  applicants  must  be  seriously  interested  in  some  phase 
of  local  agriculture.  This  interest  must  be  shown  by  the 
pupil  and  supported  by  the  parent  or  guardian  in  a signed 
agreement.  Such  interest  often  involves  the  necessity  of 
a pupil  working  on  one  or  more  farms,  at  low  wages,  to 
acquire  skill  and  practice.  A written  code  also  prescribes 
that  the  solving  of  disciplinary  cases  is  not  a part  of  the 
agricultural  instructor’s  duty.  Such  cases  merit  discharge 
from  the  department. 

During  the  past  year  pupil-conduct  in  the  agricultural 
classes  has  shown  improvement.  Pruning,  grafting,  and 
other  class  subjects  have  been  successfully  carried  on 
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under  the  squad  system,  with  the  more  experienced  boys 
acting  as  squad  leaders.  Milk-testing  has  continued  to  be 
a valuable  service  rendered  by  the  department.  Soil  tests 
for  acidity,  nitrogen,  phosphorus,  and  potash  have  been 
made  on  several  farms  and  will  be  continued  on  others  in 
the  early  spring.  Judging  teams  were  entered  as  usual 
in  October,  at  the  State  College,  in  poultry,  fruit,  vgetable, 
ornamental  plant,  livestock  and  milk  judging.  All  of  these 
have  provided  valuable  experience  for  respective  groups. 

Throughout  the  year,  requests  have  been  received  by 
the  Agricultural  Department  for  boys  to  work  for  florists, 
gardeners,  and  poultry  men.  Pruning  and  grafting  jobs 
are  plentiful.  To  recommend  boys  for  such  work  involves 
responsibility.  A few  boys  have  been  recommended  and 
they  have  done  good  work.  Our  objective  is  to  increase 
the  number  of  such  cases. 

I sincerely  appreciate  your  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
work  of  the  Agricultural  Department,  and  this  appreciation 
extends  to  the  directors,  the  faculty,  and  to  our  advisory 
committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 


I'o  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  art  work  in  the  Agawam  public  schools  the  past 
year  has  been  planned  to  meet  the  following  educational 
objectives : 

1.  A clearer  understanding  of  subjects  studied, 
through  picture  making  and  handwork. 

2.  The  development  of  skill  with  the  hands  in  the 
use  of  common  materials. 

3.  A vehicle  of  expression  which,  as  a ‘'hobby”,  will 
lead  to  a worthy  use  of  leisure  time. 

4.  The  development  of  good  taste,  which  will  raise 
the  artistic  standards  of  future  American  producers 
and  consumers. 

5.  To  encourage  and  train  the  artistically  gifted  stu- 
dent to  contribute  his  talents  to  the  group  and  to 
the  community. 

To  these  ends,  courses  have  been  given  in  the  major 
fields  of  Freehand  Drawing  and  Painting,  Handicrafts. 
Commercial  and  Applied  Design,  and  Art  Appreciation  in 
both  the  Elementary  and  the  Junior-Senior  High  Schools. 
Many  projects  of  various  kinds  have  been  worked  out  as 
needs  or  interests  arose. 
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Trips  to  the  Springtiehi  museums  were  made  by  the 
Art  Appreciation  group  of  Senior  High  pupils,  and  we 
are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Cordelia  Sargent  Pond,  and  Miss 
Alargaret  Kendall  of  the  museum  staff  for  their  guidance. 

The  Agawam  Woman’s  Club  Art  Award  was  won  this 
year  by  Agnes  St.  Germain,  class  of  1938. 

As  much  work  is  done  in  the  Art  Department  for 
assemblies  and  extra-curricula  activities,  I would  recom- 
mend the  building  or  setting  aside  of  some  storage  space, 
where  these  pieces  of  scenery,  costumes,  decorations  and 
special  materials  could  be  saved  for  future  use. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  art  and  handiwork  was  held 
in  June.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Since  this  year  just  passed  marked  the  100th  anni- 
versary of  the  beginning-  of  music  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  America,  it  seems  fitting  that  some  mention  of 
it  be  made  in  this  report. 

It  was  Lowell  Mason  who  first  obtained  a reluctant 
permission  from  the  Boston  School  Board  to  teach  music 
in  the  Boston  public  schools  without  pay  and  with  very 
little  encouragement.  His  work  made  sufficient  impres- 
sion on  the  board,  so  that  they  retained  him  the  second 
year  with  a small  salary.  His  methods  were  very  much 
like  those  used  today,  which  exemplify  ‘‘the  thing  before 
the  sign”  as  well  as  other  ]:)rinciples  in  which  Mr.  Mason 
believed. 

From  that  day  to  this  is  a far  cry  and  the  progress 
made  in  music  education  is  truly  amazing.  Now  our  State 
Board  of  Education  requires  music  for  every  child  through 
the  ninth  grade,  and  elective  courses  in  the  high  school. 
Our  curriculum  in  Agawam  conforms  to  those  demands 
with  a well-rounded  course  of,  sight-reading,  appreciation, 
song-singing,  and  orchestral  work. 

I might  list  the  varied  activities  of  the  music  depart- 
ment but  I feel  that  they  are  well  known  to  the  towns- 
people, who  have  supported  the  various  concerts  and  have 
been  most  appreciative.  From  the  money  the  children 
earned  at  the  May  Festival  and  the  Operetta,  we  bought 
a trombone,  a clarinet,  a set  of  bugle  bells,  and  a triangle. 
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The  drums  and  another  school  trombone  have  been  re- 
paired. Children  who  use  these  instruments  learn  to  play 
them  at  school,  and  eventually  we  hope  to  own  instruments 
enough  so  that  Agawam  High  School  may  have  a band. 

I feel  that  the  success  attending  the  music  in  the 
Agawam  public  schools  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the 
faithful,  interested  and  efficient  service  of  the  grade  tea- 
chers in  the  elementary  schools.  To  them,  to  you  Mr. 
Phelps,  to  Mrs.  Backus  and  Mr.  Dacey,  I wish  to  express 
my  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE 


INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools; 

What  does  the  industrial  arts  department  do  for  the 
student  and  for  the  school?  This  question  may  well  be 
answered  by  a brief  report  on  what  our  department  has 
accomplished  for  the  first  four  months  of  this  school  year. 

When  school  opened  this  fall  our  principal  wanted  6 
new  benches  for  the  lunchroom  which  would  seat  36 
students.  These  benches  were  built  by  the  boys  of  our 
department  at  a cost  of  $17  which  effected  a saving  of 
approximately  $15  in  labor  alone. 

The  department  has  just  completed  9 new  bleachers 
for  our  gymnasium  which  will  seat  about  150  students. 
These  bleachers  were  built  at  a cost  of  $41.62.  Labor  again 
has  made  a saving  of  $35  to  our  school,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  practical  experience  gained  by  several  boys. 

Other  money  saving  projects  include  : 

1.  Repairing  of  12  large  bleachers  which  have  been 
in  service  for  over  10  years. 

2.  Building  school  scenery. 

3.  Repairing  12  music  stands  while  6 new  ones  are 
also  under  construction  for  the  school  orchestra. 

4.  Repairing  and  strengthening  school  chairs. 

5.  Making  new  equipment  and  repairing  older  equip- 
ment for  any  department. 
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All  of  these  projects  add  to  the  boys’  knowledge  ot 
handyman  activities.  The  boys  have  had  electric  wiring, 
metalwork,  woodwork,  and  woodfinishing  in  order  to  carry 
to  completion  the  projects  already  mentioned.  It  is  my 
belief  that  a boy  who  assists  in  making  school  equipment 
has  a greater  appreciation  of  its  value  and  will  take  greater 
pride  in  his  school. 

The  department  has  been  able  to  turn  back  $140.90  to 
the  town  treasurer  which  helps  to  pay  for  lumber  and  other 
supplies  which  were  bought  during  the  school  year. 

It  is  a definite  pleasure  to  realize  that  such  a depart- 
ment as  ours  can  provide  a real  saving  to  our  town 
through  the  making  of  good  school  projects.  Our  school 
committee  should  be  commended  on  the  fact  that  it  has 
see  fit  to  provide  us  with  a well  equipped  department  that 
enables  us  to  carry  on  our  training  in  industrial  arts.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOYS’  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  following  report  is  a resume  of  the  activities 
in  the  Bovs'  Phvsical  Education  Department  for  the  vear 
1938. 

With  the  changing  times,  the  value  r)f  this  department 
in  the  general  educational  program  has  become  increas- 
ingly important.  It  has  become  a definite  factor  in  helping 
the  individual  boy  find  his  place  in  our  everyday  life. 
Athletes,  as  a rule,  are  men  of  action  and  while  all  cannot 
be  athletes  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word,  it  has  been 
the  aim  of  this  department  to  olter  a program  such  that 
those  participating  can  absorb  some  of  the  values  and  en- 
thusiasms to  be  gained  in  gymnasium  contacts  and  athle- 
tic experiences.  Although  the  joy  of  achievement  comes 
to  those  who  specialiaze  and  perhaps  have  some  superior 
physical  advantage,  the  joy  of  physical  efifort  is  for 
every  boy.  That  is  the  fundamental  idea  behind  our  physi- 
cal education  program. 

Following  up  the  idea  that  the  younger  boy  needs 
the  discipline  of  routine  gymnasium  work,  the  junior  high 
school  program  involved  marching  and  calisthenics  as  well 
as  apparatus  work  and  group  games  during  the  winter 
months.  In  the  senior  high  school  the  formal  routine  was 
dispensed  with  except  in  instances  where  individual  boys 
required  or  desired  it.  The  thought  here  being  that  older 
boys  should  engage  in  such  sports  and  activities  as  are

easily  pleasurable,  with  the  prospect  that  these  can  be  car- 
ried on  and  enjoyed  later  in  life. 

Excellent  faculty  cooperation  aided  and  abetted  the 
intramural  and  interscholastic  program.  The  inter-room 
program  was  efficiently  supervised  by  Mr.  Wilkinson  and 
Mr.  Oulton  of  the  junior  high  faculty,  and  awards  were 
made  to  the  rooms  winning  championships.  Mr.  Reynolds 
again  coached  the  high  school  hockey  and  baseball  teams, 
while  my  duties  in  the  coaching  field  took  in  football,  bas- 
ket ball  and  track.  Mr.  Langlois  gave  valuable  assistance 
in  football  and  Mr.  Oulton  in  baseball.  All  faculty  mem- 
bers cooperated  in  detail  work  involved  in  the  running 
off  of  interscholastic  contests.  Championships  were  won 
in  baseball  and  track. 

The  real  value  of  interscholastic  games  lies  not  in 
championships  won,  however,  but  rather  in  the  pleasure, 
wider  social  contacts,  and  the  character  built  from  friendly 
competition  in  skill  and  strength  with  other  schools.

This  department  in  addition  to  general  relief  has  had 
charge  of  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children. 

The  case  load  has  remained  almost  the  same  during 
the  past  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  conditions  have  im- 
proved. This  is  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  many  of  our 
recipients  are  unable  to  find  work  on  account  of  age  or 
physical  handicaps,  some  are  kept  from  old  age  assistance 
or  W.  P.  A.  by  requirements  of  citizenship,  and  must  be 
taken  care  of  on  welfare. 

W.  P.  A.  workers  are  still  certified  in  this  office,  and 
while  there  has  been  a decided  reduction  in  quota  we 
have  been  very  fortunate  in  getting  assignments. 

The  present  policy  of  laying  off  people  who  have  been 
on  eighteen  months  has  affected  us  to  a great  extent,  and 
has  caused  a large  expenditure  for  aid  to  some  of  those 
who  could  not  find  employment. 

We  also  certify  young  men  for  the  C.  C.  C.  and  try 
to  find  work  for  any  town  residents  who  are  in  need. 

In  all  my  work  I have  had  splendid  co-operation  from 
all  of  the  town  officers  and  town  officials  for  which  I 
wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation.

Our  case  load  in  this  form  of  relief  has  shown  a steady 
increase,  and  is  likely  to  for  another  year  or  two  when  the 
Social  Security  plan  may  have  the  effect  of  easing  up  on 
this  load. 

The  reorganization  of  the  State  Welfare  Department 
has  caused  a great  deal  of  work  for  the  local  boards  espe- 
cially in  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Old  Age  Assistance, 
and  in  welfare  cases  that  are  unsettled.  The  state  has 
stopped  making  revisits  in  the  homes,  and  requires  more 
visits  made  by  the  cities  and  towns  which  of  course  is  an 
added  expense  to  these  communities.  The  clerical  work 
also  has  been  greatly  increased. 

As  there  has  been  so  much  in  the  papers  recently  about 
the  Federal  Grants  being  cut  off  if  the  persons  handling 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  in  the 
various  cities  and  towns  of  Massachusetts  are  not  placed 
on  Civil  Service,  it  seems  that  some  mention  ought  to  be 
made  of  that  in  this  report.  Considerable  work  and  time 
are  necessary  for  a town  to  comply  with  this  request  and 
it  would  be  impossible  for  us  or  any  other  town  in  the 
State  to  meet  the  needed  requirements  before  the  annual 
town  meeting.  The  officials  with  whom  the  supervisor 
has  discussed  this  matter  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  ex- 
tension of  time  will  be  given,  so  that  no  holding  up  of 
the  grants  will  take  place.  It  is  likely,  however,  that  we 
will  have  to  do  something  about  this  before  another  year, 
and  I will  consider  it  my  duty  to  keep  as  well  informed 
as  possible  on  any  rules  or  legislation  pertaining  to  this 
proposed  change.

Agricultural  Department 

Local  citizens  during  the  past  year  received  from  the 
Agricultural  extension  service  information  and  advice  on 
matters  of  livestock,  crop  production,  and  marketing,  wood- 
lot  improvement,  crop  pest  control,  animal  disease  control, 
and  in  some  cases  farm  financing.  Soil  Tests  were  also 
made  for  a number  of  local  farmers. 

Perhaps  of  outstanding  local  interest  was  the  informa- 
tion concerning  the  control  of  tobacco  blue  mold  given  to 
growers  of  this  crop,  and  the  information  concerning  the 
state  calfhood  vaccination  service  for  the  control  of  Bang^s 
disease  in  cattle. 

Forty-eight  farmers  were  enrolled  in  the  1939  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Program.  Messrs.  Ja'mes  Kerr, 
George  Porter,  and  James  Cesan  are  local  representatives 
on  the  District  Committee  for  this  program. 

Home  Bureau  Department 

Home  Bureau  work  in  Agawam  has  been  very  active 
during  the  year  with  nearly  400  women  participating  in  a 
dozen  or  more  different  projects.  Home  Furnishings, 
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hooked  rugs,  slip  covers,  chair  seating’,  and  various  nutri- 
tion projects  have  been  unusually  popular  and  well  at- 
tended. More  than  30  local  volunteer  leaders  have  g'iven 
of  their  time  in  helping  to  make  these  projects  of  value, 
and  some  45  meetings  were  held  during  the  year. 

4-H  Club  Department 

One  hundred  and  sixty  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled 
in  one  or  more  of  the  ten  club  projects  carried  on  in  Aga- 
wam during  the  year.  These  clubs  held  186  meetings  or 
demonstrations  and  were  conducted  by  some  20  volunteer 
leaders. 

Several  outstanding  awards  were  made  to  some  of  the 
Club  members  for  excellent  achievement  among  whom  are 
Albert  Christopher,  Wayne  and  Loren  Clark,  Noel  and 
Jean  Brown,  Mary  DePalma,  and  Prentiss  Jenks,  Jr.

The  Trustees,  who  also  act  as  Librarians  for  the  three 
libraries  in'  the  Town  of  Agawam,  submit  the  following 
report : 

The  libraries  at  Feeding  Hills  and  Agawam  Center 
have  placed  special  emphasis  upon  service  for  our  school 
children  during  the  year.  More  and  better  books  have  been 
purchased  for  their  use,  and  closer  cooperation  with  the 
schools  has  been  maintained.  Many  books  from  our 
shelves  have  been  placed  in  the  school  rooms,  where  their 
use  has  been  supervised  by  the  teachers.  Close  attention 
has  also  been  given  to  the  reading  for  State  Certificates, 
for  children  in  the  Fourth  through  the  Eighth  Grades.  A 
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certificate  is  given  to  those  who  read  five  approved  books. 
The  reading  of  twenty  books  on  the  list  entitles  a child 
to  the  Gold  Star  Certificate.  Several  children  have  re- 
ceived this  higher  award.  Feeding  Hills  Library  opened 
another  room  for  children’s  use  in  May,  at  a very  pleasant 
tea,  attended  by  about  fifty  people. 

Two  National  Youth  Administration  girls  have  again 
worked  with  Mrs.  Eva  S.  Kerr  in  the  library  at  Feeding 
Hills. 

Agawam  Library  observed  children’s  Book  Week  No- 
vember 11-18  this  year.  Books  especially  recommended  for 
children  were  on  display,  and  attracted  the  attention  of 
many  parents  whose  cooperation  the  librarians  so  earnestly 
desire. 

The  privilege  of  borrowing  books  from  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  has  been  made  the  most  of  by  all  three 
libraries.  North  Agawam  continues  to  make  use  of  the 
Italian  books  furnished  by  the  State.  Agawam  receives 
State  books  for  the  use  of  Polish  readers.  Feeding  Hills 
has  used  non-fiction  books  for  those  doing  special  reading 
in  connection  with  college  work. 

The  Librarians  also  receive  books  through  the  inter- 
loan-plan from  the  Springfield  City  Library. 

Agawam  Library’s  Penny-a-day  shelf  continues  to  be 
popular.  New  window  draperies  were  furnished  to  Aga- 
wam Library  by  the  Library  Association.

We  also 
cut  down  and  burned  hundreds  of  small  wild  cherry  trees.

Forestry  Department 


This  year  was  a poor  year  for  the  Forestry  Depart- 
ment. There  was  much  trimming  to  be  done  after  the 
hurricane,  and  several  dangerous  trees  had  to  be  removed. 
During  the  first  part  of  the  year  much  of  the  dangerous 
work  was  done  with  the  help  of  the  Welfare  Department 
and  local  climbers.  The  Forestry  Department  lacked  the 
proper  equipment  and  necessary  amount  of  money  to  han- 
dle this  work.  Considering  this  handicap  a good  job  was 
done.  All  claims  received  by  our  department  were  handled 
as  properly,  efificiently,  and  as  soon  as  was  possible.  A 
considerable  amount  of  tree  trimming,  removing  of  danger- 
ous trees,  and  some  tree  surgery  was  done  at  a very  low 
cost  to  the  town. 

There  is  still  a considerable  amount  of  work  to  be 
done.  It  is  also  important  that  a large  number  of  trees  be 
replaced,  if  we  are  to  consider  the  beauty  and  shade  of  our 
town  at  the  present  time  and  the  coming  generations. 

It  is  also  important  that  the  old  trees  be  properly  taken 
care  of  if  we  wish  them  to  beautify  our  highways  a few 
years  longer.  Trees  beautify  a town  which  in  turn  en- 
courages dwellers.  This  in  turn  promotes  the  welfare  of  a 
town.  So  it  is  appropriate  that  more  thought  be  given  to 
Forestry.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1939 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen  : 

The  following  is  a report  of  the  Highway  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1939; 

Poplar  St. — This  street  was  excavated  to  a width  of 
30  ft.,  gravelled  and  given  two  coats  of  tar  oil  between 
Springfield  St.  and  Garden  St.,  a distance  of  about  6/10 
mile  as  a semi-permanent  surfacing. 

Springfield  St. — Work  was  begun  very  late  in  the  year 
on  the  6 foot  widening  of  Springfield  St.  between  O’Brien’s 
Corner  and  Franklin  St.,  because  of  the  late  allotment  of 
Chapter  90  funds  by  the  State  to  cities  and  towns.  Due  to 
approaching  cold  weather  excavating  and  gravelling  only 
was  done,  stone  and  bituminous  binder  to  be  put  on  this 
section  of  Springfield  St.  during  the  Spring  of  1940  with 
the  remaining  Chapter  90  funds  on  hand.  Street  Railway 
tracks  formerly  were  in  this  widening  location. 

The  Railroad  Overpass  that  was  filled  in  on  Spring- 
field  St.  easterly  of  Feeding  Hills  Center  was  given  two 
coats  of  tar  oil  and  in.  trap  stone  finish.  The  Railroad 
Co.  was  only  obligated  to  put  this  road  back  in  the  same 
condition  that  existed  when  the  overpass  was  constructed. 

The  Railroad  Overpass  on  South  Westfield  St.  was 
given  the  same  surfacing  as  Springfield  St.  Overpass. 

Street  Signs — 110  street  markers  were  erected  in  Aga- 
wam during  1939  at  a very  low  cost.  These  pipe  standards 
were  set  in  concrete  bases  to  make  them  secure.  It  is 
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hoped  to  complete  this  work  in  1940  with  an  appropriation 
of  $250.00. 

About  100  stumps  remaining  in  various  sections  of  the 
town  from  the  September  1938  Hurricane  were  removed 
using  a special  appropriation  made  in  June  1939  for  this 
work. 

Twelve  new  sewer  connections  were  made  during 
1939  to  new  houses  or  houses  that  had  not  previously  con- 
nected to  existing  sewers. 

Surface  drainage  having  been  extended  on  many 
streets  since  1935,  a larger  appropriation  for  surface  drain- 
age is  required  to  keep  the  increased  number  of  catch 
basins  clean. 

A new  catch  basin  was  placed  on  the  northerly  side 
of  Springfield  St.,  between  Walnut  St.  and  the  Agawam 
Bridge  to  remove  water  that  drains  to  this  low  point  on 
Springfield  St. 

Chapter  90  funds  for  the  surfacing  of  Suffield  St.  from 
Adams  St.  to  South  St.  were  allotted  by  the  State  at  such 
a late  date  that  surfacing  could  not  be  done  this  year.  A 
large  concrete  pipe  culvert  was  placed  this  year,  the  head- 
wall  to  be  poured  and  the  surfacing  done  in  1940  with  re- 
maining funds  for  this  work. 

North  St. — With  maintenance  oiling  appropriations 
North  St.  was  penetrated  with  additional  tar  oil  and  given 
a in.  trap  stone  finish.  This  work  covered  a stretch 
2 3/10  miles  long  between  O’Brien’s  Corner  and  North 
Westfield  St. 

Mill  St. — 1 2/3  miles  of  Mill  St.  between  Springfield 
St.  and  Suffield  St.  was  penetrated  with  tar  oil  to  pre- 
serve the  surface. 

Shoemaker  Lane — 2 2/3  miles  of  this  street  between 
Suffield  St.  and  South  Westfield  St.  was  penetrated  with 
tar  oil  to  preserve  the  surface. 

Reed  St. — This  street  was  given  a coat  of  tar  oil  over 
the  entire  length,  1/3  mile  and  given  a 1/4  in.  trap  stone 
finish  surface  as  regular  maintenance  work. 
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Maple  St. — The  southerly  side  of  Maple  St.  where  car 
tracks  were  removed  was  excavated,  gravelled  and  given 
one  coat  of  tar  oil  during  1938  but  due  to  frost  conditions 
and  snow  the  last  application  of  oil  was  not  made.  During 
1939  this  section  between  O’Brien’s  Corner  and  Bridge  St. 
was  given  a second  coat  of  tar  oil  and  a 1/4  in.  trap  stone 
finish,  a distance  of  2/3  mile. 

North  St.  Railroad  Overpass  was  eliminated,  the  road 
straightened,  gravelled,  oiled  and  given  a 1/4  in.  trap 
stone  finish.  This  work  has  eliminated  a very  bad  curve 
on  this  street  where  many  bad  automobile  accidents  have 
occurred. 

The  following  streets  were  given  a coat  of  light  oil 
as  a dust  layer  and  binder  during  1939 — Federal  St.,  Moore 
St.,  Leonard  St.,  Homer  St.,  Kensington  St.  and  Rhodes 
Avenue. 

High  St.  was  excavated  30  ft.  in  width  gravelled  and 
given  two  coats  of  tar  oil  and  a 1/4  in.  trap  stone  finish 
as  a semi-permanent  surface  between  Walnut  and  Moore 
Streets. 

Original  proposed  appropriations  for  1940  by  the  State 
for  the  continuation  of  Springfield  St.  widening  as  Chap- 
ter 90  work  were  reduced  from  $2,000.00  to  $1,500.00  which 
will  mean  that  the  town  and  county  will  each  only  appro- 
priate a like  amount.

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REPORT  OF  W.  P.  A.  PROJECTS 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1939 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  a report  of  W.  P.  A.  Projects  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1939: 

Main  Street  Concrete  Sidewalk 

This  work  was  started  August  27,  1938  and  discon- 
tinued December  9,  1938,  due  to  frost  conditions  and  snow. 
Work  was  again  begun  April  21,  1939  and  completed  Sep- 
tember 7,  1939. 

During  1938  about  7,000  lin.  ft.  of  this  walk,  5 ft.  wide 
and  4 inches  thick,  was  built.  Aprons  to  driveways  were 
also  constructed  2 ft.  wide,  ten  ft.  long,  and  6 in.  thick. 
This  walk  at  driveways  was  constructed  6 in.  thick. 

During  1939  work  was  resumed  and  4,450  ft.  of  walk 
was  constructed  including  a walk  6 ft.  wide  and  105  ft.  long 
to  the  public  library  at  Agawam  Center.  Federal  labor 
cost  during  1939  was  $10,052.60.  The  Town  cost  was 
$4,484.77. 


Cooper  Street  Drainage 

This  project  for  the  construction  of  a surface  drain- 
age system  in  Cooper  St.  was  begun  Nov.  5,  1938;  1,100 
ft.  being  constructed  during  1938.  During  1939  the  re- 
maining 3,720  ft.  was  completed  and  two  culverts  of  in- 
sufficient size  and  length  were  replaced.  This  project  was 
completed  Sept.  7,  1939. 
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During  1939  Federal  expenditures  for  labor,  $32,917.81 ; 
materials,  $2,813.96.  The  Town  expenditures  for  1939  were 
$3,924.17. 

This  project  has  remedied  a very  muddy  condition  on 
Cooper  St.,  two  culverts  being  constructed  and  the  road- 
way raised  at  these  culverts  preventing  flooding  of  this 
street  at  these  two  points  at  times  of  thawing  or  heavy 
rainfall. 

Harding  and  Wilson  Streets  Sanitary  Sewers 

The  construction  of  sewers  on  these  two  streets  was 
begun  Dec.  10,  1938  and  completed  April  25,  1939. 

These  sewers  empty  into  the  Springfield  St.  Sewer 
constructed  during  1938  as  a W.  P.  A.  Project  and  furnish 
sanitary  sewer  facilities  to  these  two  streets.  They  are  of 
sufficient  depth  to  tie  in  with  a future  sewer  system  for 
North  St.,  a survey  and  plans  of  North  St.  having  been 
made  before  Harding  and  Wilson  St.  Sewers  were  con- 
structed. 

The  1939  Federal  expenditure  for  labor  was  $4,365.45. 
The  Town  cost  for  1939  was  $2,793.03. 

Main  Street  Repairs 

This  project  was  sponsored  by  the  Mass.  Dept,  of 
Public  Works  for  repairing  and  hardening  of  shoulders 
adjacent  to  the  concrete  road  on  Main  St.,  Agawam. 

Work  was  begun  Sept.  14,  1938  and  discontinued  Sept. 
21,  1938.  This  project  was  reopened  May  5,  1939  and  was 
completed  June  15,  1939. 

Federal  labor  cost  during  1939  was  $2,635.57.  State 
costs  for  materials  and  equipment,  unknown.  No  Town 
funds  were  required  for  this  work. 

Westerly  Extension  of  Adams  Street  6 in.  Water  Main 

This  water  main  was  extended  1,200  ft.  westerly  to 
Suffield  St.  and  then  600  ft.  southerly  and  1,200  ft.  north- 
erly on  Suffield  St.  Four  hydrants  were  placed  on  Suffield 
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St.  for  fire  protection.  Work  was  started  Feb.  20,  1939  and 
completed  April  21,  1939.  Seven  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
feet  of  6 in.  cast  iron  pipe  was  furnished  by  the  W.  P.  A. 
for  this  project. 

Federal  labor  cost  $5,193.36;  Federal  materials, 
$602.58;  Town  cost  $4,217.84. 

South  Street  Water 

This  project  was  completed  October  22,  1938  with  the 
exception  of  repairing  the  road  surface  which  was  frozen 
and  could  not  be  repaired  during  1938.  This  repair  work 
was  completed  June  24,  1939.  Town  expenditures  were 
$142.59  and  there  were  no  Federal  expenditures. 

Southwick  Street  Water 

This  project  was  completed  October  15,  1938  with  the 
exception  of  repairing  the  surface  which  was  frozen  and 
could  not  be  repaired  during  1938.  This  repair  work  was 
completed  June  24,  1939. 

Town  Cost — $248.12,  no  Federal  expenditures. 

Recreation 

During  1939  this  project  employed  an  average  of  seven 
people  for  supervising  recreational  and  educational  work 
in  Agawam.  During  cold  weather  this  project  operated  in 
the  Agawam  High  School  and  during  warm  weather  at 
Shea  Field,  Robinson  State  Park,  off  North  St.,  North  Aga- 
wam. 

Federal  expenditures  for  labor  $6,508.57.  Town  cost  for 
1939— $222.08. 


Sewing 

During  1939  this  project  employed  an  average  of  four- 
teen people  making  various  articles  of  clothing  that  were 
distributed  to  W.  P.  A.  employees,  persons  receiving  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Welfare  and  Mothers’  Aid  recipients,  and 
Soldiers’  Relief  cases. 
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The  articles  produced  by  this  project  were  sent  to  the 
Commodities  Distribution  Center  in  Springfield,  where 
some  of  this  clothing  plus  clothing  made  in  other  com- 
munities was  sent  to  Agawam  for  distribution. 

There  are  at  present  seventeen  people  assigned  to  this 
project  in  Agawam  and  there  is  a possibility  of  four  more 
certified  people  being  assigned  soon. 

This  project  used  materials  furnished  by  the  Govern- 
ment at  the  rate  of  $48.00  per  man  year  and  the  Town 
paid  for  materials  at  the  rate  of  $120.00  per  man  year.

Cooper  Street  Sanitary  Sewer  Extension 

This  project  started  at  a point  on  Suffield  St.  about 
750  ft.  north  of  Cooper  St.  and  was  constructed  to  Cooper 
St.,  then  westerly  through  Cooper  St.  to  Mill  St.,  a total 
distance  of  5,575  ft. 

All  pipe  for  this  project  excepting  6 in.  clay  pipe  for 
leads  to  residences  on  Cooper  St.  was  purchased  by  the 
Federal  government.  Brick  and  manhole  covers  were  also 
furnished  by  the  Federal  government. 

This  project  was  begun  Aug.  28,  1939  and  should  be 
completed  to  Franklin  St.  on  Mill  St.  before  June  1,  1940. 

In  some  sections  of  Suffield,  Cooper,  and  Mill  Sts.  it 
was  necessary  to  lay  pipe  at  a very  flat  grade  to  allow  a 
future  extension  of  this  sewer  to  Feeding  Hills  Center.  In 
the  sections  where  these  flat  grades  were  required,  13  foot 
lengths  of  asbestos  cement  pipe  was  used  to  lessen  friction 
and  increase  the  rate  of  flow  in  this  sewer  to  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Mass.  Dept,  of  Public  Health. 

Federal  labor  expenditures  till  Jan.  1,  1940 — $17,987.95. 

Federal  material — $3,418.06.  Sponsor’s  cost — $4,979.05. 
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Geodetic  Survey 

This  project  for  a complete  accurate  survey  of  town, 
street,  and  boundary  lines  was  begun  March  28,  1938  and 
was  temporarily  discontinued  Oct.  12,  1939  till  method  of 
procedure  for  this  work  is  revised  to  conform  with  stand- 
ard practices  of  all  towns  throughout  the  State.

As  most  short 
weights  in  the  sale  of  foodstuffs  are  directly  traceable  to 
natural  shrinkage  through  evaporation,  constant  inspec- 
tions and  tests  are  necessary. 
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The  work  of  this  department  has  always  been  on  a 
part  time  basis  with  barely  enough  compensation  to  pro- 
vide only  for  the  annual  sealing  of  weighing  and  measur- 
ing equipment  in  common  use,  but  our  Citizens  may  rest 
assured  that  this  office  will,  as  long  as  possible,  officiate 
to  the  full  extent  of  its  capabilities  in  maintaining  equity 
in  every  instance.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Agawam: 

The  year  1939  having  passed  into  oblivion  we  are  once 
more  standing  on  the  threshold  of  a new  year,  and  so  it 
behooves  us,  as  a Committee,  to  make  our  annual  tradi- 
tional report  to  the  Agawam  taxpayers. 

On  May  8,  1938,  the  taxpayers,  by  a unanimous  vote, 
appropriated  $145,000  for  the  erection  of  a new  school 
house  at  Agawam  Center,  substantially  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  presented  by  the  special  committee  on  school 
house  needs.  On  July  25,  1938,  the  Town  voted  the  sum 
of  $4000  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a certain  tract  of 
land  adjacent  to  the  Center  School  ground  to  be  used  for 
school  purposes.  Having  received  a P.  W.  A.  allotment 
of  approximately  $80,000,  the  Town  was  able  to  get  a 
$185,000  school  building  for  a little  over  $100,000.  The 
new  school  was  ready  for  use  when  school  opened  in  Sep- 
tember, with  an  initial  enrollment  of  nearly  30  more  pupils 
than  were  registered  the  preceding  year.  This  school  is 
without  a doubt  the  most  modern  and  the  most  efficiently 
equipped  of  any  school  in  this*  section.  We  have  felt  for 
some  years  that  if  Agawam  Center  had  the  proper  school 
facilities,  it  would  attract  many  newcomers  to  that  part 
of  our  Town.  The  number  of  new  homes  being  built  in 
that  section  seems  to  bear  out  our  prediction. 

The  new  Suffield  High  School  having  been  opened,  we, 
of  course,  lost  the  revenue  obtained  from  their  tuition.  It 
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might  be  of  interest  to  note  in  passing  that  our  High 
School  set-up  was  pretty  thoroughly  gone  over  by  their 
Building  Committee  and  their  Superintendent.  Whether 
they  incorporated  any  Agawam  features  in  their  school 
we  are  unable  to  say,  but  we  do  know  that  they  took 
from  our  faculty  George  Reynolds  to  head  their  Wood 
Working  Department.  We  shall  miss  Mr.  Reynolds  but 
we  all  join  in  wishing  him  all  kinds  of  luck  in  his  new 
position. 

Our  last  school  budget  was  cut  $2000.  By  dropping 
one  teacher  at  North  Agawam  and  by  the  practice  of  strict 
economy  along  all  lines  we  were  able  to  keep  within  the 
sum  allotted  to  us.  However,  we  will  have  to  have  a 
larger  appropriation  for  1940  if  we  are  to  maintain  the 
present  standard  of  efficiency  in  our  schools..  There  are 
certain  items  in  our  budget  that  are  fixed,  such  as  fuel 
and  insurance,  while  others  may  vary  from  time  to  time, 
like  tuition.  The  matter  of  tuition  is  going  to  be  a real 
problem  for  your  Committee  this  coming  year.  With  the 
opening  of  the  new  Trade  School  in  Springfield  we  ex- 
pect there  will  be  a large  number  of  pupils  from  Agawam 
who  will  wish  to  go  there,  and  it  is  possible  that  bill  may 
amount  to  $4000.  At  the  present  time  we  have  no  way 
of  checking  on  that.  We  could  probably  retain  many  of 
them  in  our  school  system  by  setting  up  a course  in  House- 
hold Arts.  It  would  not  be  very  expensive  to  the  Town, 
as  we  would  receive  a large  part  of  the  teacher’s  salary 
back  from  the  State.  We  are  sure  that  there  are  many 
girls  in  our  High  School,  not  preparing  for  college,  who 
would  welome  such  a course. 

Our  blanket  policy  of  insurance  seems  to  be  working 
out  very  well  and  the  new  building  at  Agawam  Center 
has  been  included  in  the  plan.  We  now  have  far  more 
adequate  coverage  than  under  the  old  “hit  or  miss”  scheme, 
and  we  know  how  much  it  will  cost  us  from  year  to  year. 

In  our  last  report  we  spoke  of  the  desirability  of  a 
closer  relation  between  parents  and  teachers.  During  the

past  year  we  have  heard  of  many  conferences  between 
parents  and  teachers.  When  teachers  and  parents  get  to- 
gether and  talk  over  a pupil’s  attitude  and  marks  in  a 
friendly,  tactful  way  all  concerned  must  benefit  thereby. 

We  would  like  to  speak  once  more  of  the  need  of  more 
land  adjoining  our  High  School  property  for  use  in  play- 
ground and  athletic  activities.  There  have  been  several 
narrow  escapes  from  serious  injury  in  football  games  when 
a player  was  tackled  and  thrown  into  the  bleachers.  A 
strip  10  or  15  feet  wide,  if  more  could  not  be  obtained, 
along  one  side  of  the  present  property  would  permit  the 
moving  of  the  seats  back  from  the  field  of  play.  In  case 
some  one  was  seriously  injured,  it  would  raise  a question 
as  to  who  was  responsible. 

At  our  High  School  the  women  teachers  have  a rest 
room,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  only  fair  to  the  men  on 
the  faculty  that  a room  be  provided  for  their  use  also. 
We  feel  that  this  matter  should  be  taken  care  of  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment. 

We  wish  to  thank  parents,  pupils  and  teachers  for 
their  loyal  support  in  the  past  and  we  hope  for  a continu- 
ance of  the  same  in  1940.

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Chart  I presents  the  enrollments  of  the  twelve  grades 
in  the  Agawam  schools  over  a period  of  fifteen  vears. 
For  purposes  of  organization  the  twelve  grades  are  divided 
into  two  types  of  schools,  namely:  The  Elementary  School 
comprises  Grades  I-VI ; the  Junior-Senior  High  School, 
otherwise  known  as  the  Secondary  School,  comprises 
Grades  VII-XIL 

In  1926  there  were  1035  pupils  in  the  Elementarv 
School  and  450  pupils  in  the  Secondary  School.  In  1940 
we  find  829  pupils  in  the  Elementary  School  and  782  pupils 
in  the  Secondary  School.  A study  of  the  chart  shows  also 
that  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  enrollments  in 
the  Secondary  School  since  1926  and  that  there  has  been 
a steady  decrease  in  Elementary  School  enrollments  since 
1933.  It  will  be  noted  also  that  in  1933  there  were  1800 
pupils  in  our  total  enrollment,  and  that  747  of  these  pupils 
were  enrolled  in  the  Secondary  School.  In  1940  there  is  a 
total  enrollment  of  1611  pupils  with  782  of  these  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  Secondary  School.  In  other  words,  we 
have  today  a larger  Junior-Senior  High  School  from  a 
total  school  enrollment  of  1611  than  was  the  case  in  1933 
when  our  total  enrollment  was  1800. 
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The  following  graph  presents  this  situation  in  more 
vivid  form.

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You  have  two  reservoirs.  Reservoir  No.  1 feeds  into 
Reservoir  No.  2.  In  Reservoir  No.  1 the  pupil  level  was 
very  high,  reaching  1035  in  1926.  In  Reservoir  No.  2 in 
1926  the  pupil  level  was  rather  low,  registering  at  450. 
In  1940  the  level  of  Reservoir  No.  1 has  dropped  206 
points  and  now  stands  at  829 ; while  the  level  of  Reservoir 
No.  2 has  gone  up  332  and  now  registers  782.  At  a 
glance,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  present  registration  levels 
of  the  two  reservoirs  are  nearly  equal.  This  fact  has  signi- 
ficant implications  relative  to  the  costs  of  education,  the 
curriculum  in  the  secondary  school,  and  the  problem  of 
guidance. 


COSTS  OF  EDUCATION 
The  upkeep  of  Reservoir  No.  1 and  its  contents  is 
much  less  than  the  upkeep  of  Reservoir  No.  2 and  its  con- 
tents. Over  the  fifteen-year  period  the  average  cost  per 
pupil  unit  in  Reservoir  No.  1 has  been  $68.  During  the 
same  period  the  average  cost  per  pupil  unit  in  Reservoir 
No.  2 has  been  $98.  Stated  from  another  viewpoint,  we 
find  that  there  has  been  a decrease  of  20%  in  the  Elemen- 
tary School  enrollments  over  the  fifteen-year  period;  dur- 
ing the  same  time  there  has  been  an  increase  of  74%  in 
the  number  of  Secondary  School  pupils.  This  greater 
number  of  Secondary  School  pupils  maintained  at  such  a 
greater  expense  per  pupil  has  kept  the  costs  of  education 
from  declining  (although  there  has  been  a decrease  in  total 
enrollments)  as  much  as  might  have  been  expected.  There 
has  been,  however,  a decrease  in  the  costs  of  education, 
especially  since  1931.  In  that  year  there  were  1073  pupils 
in  the  Elementary  School  and  the  total  number  of  teachers 
under  employment  in  the  entire  school  system  was  65. 
The  school  budget  for  that  year  was  $156,450.  In  1939 
there  were  836  pupils  in  the  Elementary  School  and  the 
total  numbe'r  of  pupils  in  the  entire  school  system  was 
1596.  There  were  58  teachers  under  employment  for  this 
year.  The  school  budget  for  1939  was  $145,000.  The 
$11,450  difference  between  these  two  budgets  is  accounted 
for  in  the  main  by  the  fact  that  seven  fewer  teachers  are 
employed  in  the  Elementary  School  in  1939.  (Mention 
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should  be  made,  however,  that  the  High  School  teachers 
in  most  cases  are  working  for  less  salary.)  There  has  been 
no  change  in  the  number  of  teachers  employed  in  the 
Secondary  School  over  the  nine-year  period,  although 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  140  pupils  in  the  enrollment 
of  that  school. 

We  have  noted  that  the  upkeep  of  Reservoir  No.  1 
is  much  less  than  is  the  case  in  the  upkeep  of  Reservoir 
No.  2.  Someone  may  ask  for  the  reason  of  this  condition. 
The  answer  is  the  same  in  all  towns  and  cities  of  the 
United  States:  the  caretakers,  that  is  the  teachers  of 
Reservoir  No.  2,  receive  higher  wages  than  is  the  case 
with  the  caretakers  of  Reservoir  No.  1.  There  are  more 
compartments  in  Reservoir  No.  2,  such  as: — Gymnasium, 
Household  Arts  Room,  Auditorium,  Industrial  Arts  Shops, 
Chemical  and  Physics  Laboratories,  etc.,  all  of  which  are 
more  costly  to  equip  and  service. 

The  question  may  be  asked,  will  the  level  of  Reservoir 
No.  2 continue  to  rise?  It  is  probable  that  the  maximum 
height  has  been  reached  in  Reservoir  No.  2.  This  Reser- 
voir is  fed  from  Reservoir  No.  1,  and  the  supply  feeding 
No.  1 has  been  decreasing  for  the  past  fifteen  years  and 
has  now  become  somewhat  stabilized.  The  flow  to  Reser- 
voir No.  2 will  remain  about  the  same,  unless  some  move- 
ment unloreseen  shouid  divert  some  of  the  contents  of 
Reservoir  No.  1 into  other  channels. 

CURRICULUM 

This  74%  increase  of  pupils  has  brought  to  pass  grave 
questions  in  regard  to  the  curriculum  of  the  high  school. 
i his  curriculum,  from  times  traditional,  has  been  deter- 
mined in  a large  degree  by  the  college  entrance  require- 
nienis.  Vvhenever  a new  subject  was  proposed  for  the 
high  school  the  pertinent  question  was:  Will  the  colleges 
accept  this  work  for  entrance  credit?  This  attitude  has 
kepL  many  new  subjects  ti om  taking  root  in  the  high  school 
piogram.  Ihe  time  when  pupiis  could  take  the  traditional 
pie^^iioed  oiierings  oi  the  high  school,  or  if  displeased 
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with  them  leave  school,  has  passed  into  history.  Pupils 
cannot  leave  school  now  if  they  so  desire.  Where  could 
they  go?  They  are  with  us  to  stay  until  they  are  18  or  19 
years  of  age.  In  place  of  the  selected  group  of  1926  we 
now  have  the  total  mass  of  pupils  of  secondary  school 
age,  in  which  body  there  are  all  degrees  and  shades  of 
aptitudes  and  abilities.  We  must  provide  a curriculum 
adapted  to  this  unselected  group,. 

In  Agawam,  we  have  recognized  this  changing  candi- 
tion  and  have  added  a course  here  and  there,  now  and 
then,  to  meet  this  problem  in  some  measure.  General 
Mathematics,  new  courses  in  the  Social  Studies,  a course 
in  Agriculture,  and  new  courses  in  Art  have  come  into  the 
curriculum  since  1926.  There  is  need  of  more  such 
courses,  and  at  this  time  a course  in  Household  Arts  for 
girls  is  recommended.  Such  a course  would  be  vocational 
in  nature  and  would  meet  the  needs  of  a significant  group 
of  our  girls. 

Five  years  ago  we  revised  the  curriculum  of  our  ele- 
mentary schools  and  there  is  need  now  of  another  re- 
vision. During  the  winter  term  of  1940  we  propose  to  take 
up  that  job.  We  hope  that  we  have  reached  the  point  of 
progress  where  we  no  longer  regard  the  curriculum  as 
so  much  adamant  upon  which  the  pupils  must  dance  with 
awkward  and  faltering  steps,  but  as  a living  force  in  which 
the  boys  and  girls  can  live  and  move  and  have  their  be- 
ing. As  a basis  for  building  the  curriculum  we  are  asking 
ourselves  this  question,  what  would  we  like  to  make  of 
these  boys  and  girls?  This  question  is  too  often  lost  sight 
of  in  the  humdrum  of  every  day  procedure  in  schoolroom 
teaching.  We  must  no  longer  shout,  my  subject!  my  sub- 
ject! my  subject! — nothing  else  avails;  but  we  must  insist 
the  pupil ! the  pupil ! the  pupil ! — he  must  prevail. 

As  a sort  of  preamble  to  our  course  of  study  we  are 
restating  the  fundamental  objectives  of  education,  which 
were  formulated  about  twenty  years  ago  and  as  yet  have 
not  been  improved  upon  by  the  additions  and  subtractions 
of  many  learned  educators.  In  brief,  our  preamble  is  as 
follows : 
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(1)  We  would  like  our  pupils  to  be  healthy  in  body 
and  mind  and  to  be  mindful  also  that  the  events  of  every- 
day challenge  their  safety. 

(2)  We  wish  them  to  master  the  fundamental  sub- 
jects, viz.,  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Spelling,  etc., 
in  so  far  as  each  pupil  is  capable  of  so  doing.  And  we 
hold  that  most  of  our  pupils  can  achieve  that  mastery 
providing  we  present  such  subjects  in  their  proper  setting, 
and  providing  also  we  use  the  proper  amount  of  sensible 
drill. 


(3)  We  wish  them  to  prepare  themselves  for 
citizenship  in  our  democracy  by  making  them  aware  of 
the  responsibilities  of  such  an  office,  and  of  giving  them 
the  opportunity  of  practicing  said  responsibilities  while 
they  are  in  our  midst. 

(4)  We  desire  that  the  school  shall  contribute  to  the 
peace  and  happiness  of  the  home,  and  wherever  possible 
we  will  plan  to  bring  the  school  and  the  home  together 
for  mutual  help  to  achieve  worthy  home  and  school  mem- 
bership. 

(5)  We  wish  them  to  be  sound  in  character  and 
pleasing  in  manner,  and  we  will  endeavor  to  create  a 
school  atmosphere  which  will  foster  the  growth  of  char- 
acter and  strengthen  the  personality  of  our  charges. 

(6)  We  realize  that  in  these  days  of  so  much  leisure 
time  there  is  great  need  of  encouraging  and  directing  the 
recreational  aspirations  of  our  pupils,  in  the  hope  that 
they  will  be  more  alert  and  interested  in  life  because  of 
their  increased  powers  of  appreciation. 

(7)  And  finally,  we  would  wish  them  to  realize  the 
value  of  work  and  the  need  of  definite  preparation  for  a 
vocation. 

We  hope  to  keep  these  guiding  objectives  in  mind, 
not  only  as  we  prepare  our  curriculum  but  also  on  each 
day  as  we  meet  our  pupils  in  our  classrooms. 
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GUIDANCE 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  our 
secondary  schools  has  brought  to  the  front  the  important 
problem  of  guidance.  When  there  were  other  outlets  for 
pupils  besides  the  high  school,  this  problem  in  so  far  as 
the  school  was  concerned  was  somewhat  in  the  back- 
ground. Secondary  education  is  not  properly  orientated 
to  the  larger  portion  of  these  boys  and  girls ; no  more  so 
is  the  country  at  large  properly  orientated  to  them  as  re- 
gards placements  in  jobs.  This  problem  must  be  met  and 
solved  and  it  is  apparent  that  our  Federal  government  is 
about  to  take  the  problem  in  hand.  There  are  some  general 
principles  of  guidance  which  we  may  consider  valuable 
for  all  times  and  should  be  reflected  in  all  ctirriculums. 


When  guidance  is  mentioned,  at  once  we  think  of 
high  school  pupils  and  the  job.  Important  as  guidance  is 
in  that  school,  it  is  far  more  important  in  the  elementary 
school.  It  is  in  the  elementary  school  that  habits  are 
formed  and  temperaments  matured  which  carry  on  through 
life.  There  is  no  magic  in  guidance.  The  waving  of  a 
wand  will  not  dissipate  the  mistakes  of  past  years.  What 
principles  of  guidance  should  we  take  note  of  at  this  time? 

1.  The  more  pupils  - have  done  for  them,  beyond  a 
certain  point,  the  less  they  can  do  for  themselves. 

2.  No  one  can  do  just  what  he  wants  to  do  in  life. 
Unpleasant  tasks  are  a prominent  part  of  life.  For  pupils 
to  do  something  that  they  dislike  to  do,  and  do  it  well, 
is  very  valuable  training  in  guidance,  (a)  It  trains  initia- 
tive (b)  It  increases  confidence  (c)  It  gives  real  satisfac- 
tion. 

3.  Pupils  should  be  taught  that  they  cannot  play 
their  way  through  life. 

4.  Home  work  is  valuable.  Pupils  cannot  idle  their 
way  through  life. 
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5.  Gifted  children  should  be  encouraged  to  develop 
their  natural  talents,  but  not  at  the  expense  of  other  fun- 
damental educational  objectives. 

6.  There  are  no  short  cuts  in  gaining  an  education ; 
in  school, — patience,  practice  and  persistence  are  the  by- 
words. Drill  is  necessary.  The  teacher  should  make  dribs 
interesting  rather  than  dull. 

7.  In  character  building,  honesty  is  the  keystone. 
Teachers  should  stress  its  importance  and  its  many  rami- 
fications in  a guidance  program.  . 

8.  Self-control  is  the  foundation  of  a good  personality. 
Self-control  is  conditioned  on : — plenty  of  sleep ; sufficient 
exercise ; proper  food  habits ; and  cultivation  of  hobbies. 

9.  Guidance,  to  a high  degree,  depends  upon  the  con- 
fidence which  the  teacher  inspires.  Teachers  should  win  and 
retain  the  confidence  of  their  pupils.  Confidence  cannot 
be  won  and  retained  by  force,  but  it  can  be  secured  in 
many  cases  by  the  sympathetic  interest  of  the  teacher  in 
the  needs  and  problems  of  the  child. 

CONCLUSION 

In  this  report  I have  attempted  to  show  that  the 
changing  enrollments  of  the  two.  schools  in  Agawam  have 
influenced  the  costs  of  education,  have  precipitated  desir- 
able changes  in  the  curriculum,  and  have  brought  into 
prominence  the  problem  of  guidance.  Because  of  these 
factors  the  parents  of  the  children  in  the  schools,  the  teach- 
ers of  the  children,  and  the  children  themselves  are  cer- 
tain to  become  more  school  minded  than  ever  before.  Such 
a situation  will  prove  very  helpful  in  solving  to  some  de- 
gree the  problems  now  confronting  those  who  administer 
the  schools.

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REPORT  OF  fflGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  ; 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  education  prepares  one 
for  life — a process  through  which  one  is  trained  not  only 
to  earn  his  living  but  also  to  participate  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent in  life,  and  to  readjust  himself  to  constantly  chang- 
ing economic  and  social  situations.  Education,  then,  in 
such  a complex  civilization  ought  not  be  confined  to  ex- 
tremely narrow  limits  but  should  be  general  in  nature.  A 
broad  educational  background  is  a valuable  preliminary  to 
specific  training  in  any  vocation. 

Public  schools  were  instituted  for  the  purpose  of  offer- 
ing to  all  young  people  the  educational  and  social  heritage 
rightfully  theirs  in  a democracy.  Educators  have  a double 
responsibility;  aiding  each  person  to  attain  a more  perfect 
individuality;  and,  in  addition,  guiding  him  into  his  proper 
place  in  society. 

In  order  that  pupils  may  gain  the  most  possible  profit 
from  an  educational  system,  there  must  be  a program  of 
guidance  to  aid  each  individual  in  choosing  courses  of 
study  which  are  comprehensible  to  his  intelligence  level 
and  which  will  be  of  most  benefit  in  his  later  life.  The 
most  effective  guidance  programs  are  coordinated  with  a 
highly  diversified  curriculum.  Choice  of  individual  sub- 
jects dependent  upon  content  appeals  to  the  range  of  in- 
terests and  mental  capacities. 

The  guidance  program  of  this  school  has  been  ad- 
ministered by  the  several  home-room  teachers  and  by  the 
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principal.  Deductions  are  based  upon  the  specific  interests 
of  the  individual,  the  result  of  intelligence  and  achievement 
tests,  and  grades  received  in  subjects  of  the  curricula.  The 
system  has  been  successful  within  its  limitations,  but  the 
addition  of  subjects  comprehensible  to  the  group  with 
limited  abilities  would  strengthen  it  greatly. 

Since  the  organization  of  our  school  the  pupils  have 
had  a scholastic  standard  which  has  been  better  than 
average.  Records  of  our  graduates  in  the  business  world 
and  in  institutions  of  advanced  learning  have  justified 
pride  in  them.  Last  year  was  no  exception,  as  the  honor 
rolls  have  attested : ten  tweifth-year  students  (one  more 
than  last  year’s  number  in  a class  of  nine  fewer)  were 
awarded  Pro  Merito  honors  because  they  maintained  an 
average  of  85%  or  better  in  all  their  subjects  during  three 
consecutive  years.  As  this  is  the  highest  scholastic  honor 
that  the  school  bestows,  I feel  that  the  recipients  of  the 
award  should  have  their  names  included  herein,  accord- 
ingly they  follow : Ruth  Cesan,  Robert  Healy,  Millicent 
Lavoie,  Lillian  Levesque,  Irene  Nacewicz,  Edward  Shea, 
Norma  Swanson,  Paul  Tatro,  Janet  Wheeler  and  Anna 
Wylie.  These  students  were  presented  with  the  nationally 
recognized  pin  during  an  assembly  program  at  which  the 
guest  speaker  was  Lieutenant  Creighton  Abrams,  a grad- 
uate of  Agawam  High  School  with  Pro  Merito  honors  and 
also  a graduate  of  West  Point  Military  Academy. 

Extra-curricular  activities,  as  their  name  would  denote, 
supplement  the  regularly  scheduled  subjects  of  the  cur- 
riculum. They  are,  however,  becoming  increasingly  more 
important  in  all  schools..  They  present  an  opportunity 
for  the  presentation  of  certain  activities  which  otherwise 
could  not  be  introduced.  In  most  cases  pupils  in  all  in- 
telligence levels  may  participate  in  extra-curricular  activi- 
ties with  the  same  degree  of  success;  the  result  being  that 
pupils  who  become  discouraged  through  lack  of  ability  to 
excel  in  academic  presentations  very  often  regain  their  con- 
fidence and  improve  generally  in  school  citizenship.  The 
program  offered  this  year  was  organized  on  the  basis  of 
appeal  to  the  greatest  number. 
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Achievements  most  deserving  of  praise  follow: 

Norma  Blackburn  won  second  prize  in  the  state 
oratorical  contest  of  the  Forensic  League  at  Gro- 
ton on  March  31. 

The  “Agawam  Mirror”  won  second  place  in  a 
national  contest  sponsored  by  Columbia  Scholastic 
Press  Association. 

High  School  orchestra  won  second  prize  in  a 
contest  open  to  high  schools  of  New  England  at 
the  Eastern  States  Exposition.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I review  the  happenings  of  my 
first  full  year  in  office.  Because  of  the  spirit  of  friendli- 
ness and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  you,  Mr.  Phelps,  the 
school  committee,  the  faculty  and  the  student  body,  it  has 
been  a happy  period  of  my  life  and,  I hope,  a period  of 
favorable  growth  for  the  school.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Health 
Department  of  the  town  schools. 

Dr.  Wheeler’s  medical  inspection  found  the  follow- 
ing: Number  of  children  examined,  1754;  number  having 
no  defects,  811;  enlarged  tonsils,  308;  defective  teeth,  655; 
enlarged  glands,  298;  poor  nutrition,  216;  poor  posture,  94; 
heart  murmurs,  28 ; anemia,  7. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  activities  of  the 
school  nurse  during  the  year: 

Home  visits,  416 

Number  of  children  weighed,  1686 
Number  of  visits  at  High  School,  161 
Number  of  visits  at  Grammar  Schools,  318 
Number  of  health  inspections,  1468 
Number  of  pupils  taken  to  physicians,  16 
Number  of  pupils  taken  for  eye  examinations,  12 
Number  of  appointments  for  eye  examinations,  23 
Number  of  pupils  taken  to  hospital,  13 
Arrangements  made  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  ade- 
noids, 27 

Taken  to  Westfield  Sanatorium  for  X-Ray,  12 
Infectious  diseases  reported  for  the  school  year: 
whooping  cough,  9;  scarlet  fever,  5;  chicken  pox,  36; 
measles,  54. 
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Dr.  R.  C.  Merrill  conducted  Dental  Clinics  in  all  of 
the  schools.  All  the  pupils  who  attended  were  examined, 
and  upon  consent  of  parents  treatments  were  given.  Den- 
tal certificates  were  given  to  children  needing  no  dental 
work  done. 

Eight  children  were  again  taken  to  Camp  Frederick 
Edwards — four  on  July  24  and  four  on  August  21. 

On  June  12th  the  regular  vaccination  clinic  was  held 
with  Dr.  D.  R.  Wheeler,  the  school  physician,  officiating 
— 78  pupils  were  vaccinated.  The  check-up  clinic  was  held 
on  September  21st,  at  which  25  more  children  were  vac- 
cinated. 

On  October  20,  23,  24,  25  and  26  we  were  given  the 
use  of  the  State  Audiometer — 645  children  from  the  third 
grade  on,  who  had  never  had  the  test  before,  were  tested, 
and  on  November  9,  10,  23  and  24  retests  were  given,  as  260 
children  showed  hearing  loss  on  the  first  test.  Notices 
were  sent  home  for  children  showing  hearing  loss  on  the 
retest. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of 
tuberculosis  in  High  School  children  was  held  in  Decem- 
ber. On  December  5th,  upon  signed  consent  of  the  parents, 
386  children  were  tested.  Of  the  children  126  reacted. 
Those  who  reacted  were  X-rayed  and  21  were  given  physi- 
cal examinations  by  Dr.  Hauser  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health.  These  21  children  were  added  to  our 
follow-up  lists  and  will  be  rechecked  again  next  year. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  splendid  coopera- 
tion received  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  year  experiments  in  the  cooking  labo- 
ratory have  been  carried  on  by  students  of  the  Junior  High 
School  one  day  out  of  each  week  as  in  previous  years.  The 
time  allowed  for  each  group  has  averaged  one  hour  and 
this  fact  has  governed  the  type  of  work  to  be  done. 

In  planning  and  presenting  the  lessons  I have  had 
the  following  aims  : — 

(1)  To  acquaint  girls  with  the  kitchen  and  its  equip- 
ment. 

(2)  To  emphasize  the  importance  of  cleanliness, 
accuracy,  economy  and  systematic  methods. 

(3)  To  teach  preparation  of  wholesome  foods  and 
their  uses  in  the  body. 

(4)  To  teach  and  encourage  the  use  of  proper  combi- 
nations of  Food. 

(5)  To  teach  Table  Setting  and  Serving;  also  Table 
Etiquette. 

(6)  To  encourage  pupils  to  participate  in  home  activi- 
ties. 

Since  we  have  no  text  book  for  class  use  each  student 
is  required  to  keep  a loose-leaf  note  book  with  recipes 
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which  are  given  out  before  the  class  lesson.  It  has  been 
due  to  the  excellent  co-operation  of  the  commercial  depart- 
ment that  we  have  the  mimeographed  recipe  sheets  for 
each  pupil  of  the  cooking  classes. 

The  sewing  work  has  been  planned  with  these  aims 
in  view : 

(1)  To  teach  how  to  make  the  essential,  or  founda- 
tion stitches  used  in  sewing;  how  to  train  the 
hands  to  use  the  needle,  thimble  and  scissors,  and 
how  to  train  the  eye  to  discern  the  correctness  of 
every  stitch,  to  measure  distance  and  to  keep  a 
precise  or  even  line. 

(2)  To  teach  care  and  use  of  sewing  machine. 

(3)  To  teach  that  cleanliness,  neatness,  persever- 
ance, judgement,  accuracy,  and  imagination,  as 
well  as  skill  in  construction  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary. 

(4)  To  create  a desire  for  development  of  taste  and 
discrimination  in  dress  and  appreciation  of 
beauty. 

As  the  older  girls  in  the  Sewing  Classes  finish  some 
articles  of  clothing  such  as  a blouse,  skirt  or  dress  it  is 
exhibited  for  a short  time,  before  they  wear  it,  in  the  sew- 
ing room.  I can  not  help  but  notice  the  encouragement 
and  enthusiasm  which  this  exhibition  inspires  among  the 
elementary  classes. 

Results  from  classes  of  previous  years  have  been 
demonstrated  by  young  girls  of  the  seventh  grade  who 
wore  dresses  made  by  older  sisters. 

The  annual  exhibits  were  held  in  the  Cooking  and 
Sewing  Rooms  last  June.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  past  year  has  been  a year  of  important  activity 
and  progress  for  the  agricultural  department.  With  an  in- 
creased enrollment  of  new  members  we  had  nine  enrolled 
in  the  study  of  orcharding  and  small  fruit  culture,  fourteen 
in  poultry,  fifteen  in  gardening  and  ten  in  animal  hus- 
bandry. Last  year’s  graduates  are  engaged  in  full-time 
agricultural  work:  Romeo  Borgatti  in  floriculture,  Milton 
Clark  in  poultry,  and  Rogers  Adams  in  animal  husbandry. 

After  winning  second  highest  honors  in  the  State  pub- 
lic-speaking contest,  Roger  Adams  completed  one  of  the 
best  field-corn  projects  on  our  records.  Mario  Giorgi,  by 
winning  a Regional  Showmanship  Contest  at  Eastern 
States  brought  honors  to  Massachusetts.  However,  our 
progress  is  not  marked  by  individual  records  alone,  but 
rather  by  a full  participation  in  a more  extensive  program. 
At  the  annual  Interscholastic  Judging  Contests  at  Amherst 
we  entered  regular  coached  teams  in  six  different  contests. 
Class  work  has  covered  milk-testing,  soil-testing,  brooding 
of  chicks,  vaccinating  flocks,  and  the  grafting  of  new  com- 
mercial varieties  of  apples  into  our  local  orchards. 

Principal  Dacey  has  stated  that  he  wants  the  agri- 
cultural department  to  be  conducted  along  the  same  high 
standards  of  efficiency  that  the  other  departments  of  our 
school  are  conducted.  This  is  my  sentiment,  and  in  addi- 
tion I am  anxious  to  see  the  agricultural  boys  take  more

seriously  to  their  academic  work,  for  it  is  evident  that  suc- 
cessful agriculturists  of  the  future  will  be  those  who  have 
shown  a serious  regard  for  the  study  of  economic  and 
scientific  problems. 

Our  agricultural  department  is  fortunate  in  having  one 
of  the  most  faithful  advisory  boards  in  the  State ; the  mem- 
bers have  given  their  continuous  eflforts  and  support  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  department.  We  are  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  Hampden  County  Improvement  League  which 
provides  outstanding  Farm  Bureau  activity  and  the  most 
efficient  Agricultural  Extension  Service.  With  more  in- 
dividual support  for  these  agencies,  and  with  continued  co- 
operation between  them,  greater  progress  is  certain. 

Thanking  you,  the  school  committee,  the  advisory 
board,  and  our  faculty  for  continuous  support.

Department.  Routine  work  went  smoothly  and  well,  and 
concerts  were  unusually  successful.  Some  outstanding 
programs  were  the  High  School  Festival,  The  Elementary 
School  Song  Fest,  Recital  for  Graduation,  Competition 
at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition  (A.  H.  S.  Orchestra 
placed  second  and  won  $40.00),  High  School  Operetta, 
‘‘The  Outlaw  King”,  and  Christmas  Carols  in  all  the 
schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  my  annual  report  I hope  to  point  out  some  of  the 
highlights  of  our  department  for  the  past  year. 

Our  annual  exhibit  was  held  in  the  gymnasium  dur- 
ing commencement  week.  Many  favorable  comments  were 
heard  as  a result  of  this  exhibit.  Some  of  the  work  shown 
included  samples  of  printing  which  is  done  under  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  Baker  in  the  seventh  grade.  All  of  this 
printing  is  done  by  hand  on  a small  press  using  rubber 
type.  This  particular  press  has  saved  the  school  many 
dollars  during  the  last  few  years;  as  all  our  athletic  and 
other  school  posters  are  made  on  this  press,  as  well  as 
tickets  for  all  school  affairs.  The  exhibit  also  included 
such  projects  as  ladders,  boats,  bookcases,  tables,  desks, 
cabinets,  lamps  of  wood  and  Keene  cement,  and  many 
novelties. 

As  usual  we  have  cooperated  with  other  departments 
in  the  school  by  repairing  old  equipment  and  making  new 
equipment. 

One  project  which  we  take  particular  pride  in  is  the 
new  bleachers  erected  on  the  south  side  of  our  athletic 
field  to  match  the  set  which  had  previously  been  con- 
structed on  the  north  side.  Through  the  cooperation  of 
the  selectmen  we  were  able  to  get  lumber  from  the  old 
center  school.  The  boys  in  the  department  worked  faith- 
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fully  in  preparing  the  boards,  cutting,  making  braces, 
painting,  and  assembling  in  order  to  get  the  bleachers 
ready  for  our  “big  game.”  Much  credit  for  the  construc- 
tion of  these  bleachers  must  be  given  to  our  head  janitor, 
Mr.  Jasper  DeForge,  who  took  full  charge  of  the  outside 
work  and  construction. 

These  bleachers  which  will  seat  well  over  500  people, 
were  built  for  less  than  $50  (for  hardware),  and  it  is  being 
quite  conservative  to  say  they  are  worth  $600.  Many 
thanks.  Selectmen,  Mr.  Phelps,  and  School  Committee  for 
supporting  a much  needed  addition  to  our  athletic  field. 

The  departments  have  been  able  to  turn  $173.68  over 
to  the  town  treasurer  this  year. 

I feel  that  the  main  purposes  of  the  department  are 
cultural,  practical,  guidance  to  trades  and  exploratory  ex- 
periences, but  in  carrying  out  these  objectives  we  are 
able  to  make  quite  a saving  to  the  town  by  repairing  all 
old  equipment  and  constructing  new  equipment.

BOYS’  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  a resume  of  the  boys’  physical  edu- 
cation department  program  for  the  past  year. 

All  students  physically  fit  were  assigned  to  gymna- 
sium work  two  periods  a week,  as  advocated  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  Lockers  and  towels  were  provided 
to  assure  a certain  hygienic  efficiency. 

Particular  emphasis  was  given  to  the  junior  high 
school  program,  involving  marching,  calisthenics,  appara- 
tus work,  games,  etc.  The  idea  here  being,  that  while 
such  a program  cultivated  a constructive  and  progressive 
physical  growth,  an  equal  if  not  greater  value  lay  in  the 
discipline  and  cooperative  factors  involved  in  such  group 
activity. 

In  the  high  school  program  this  plan  diminished  and 
the  idea  that  each  boy  be  given  an  equal  opportunity  to 
compete  in  sports  in  graded  squads  was  put  into  effect.  In 
this  way,  playing  and  learning,  they  acquired  some  of  the 
values  heretofore  only  realized  by  those  playing  on  the 
high  school  athletic  teams. 

Interscholastic  competition  in  football,  basketball, 
baseball  and  track  found  Agawam  well  up  with  the  sec- 
tional leaders.  The  football  and  track  squads  received 
special  recognition  for  their  fine  records. 

In  closing,  let  me  express  my  appreciation  again  to 
all  those  who  have  cooperated  with  this  department  in 
the  various  phases  of  its  program,  and  a personal  tribute 
to  Mr.  Raymond  Montagna,  a new  member  of  the  faculty, 
who  so  capably  assisted  me  with  the  football  squad  this 
past  fall.

June  10,  1940 

Article  1.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  to 
submit  a Plumbing  Code  for  the  Town  of  Agawam. 

The  committee  appointed  to  submit  a Plumbing  Code 
reported  as  follows : 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH  REGULATIONS 

Section  1.  No  pipes,  tanks,  faucets,  valves,  or  fixtures 
by  and  through  which  waste  water  or  sewage  is  used  or 
carried,  shall  be  placed  in  any  building  except  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  pre- 
scribe, and  upon  a permit  being  first  issued  therefor  by  said 
Board  of  Health,  or  such  person  or  persons  as  the  board 
may  designate.  Application  for  such  permits  shall  be  made 
to  the  Board  of  Health  upon  blanks  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose by  said  board,  which  shall  contain  a statement  of 
the  work  to  be  performed,  location  of  building,  and  names 
of  the  persons  for  and  by  whom  the  work  is  to  be  done. 
Each  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  express  conditions  to  be  set  forth  in  such  per- 
mit, that  all  work  done  under  it  shall  be  done  in  a thor- 
ough and  workmanlike  manner,  and  all  directions  of  the 
Board  of  Health  relating  to  such  work  and  all  provisions 
of  statute  or  ordinance  relating  to  plumbing  shall  be  com- 
plied with. 

Section  2.  In  all  cases  where  the  drainage  system  of 
any  building  is  required  to  be  or  has  been  constructed  un- 
der a permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health,  no  person 
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shall  proceed  to  construct,  add  to  or  alter  any  portion  of 
the  drainage  system  of  such  building  (except  solely  by 
way  of  repairs)  until  there  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Health  a notice  or  written  description  of  the  work 
to  be  performed.  No  person  shall  commence  work  upon 
such  drainage  or  plumbing  until  the  plans  are  approved 
by  said  board.  After  a plan  has  been  approved  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  no  alteration  of  the  same  shall 
be  made  without  permission  in  writing  from  the  Board 
of  Health. 

Section  3.  An  inspector  of  plumbing  who  shall  be 
called  upon  to  examine  any  work  under  the  statutes  or 
ordinances  relating  to  plumbing,  shall  be  notified  when 
such  work  is  ready  for  inspection,  and  all  work  must  be 
left  uncovered  and  convenient  for  examination  until  ex- 
amined and  approved. 


RULE  1. 

Every  plumber,  before  doing  any  work  in  a building, 
shall,  except  in  the  case  of  repair  of  leaks,  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  upon  blanks  for  that  purpose,  an 
application  for  a permit,  and,  if  required  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  a plan  or  sketch  of  the  work  to  be  performed ; 
and  no  such  work  shall  be  done  in  any  building  without 
a written  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health,  or  authorized 
agent.  “Repair  of  leaks”  shall  mean  such  repairs  as  are 
necessary  to  protect  property,  but  do  not  involve  any 
extensive  change  in  construction. 

RULE  2. 

A.  The  plumbing  of  every  building  shall  be  separate- 
ly and  independently  connected  outside  the  building  with 
the  public  sewer,  if  such  sewer  is  provided,  or  with  a 
proper  and  sufficient  private  drain  or  sewer  laid  outside 
of  the  building,  and,  if  a sewer  is  not  accessible,  with  a 
proper  cesspool.  Several  buildings  may  have  a common 
sewer  connection  if  such  connection  is  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Health  and  the  Superintendent  of  sewers. 
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B.  Pipes  or  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  covered  or 
concealed  from  view  until  approved  by  the  Inspector  of 
Plumbing,  who  shall  examine  or  test  the  same  within  two 
working  days  after  notice  that  they  are  ready  for  in- 
spection. Plumbing  shall  not  be  used  unless,  when  rough- 
ed in,  the  wastes,  vents,  and  back-air  pipes  and  traps 
are  first  tested  by  water  or  sufficient  air  pressure  in  the 
presence  of  an  inspector,  when  such  testing  is  practicable. 

RULE  3. 

A.  Drain  and  connecting  ventilation  pipes,  vents,  and 
back-air  pipes  shall  be  sufficient  size,  and  made  of  medium 
or  extra  heavy  cast-iron  pipe  if  under  ground,  and  if  above 
ground  shall  be  made  of  medium  or  extra  heavy  cast-iron, 
galvanized  wrought  iron  of  standard  weight,  or  of  brass 
pipe,  within  the  building,  except  that  lead  pipes  may  be 
used  for  short  connections  when  exposed  to  view.  Cast- 
iron  drains  shall  extend  not  less  than  five  (5)  feet  from 
the  inside  face  of  wall,  beyond  and  away  from  the  build- 
ing. Cast-iron  pipes  shall  be  sound,  cylindrical,  and 
smooth,  free  from  cracks  and  other  defects,  of  uniform 
thickness,  and  of  the  grade  known  to  commerce  as 
“medium  or  extra  heavy”. 

B.  Fittings  on  wrought-iron  vent  or  back-air  pipes 
shall  be  galvanized,  recessed,  cast-iron  threaded  fittings. 
Fittings  for  waste  or  soil  or  refrigerator  waste  pipes  of 
wrought-iron,  or  brass  pipe  shall  be  galvanized  cast-iron, 
or  brass  recessed  and  threaded  drainage  fittings,  with 
smooth  interior  waterway  and  threads  tapped,  so  as  to  give 
a uniform  grade  to  branches  of  not  less  than  one-quarter 
of  an  inch  per  foot.  All  joints  on  wrought-iron  or  brass 
pipe  shall  be  screwed  joints  made  up  with  red  lead,  and 
any  burr  formed  in  cutting  shall  be  carefully  reamed  out. 

C.  Drain  pipes  above  ground  shall  be  secured  by 
irons  to  walls,  suspended  from  floor  timbers  by  strong 
iron  hangers,  or  supported  on  brick  piers.  Proper  clean- 
out should  be  flush  with  floor  level  to  reach  cleanouts 
and  traps.  Every  drain  pipe  shall  have  a fall  of  not  less 
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than  one-quarter  inch  per  foot,  and  shall  be  extended  from 
a point  five  feet  outside  the  inside  face  of  the  wall,  un- 
obstructed, to  and  through  the  roof,  undiminished  in  size, 
and  to  a height  not  less  than  two  feet  above  the  roof,  and 
not  less  than  one  foot  above  the  top  of  any  window  with- 
in ten  feet,  and  not  less  than  eight  feet  above  the  roof  if 
the  roof  is  used  for  drying  clothes,  or  as  a roof  garden. 
The  drain  pipe  shall  be  supplied  with  a Y-fitting  and  a 
taper  screw  clean-out  or  with  an  iron  stopper,  on  the  di- 
rect run,  at  or  near  the  point  where  the  drain  leaves  the 
building.  All  connections  with  horizontal  or  vertical  pipes 
shall  be  made  with  Y-branches.  Saddle  hubs  shall  be  used 
only  if  welded.  At  the  base  of  each  vertical  pipe  line,  and 
in  both  old  and  new  work,  a Y-fitting  shall  be  placed, 
provided  with  a taper  screw  clean-out,  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Health. 


RULE  4 

A.  Where  soil-pipe  extensions  or  other  vent  pipes 
pass  through  the  roof,  such  pipes,  if  less  than  four  inches 
in  diameter,  shall  be  increased  to  four  inches  below  the 
roof,  and  a durable  and  tight  roof  connection  made  of  16 
ounce  copper  or  lead.  No  pipe  extensions  on  the  drainage 
system  shall  be  less  than  four  inches  when  passing  through 
the  roof.  All  vents,  four  inches  or  larger  in  diameter,  will 
require  no  increaser. 

B.  The  minimum  diameter  of  soil  pipes  permitted 
is  four  inches.  A vertical  waste  pipe  into  which  a line 
of  sinks  discharges  shall  be  at  least  two  inches  in  diameter. 
Joints  on  cast-iron  pipes  shall  be  packed  with  oakum,  run 
with  molten  lead,  thoroughly  caulked,  and  made  gas  and 
water  tight. 

C.  Each  drainage  system  shall  have  at  least  one  four- 
inch  extension  through  and  above  the  roof,  but  other  ex- 
tensions may  be  of  suitable  size,  not  less  than  one  and 
one-half  inches,  to  amply  protect  traps  from  back-pressure 
or  siphonage.  Connections  with  lead  pipes  to  waste,  soil, 
or  vent  pipes  of  iron  shall  be  made  with  brass  connections 
properly  soldered,  screwed,  or  caulked  to  the  iron. 
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RULE  5. 


Every  building  used  for  habitation  shall  have  such 
number  of  water  closets  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  re- 
quire; every  building  where  persons  are  employed,  shall 
have  at  least  one  water  closet  for  every  fifteen  persons  em- 
ployed therein,  and  in  any  building  where  persons  of  both 
sexes  are  employed,  separate  accommodations  shall  be 
furnished  for  both  men  and  women.  Every  inclosure  con- 
taining one  or  more  water  closets  shall  be  provided  with 
adequate  ventilation  to  the  outer  air,  either  by  window  or 
by  a suitable  air  shaft.  No  water  closet  shall  be  set  in 
any  room  or  apartment  that  has  not  a window  having  an 
area  of  at  least  three  square  feet  opening  directly  to  the 
external  air  or  air  shaft,  unless  there  is  a vent  pipe  not 
less  than  six  inches  in  diameter.  All  water  closets  here- 
after constructed  shall  be  supplied  with  water  from  a spe- 
cial tank  not  used  for  any  other  purpose,  unless  permission 
to  use  special  apparatus  has  been  first  obtained  from  the 
Board  of  Health.  Water  closets  requiring  a lead  bend 
connection  under  the  floor  shall  have  a cast-brass  floor 
plate,  properly  soldered  to  the  bend.  Such  water  closets 
shall  not  be  set  up  on  connected  until  the  soldered  joint 
on  floor  plate  has  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  in- 
spector of  plumbing. 


RULE  6. 

A.  Each  fixture  shall  have  an  effectual  trap  placed 
within  three  feet  six  inches  of  its  outlet,  and  which,  if  of 
a kind  and  in  a position  liable  to  be  siphoned  or  rendered 
ineffectual  by  air  pressure,  shall  be  protected  therefrom 
by  a properly  constructed  vent  pipe  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  of  Health.  The  use  of  a single  trap,  if  efficient, 
may  be  permitted  for  two  adjoining  fixtures  consisting  of 
two  sinks,  two  sets  of  wash  trays,  a wash  bowl  or  bath 
tub,  or  one  set  of  wash  trays  and  sink.  The  outlet  from 
each  fixture  shall  enter  the  trap  separately.  All  traps 
shall  be  easily  accessible  and  provided  with  a cleaning 
screw.  Traps  with  covers  depending  upon  putty  connec- 
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tions  to  make  them  water  or  gas  tight  are  prohibited. 
Every  fixture  trap,  except  those  for  water  closets  and  slop 
hoppers,  shall  have  a seal  of  at  least  three  inches.  Round 
traps  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter  and 
eight  inches  long  and  made  of  eight-pound  lead.  Where 
alterations  or  additions  are  made,  if  the  traps  already  in- 
stalled lack  a two  inch  seal,  new  traps  shall  be  installed 
with  the  required  seals,  unless  the  old  ones  are  back- 
vented.  In  case  of  fixtures  situated  in  a position  where 
the  traps  are  subject  to  siphonage  or  back-pressure,  a 
special  back-air  pipe  shall  be  installed  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Health.  All  water  closets  except 
those  situated  as  an  upper  fixture  shall  be  provided  with 
a relief  pipe  to  prevent  siphonage,  said  pipe  to  be  of  two- 
inch  bore  if  thirty  feet  or  less  in  length,  and  shall  be 
increased  one  diameter  for  each  thirty  feet  in  excess  or 
fraction  thereof.  The  continuation  of  a soil-pipe  stack  past 
an  upper  water  closet  or  any  single  isolated  fixture,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  trap  ventilation. 

B.  If  built-in  tubs  are  installed  they  must  have  in- 
dividual traps. 


RULE  7. 

A.  The  weight  of  lead  waste  pipe  shall  conform  with 
the  following  table : 

1- inch  waste  not  less  than  2 lbs.  per  foot. 

waste  not  less  than  2)4  lbs.  per  foot. 

1^-inch  waste  not  less  than  3 lbs.  per  foot. 

2- inch  waste  not  less  than  4 lbs.  per  foot. 

3- inch  waste  not  less  than  5 lbs.  per  foot. 

4- inch  waste  not  less  than  8 lbs.  per  foot. 

All  lead  bends  shall  correspond  in  weight  with  cor- 
responding waste  pipe  sizes.  All  lead  traps  shall  cor- 
respond in  weight  with  lead  pipe  of  corresponding  dia- 
meters. 

B.  Wooden  sinks  or  wash  trays  are  prohibited  unless 
rendered  impervious  to  water.  Waste  pipes  from  recep- 
tacles in  which  food  or  provisions  are  stored,  shall  not  be 
directly  connected  with  a drain,  soil,  or  other  waste  pipe, 
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and  in  every  case  there  shall  be  an  open  tray  or  sink  be- 
tween such  receptacle  and  the  drain. 

C.  Drip  of  overflow  pipes  from  safes  under  fixtures 
or  from  tanks,  shall  be  extended  to  some  open  place  where 
the  outlet  may  be  seen,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  drip,  over- 
flow pipe,  or  steam  exhaust  be  connected  directly  with  a 
soil  vent,  or  waste  pipe.  A steam  exhaust  shall  drip 
through  a suitable  steam  trap  and  cooling  coil  or  tank. 

RULE  8. 

A.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
special  conditions  arise  that  render  it  impracticable  to  com- 
ply with  all  the  provisions  herein  specified,  modifications 
may  be  allowed,  provided  the  premises  are  left  in  a sani- 
tary condition.  The  decision  of  the  Board  shall  be  final 
in  regard  to  such  modifications,  and  the  fact  of  a varia- 
tion of  the  letter  of  the  regulations  being  allowed  in  any 
one  case  shall  not  in  any  sense  be  considered  a precedent 
for  any  other  case.  Application  to  and  permission  from 
the  Board  of  Health  shall ‘first  be  obtained  before  any  vari- 
ations can  be  performed. 

B.  All  work  already  constructed,  or  which  may  be 
hereafter  constructed,  relating  to  the  plumbing  or  drainage 
system,  shall  be  open  for  examination  and  inspection,  and, 
if  found  faulty  and  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  shall 
be  reconstructed  in  a manner  satisfactorv  to  the  Board  of 
Health. 

C.  In  buildings  where  the  plumbing  was  done  pre- 
vious to  the  adoption  of  these  regulations,  any  changes  or 
alterations  shall  be  made  as  the  Board  of  Health  shall  deem 
necessary  for  the  health  of  its  occupants. 

D.  All  septic  tanks  shall  come  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board  of  Health  or  the  plumbing  inspector. 

E.  All  domestic  hot  water  tanks  installed  must  have 
approved  safety  relief  valves,  and  all  circulating  pipes  from 
heaters  to  tanks  shall  be  of  copper  tubing  or  brass  pipe. 
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F.  Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  violation  thereof,  and  whoever  being 
a licensee  for  plumbing  violates  any  statute,  ordinance,  or 
regulation  of  the  Board  of  Health  relating  to  plumbing 
shall  be  subject  to  have  his  license  revoked  by  the  Board 
of  Health  as  said  Board  may  determine.

REPORT  OF  THE  AGENT  OF 

The  Welfare  Department 


As  in  previous  years,  this  department  has  had  charge 
of  Old-Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  as 
well  as  general  relief. 

Our  case  load  in  September  of  1940,  was  the  lightest 
in  many  years,  and  the  seasonal  increase  this  winter  is 
not  so  great  as  usual  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  a large 
number  of  unskilled  workers  for  whom  we  were  able  to 
find  outdoor  employment  have  been  able  to  continue  work- 
ing because  of  the  open  winter.  A heavy  fall  of  snow 
would  cause  loss  of  work  to  these,  but  anyone  who  had 
shop  experience  and  was  physically  able  has  found  work, 
and  we  have  helped  many  of  these  to  get  placed  in  in- 
dustry. W.  P.  A.  workers  are  certified  here  as  well  as 
C.  C.  C.  boys. 

During  the  year,  the  board  and  the  agent  together 
with  the  selectmen  spent  a great  deal  of  time  trying  to 
get  the  town  approved  for  the  Federal  Food  Stamp  Plan, 
and  before  this  report  is  published,  we  hope  the  plan  will 
be  in  operation.  This  is  going  to  make  us  a lot  of  extra 
work,  but  ought  to  bring  more  business  to  our  grocers  and 
furnish  hundreds  of  our  people  with  extra  food  at  no  addi- 
tional cost  to  them.

This  form  of  aid  has  increased  while  general  relief 
has  eased  up,  but  the  case  load  has  not  shown  so  great 
a gain  as  in  1938  or  1939. 

More  work  on  each  individual  case  is  necessary  due 
to  such  close  supervision  by  the  State  and  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and  also  due  to  the  numerous  reports  necessary. 
We  have  tried  to  do  as  the  law  requires,  and  since  we 
have  accepted  the  State  Department’s  suggestions,  and 
our  relationships  with  them  have  been  most  agreeable,  con- 
sequently, they  have  helped  us  in  many  ways.  By  meet- 
ing all  requirements  at  all  times  in  regard  to  work  done 
and  reports  made  we  have  been  able  to  get  additional 
Federal  Grants  to  help  take  care  of  the  added  expense. 

To  comply  with  the  ruling  of  the  Social  Security 
Board,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  had  all 
welfare  workers  connected  with  Aid  to  Dependent  Child- 
ren or  Old-Age  Assistance  take  Civil  Service  examinations 
last  summer,  but  the  results  are  not  yet  known.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


Board  of  Fire  Engineers 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen : 

It  is  with  g-reat  pleasure  that  we  are  able  to  report 
having  had  another  year  of  extremely  small  fire  loss. 

Eighty-one  of  the  one  hundred  thirty-three  fire  calls 
were  for  grass  or  brush ; many  were  needless.  In  the  fires 
that  endangered  buildings  of  a total  assessed  value  of  over 
$75,000  the  losses  were  less  than  $6,000  nearly  all  covered 
by  insurance. 

In  regards  the  report  made  by  the  Municipal  Protec- 
tion Department  of  the  New  England  Eire  Insurance  Rat- 
ing Association,  although  these  recommendations  would 
put  the  town  in  the  Class  A insurance  rate,  to  fulfill  all 
the  recommendations  would  be  a very  expensive  item,  pos- 
sibly totaling  well  over  a million  dollars.  However  we 
should  remember  some  of  these  recommendations  must  be 
started  soon  or  the  town  will  be  put  in  a lower  class  rate 
than  we  now  have  with  a corresponding  rise  in  our  insur- 
ance rates. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  purchased  a forty  foot 
aluminum  ladder  for  the  North  Agawam  station,  and  a 
thirty-five  foot  aluminum  ladder  for  the  Feeding  Hills  sta- 
tion. Both  of  these  are  of  the  three  piece  folding  type. 
Aluminum  ladders  may  be  a new  article  to  many  people. 
We  find  after  careful  study  they  have  a rated  strength 
twice  that  of  wood  of  equal  weight,  and  are  being  used 
in  many  fire  departments. 
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We  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  firemen  and  their 
officers  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  services  they  have  ren- 
dered.

Agricultural  Work 

The  agricultural  service  to  local  citizens  during  the 
year  included  soil  testing,  information  and  advice  on  farm 
financing,  crop  pest  control,  livestock  disease  control,  crop 
production  and  marketing,  agricultural  engineering  or 
construction,  rodent  control,  farm  management,  woodlot 
improvement,  and  general  agricultural  information. 

A number  of  farmers  participated  in  the  Agricultural 
Conservation  program  and  adopted  practices  for  improv- 
ing their  hayland  and  pasturage  and  conserving  soil  fer- 
tility in  accordance  with  the  recommended  practices. 


Home  Bureau  Work 

There  was  a very  excellent  response  from  a large 
number  of  women  in  Agawam  to  very  many  Home  Bureau 
projects  offered  during  the  year.  Nearly  200  women  par- 
ticipated in  eleven  different  projects  which  were  directed 
by  twenty-one  local  leaders  and  committee  members.  In 
all  there  were  twenty-five  meetings  or  demonstrations  held 
for  these  various  groups  and  the  County  Home  Demon- 
stration Agents  made  thirty-three  home  visits  by  request. 
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4-H  Club  Department 


During  the  year  there  were  180  4-H  Club  members  en- 
rolled in  the  Town  of  Agawam.  These  members  parti- 
cipated in  ten  different  projects  directed  by  twenty-five 
leaders.  They  held  135  meetings  or  demonstrations. 

There  were  several  outstanding  Club  members  in  the 
Town,  including  Albert  Christopher  who  was  a member 
of  the  champion  poultry  judging  team  that  participated  at 
the  Exposition  in  Atlantic  City.  Members  of  the  Cackle 
and  Crow  poultry  club  won  more  than  forty  prizes  at 
various  shows  and  Expositions.  Prentiss  Jenks,  Jr.,  owned 
the  champion  Guernsey  at  the  Blandford  Fair  and  the  Re- 
serve Champion  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition,  while 
Lee  T.  Jenks  took  the  honors  for  raising  the  Champion 
Baby  Beef  shown  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition  in  all 
classes. 

A canning -club  led  by  Mrs.  Marion  Pond  distinguished 
itself  by  taking  a larger  number  of  ribbons  and  prizes  in 
proportion  to  its  membership  than  any  other  club  in  the 
County.

Forestry  Department 


This  department  is  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  first 
time  in  several  A^ears  182  large  elm  trees  were  sprayed 
during  the  month  of  July,  and  many  large  dangerous  trees 
were  removed  from  our  highways  before  they  could  cause 
serious  damage  to  property  and  possibly  to  citizens.  We 
were  also  called  out  after  several  storms  to  remove  large 
sections  of  trees  and  limbs  which  were  broken  and  ob- 
structing the  highways.  Much  heavy  trimming,  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  light  trimming,  bolting,  and 
cementing  of  cavities  was  also  carried  out  during  the  year. 

It  is  most  urgent  at  the  present  that  many  trees  be 
planted  to  make  our  town  more  attractive.  Several  sec- 
tions of  our  town  are  with  only  a few  or  no  trees  at  all. 

We  hope  that  in  the  future  our  budget  will  not  be*  so 
limited  and  that  this  department  will  be  able  to  do  more 
and  better  work.  We  also  hope  that  the  time  will  come 
when  this  work  can  be  done  as  a full  time  job,  and  not 
just  part  time  as  it  is  at  present. 

In  conclusion,  this  department  invites  the  citizens  of 
this  town  to  share  their  tree  problems  with  us  and  we 
in  turn  will  do  our  best  to  handle  these  problems  as  quickly 
and  as  efficiently  as  possible.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1940

Gentlemen ; 

The  following  is  a report  of  W.  P.  A.  Projects  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1940: 

Mill  Street  Sanitary  Sewer  Extension 

This  sewer,  an  extension  of  the  Cooper  St.  Sewer, 
was  extended  during  1940  for  a distance  of  2275  feet  with 
10"  asbestos  cement  pipe;  325  feet  remaining  to  complete 
this  portion  of  the  project  to  a point  easterly  of  Kensington 
St.  The  asbestos  cement  pipe  used  for  this  work  was 
furnished  by  the  W.P.A.  This  type  of  pipe  was  required 
due  to  flat  grades,  and  is  the  only  type  pipe  that  would 
be  approved  by  the  Mass.  Dept,  of  Public  Health  for 
grades  as  flat  as  these.  Pipe  used  for  the  above  work  was 
furnished  b}^  the  Federal  government  to  the  value  of 
$1,706.25.  The  Federal  government  also  furnished  brick 
for  manholes  at  a value  of  $259.43.  This  work  was  tem- 
porarily discontinued  August  22,  1940,  to  begin  work  on 
Bondi’s  Island  Intercepting  Sewer.

River  Road  Intercepting  Sewer 

This  sewer  was  begun  June  3,  1940,  as  soon  as  the 
level  of  the  Connecticut  River  was  low  enough  not  to 
require  pumping  of  water  from  the  trench.  Eleven  of  the 
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sixteen  waterproof,  reinforced  concrete  manholes  to  be 
constructed  between  Leonard  and  Main  Streets  were  com- 
pleted up  to  Dec.  31,  1940.  A concrete  headwall  was 
constructed  at  the  temporary  outlet  of  this  sewer,  a 
future  pumping  station  site.  2868  lin.  ft.  of  10"  asbestos 
cement  pipe  was  furnished  by  the  Federal  government  at 
a cost  of  $2,151.  The  balance  of  2752  ft.  were  purchased 
by  the  Town  of  Agawam.  The  Federal  government  also 
furnished  400  barrels  of  cement  worth  $1,100.00.

Plans  are  now  complete  and  a project  approved  for 
the  remainder  of  the  River  Road  intercepting  sewer  from 
near  Leonard  St.  to  School  St. 

Bondi’s  Island  Sewer  Across  Westfield  River 

Work  was  started  on  this  line  to  connect  Sufifield  St. 
and  North  Agawam  with  the  sewage  disposal  plant  of 
the  City  of  Springfield,  on  August  19,  1940,  at  time  of 
low  water.  1881  feet  of  bituminous  wrapped  and  lined  10" 
steel  pressure  pipe  with  Dresser  couplings  was  laid  from 
the  headchamber  of  the  disposal  plant  to*  the  westerly 
property  line  of  the  City  of  Springfield.  Then  1530  feet 
of  10"  asbestos  cement  sewer  pipe  was  laid  to  the  bank 
of  the  Westfield  River.  Two  chambers  for  automatic  air 
release  valves  were  constructed  on  this  line,  valves  are 
on  hand  to  be  placed  when  this  line  begins  operation.  The 
asbestos  cement  pressure  pipe  for  this  sewer  line  was 
furnished  by  the  Federal  W.P.A.  at  a cost  of  $1,473.39. 

A contract  for  crossing  the  Connecticut  River  with 
3063^  feet  of  10"  cast  iron  pipe  at  a cost  of  $3,014.32  was 
completed  Sept.  2,  1940,  this  pipe  being  laid  three  feet 
below  the  river  bed  by  instruction  of  the  War  Department, 
Providence  R.  1.  This  makes  3700  feet  of  this  line  com- 
pleted.

During  1940  this  project  employed  an  average  of 
thirteen  people  making  various  articles  of  clothing  that 
were  distributed  to  W.P.A.  employees,  old  age  assistance 
cases,  welfare,  A.D.C.,  recipients,  and  Soldiers’  Relief 
cases. 

There  are  at  present  18  people  assigned  to  this  pro- 
ject in  Agawam  and  5 more  certified  people  may  be  as- 
signed soon,  due  to  this  project  now  having  electric  ma- 
chines. Six  of  these  machines  will  be  purchased  by  the 
town  and  six  by  the  W.P.A.  and  given  to  the  town. 
Materials  for  this  project  were  furnished  by  the  W.P.A. 
at  the  rate  of  $48.00  per  man  year,  and  the  Town  cost 
for  materials  was  $120.00  per  man  year.

Sir : 

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Agawam  for  the  period  from 
September  3,  1937,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination  to 
September  13,  1940,  and  submit  the  following  report  there- 
on : 
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The  hnancial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,, 
and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  bookkeeping  depart- 
ment were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  col- 
lection and  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book.  The  payments 
were  compared  with  the  approved  treasury  warrants  and 
with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  ledger  records  of  departmental  accounts  receiv- 
able were  examined  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the 
departments  in  which  the  charges  were  made. 

The  appropriations,  loan  orders,  and  transfers  as  re- 
corded on  the  ledger  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s 
record  of  town  meetings.  It  was  noted  that  a number  of 
accounts  were  overdrawn,  and  attention  is  therefore  again 
called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws.  The  overdrafts  of  the  Chapter  90  highway  accounts 
could  have  been  avoided  if  the  treasurer  had  borrowed 
funds  necessary  for  the  work  as  provided  by  Section  6A, 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

It  was  also  noted  that  a number  of  transfers  from 
unexpended  appropriation  balances  were  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen.  Attention  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  such  transfers  may  be  made  only  by  the 
vote  of  a town  meeting. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  necessary  adjustments 
resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  a trial  balance  was 
taken  off,  and  a balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  September  13,  1940. 

The  adjustments  necessary  to  prove  the  ledger  depart- 
mental accounts  receivable  accounts  were  numerous,  and  it 
is  urged  that  comparisons  be  made  at  frequent  intervals  of 
ledger  accounts  with  the  records  of  departments  in  which 
charges  originate  and  that  the  accounts  be  reconciled  so 
that  the  ledger  record  may  show  the  true  condition  of  the 
accounts. 
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It  was  noted  that  a number  of  the  departmental 
accounts  receivable  outstanding  September  13,  1940,  are 
of  several  years’  standing,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a 
determined  effort  be  made  to  collect  these  accounts,  but  if 
collection  is  impossible,  that  they  be  abated. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded, 
were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  approved 
treasury  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with  the  book- 
keeper’s records.  The  addition  of  the  cash  book  was  veri- 
fied for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit,  the  bank  balances 
were  reconciled  with  statements  received  from  the  banks 
of  deposit,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  proved  by  actual 
count. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
proved  by  a comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  cash  in  the  banks  and  in  the  office  September  13, 
1940,  the  date  of  the  audit,  was  $2,102.78  in  excess  of  the 
balance  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  cash  book  on  that  date. 
It  therefore  became  necessary  to  make  an  exhaustive 
check  of  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  to  the  town 
in  an  attempt  to  reconcile  the  difference. 

This  work  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  treasurer  had 
failed  to  charge  himself  with  $1,853.23  received  by  him  as 
follows : 


Tax  title  redemptions,  $1,370.00 

Penalty  interest  on  tax 

title  redemptions,  268.93 

Sale  of  tax  possessions,  100.00 

Selectmen’s  licenses,  13.00

Total,  $1,853.23 
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It  was  also  found  that  on  January  15,  1938,  trust  fund 
income  was  entered  on  the  cash  book  $15.51  in  excess  of 
the  amount  actually  received.  Correction  of  these  errors 
and  omissions  leaves  a cash  coverage  of  $265.06,  which 
has  been  entered  on  the  books  as  “unidentified  receipts”. 

While  the  treasurer  reconciles  the  bank  balances  each 
month  with  the  statements  received  from  the  banks,  it  is 
obvious  that  the  total  cash  has  not  been  proved  with  the 
cash  book  balance  at  any  time,  and  the  failure  to  record 
substantial  amounts  received  indicates  lack  of  systematic, 
accurate  accounting,  which  should  be  remedied. 

In  checking  the  vouchers  paid,  it  was  noted  that  a 
number  of  bills  for  reimbursement  of  personal  expenses  in- 
curred on  behalf  of  the  town  lacked  necessary  detail  and 
that  receipts  for  money  paid,  for  which  reimbursement  was 
requested  and  given,  were  not  on  file. 

It  was  also  noted  that  the  public  welfare  department 
purchased  a truck  in  1939,  although  there  was  no  appro- 
priation voted  for  such  purpose.  In  addition,  it  was  noted 
that  this  bill  was  paid  in  1940  and  was  charged  to  the  de- 
partment’s expense  appropriation  of  that  year. 

Since  such  equipment  represents  an  outlay  for 
which  a specific  appropriation  is  required,  the  purchase 
appears  to  have  been  made  without  authority ; and  further- 
more, liabilities  incurred  under  the  circumstances  described 
may  not  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  of  a subsequent 
year. 

The  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined.  The 
tax  title  register  was  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  treas- 
urer’s and  the  collector’s  accounts  and  with  the  records  at 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  tax  title  register  contained  such  numerous  errors 
that  it  was  necessary  to  check  this  record  with  the  tax  com- 
mitment lists  in  order  to  verify  the  amounts  of  taxes  added 
to  tax  titles. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  62, 
Chapter  60,  General  Laws,  which  prescribes  the  require- 
ments for  redemption  of  tax  titles. 
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The  tax  possessions,  representing  tax  titles  which  have 
been  foreclosed  by  the  town  treasurer,  were  examined  and 
iTsted.  The  treasurer’s  record  of  cash  received  for  the  sale 
of  tax  possessions  was  checked,  and  an  examination  of  the 
records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  showed  that  the  treasurer 
failed  to  charge  himself  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
one  of  the  tax  possessions. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and  assessments 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were 
audited  and  proved,  and  the  commitment  lists  of  all  sub- 
sequent poll,  property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  com- 
mitted were  added  and  proved  with  the  warrants  given 
by  the  board  of  assessors  for  their  collection.  The  recorded 
collections  were  checked  with  the  commitment  lists,  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded  abate- 
ments were  compared  with  the  assessors’  record  of  abate- 
ments granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  proved  with  the  bookkeeper’s  ledger. 

A further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was 
obtained  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts  as 
listed  are  correct. 

It  was  noted  that  the  collector  has  no  cash  book  record 
of  sewer  collections ; also  that  no  commitment  list  of  mis- 
cellaneous water  charges  had  been  given  to  him.  A cash 
book  record  was  started  during  the  audit  and  a commit- 
ment list  of  miscellaneous  water  accounts  outstanding  on 
the  date  of  the  audit  was  prepared  and  arrangements  were 
made  to  commit  future  charges  to  him  when  billed. 

The  collector’s  cash  on  hand  September  13,  1940,  was 
proved  by  actual  count. 

It  was  noted  that  the  collector  accepts  partial  collec- 
tions of  poll  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes,  and  attention 
is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  law  does  not  make  any  pro- 
vision for  partial  payment  of  these  taxes. 

It  was  found  that  a great  many  changes  had  been 
made  on  the  collector’s  books  to  correct  errors  in  entering 
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collections,  reporting  tax  title  transactions,  etc.  Such 
changes  required  an  unusually  large  number  of  adjust- 
ments to  be  made  on  the  bookkeeper’s  ledger. 

The  additional  time  required  to  audit  the  collector’s 
accounts  added  materially  to  the  cost  of  the  audit.  Similar 
conditions  existed  when  the  previous  audit  was  made  and 
it  is  evident  that  greater  care  should  be  taken  by  the  col- 
lector in  entering  collections  and  in  reporting  tax  title 
transactions  and  payments  to  the  treasurer. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  clerk  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  issued, 
the  payments  to  the  State  and  town  treasurers  were  veri- 
fied and  the  cash  on  hand  September  13,  1940,  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  clerk  and  treasurer  for 
the  years  covered  by  the  audit  and  of  the  tax  collector  for 
the  years  1939  and  1940  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form.  The  surety  bond  of  the  tax  collector  for 
the  year  1938  was  not  available  for  examination. 

The  surety  bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  the  clerk  em- 
ployed in  the  collector’s  and  treasurer’s  offices  were  ex- 
amined. 

The  computations  of  the  tax  rates  by  the  assessors  for 
the  period  covered  by  the  audit  were  examined,  and  it  was 
found  that  appropriations  voted  from  available  funds  in 
1939  amounting  to  $11,754.92,  and  in  1940  amounting  to 
$2,529.70,  were  not  used  by  the  assessors  in  determining  the 
tax  rates  for  these  years;  and  further,  that  the  assessors 
failed  to  raise  an  appropriation  of  $900  voted  from  available 
funds  at  a town  meeting  held  July  25,  1938,  approval  of 
which  was  refused  by  the  Commissioner. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  Section  15A,  Chapter  41, 
General  Laws,  which  provides  that  town  clerk  shall,  as 
soon  as  a vote  appropriating  money  becomes  effective,  cer- 
tify to  the  assessors  each  appropriation  in  detail  and  the 
provision  made  for  meeting  the  same ; and  to  Section  23, 
Chapter  59,  General  Laws,  the  provisions  of  which  should 
be  followed  by  the  assessors  in  the  determination  of  the  tax 
rate. 
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The  receipts  for  licenses  granted  by  the  board  of 
selectmen  were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  granted, 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified.  The 
surety  bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  individuals  to  whom 
liquor  licenses  were  issued  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  record  of  licenses  granted.  It  was  noted  that  the 
surety  bond  for  one  liquor  license  issued  was  not  available 
for  examination. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  encountered  in  checking 
the  selectmen’s  licenses,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the 
practice  of  the  board  of  selectmen  to  issue  and  collect  for 
some  licenses  be  discontinued  and  that  in  the  future  all 
licenses  granted  by  the  board  be  given  to  the  town  treas- 
urer and  issued  by  him  only  when  the  fee  has  been  re- 
ceived. 

It  was  also  noted  that  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the 
board  of  selectmen  to  receive  partial  payments  of  fees  for 
slaughtering  licenses,  and  that  the  full  fee  was  not  being 
received  until  the  year  following  that  for  which  the  license 
was  issued.  There  is  no  authority  to  permit  partial  pay- 
ment of  license  fees.  Fees  should  be  paid  in  full  before  a 
license  is  issued. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  record  of  fees  charged  and  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer were  verified.  The  examination  of  the  former  sealer’s 
accounts  showed  that  there  was  $63.71  due  from  him  on 
September  13,  1940. 

With  the  exception  of  the  school  department  no 
records  were  kept  of  the  rental  of  town  properties,  includ- 
ing halls  rented  for  public  use,  and  it  was  therefore  im- 
possible to  make  an  accurate  audit  of  this  source  of  reve- 
nue. In  this  connection  it  is  recommended  that  all  persons 
who  are  in  charge  of  town  owned  properties  be  instructed 
to  keep  a detailed  record  of  the  rental  of  these  properties, 
showing  the  dates  of  rental  and  the  amount  charged. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  health,  sewer, 
public  welfare,  old  age  assistance,  and  school  departments 
were  examined.  The  charges  were  listed  and  added,  being 
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compared  with  the  commitments  reported  to  the  book- 
keeper. The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  checked 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with 
the  bookkeeper’s  ledger. 

The  records  of' the  school  department  for  the  rental 
of  the  halls  and  for  miscellaneous  charges  were  checked, 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash 
on  hand  September  13,  1940,  was  counted. 

The  receipts  for  the  sale  of  manual  training  projects 
were  checked  with  the  record  of  collections,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  No- 
vember 12,  1940,  was  proved  by  actual  count.  It  was  noted 
that  these  receipts  are  paid  to  the  treasurer  only  once  each 
year,  and  it  is  recommended  that  payment  at  more  fre- 
quent intervals  be  made. 

The  receipts  of  the  librarian  for  fines,  etc.,  were 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  and 
the  cash  on  hand  November  12,  1940,  was  counted. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  water  department  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  charges  for  the  sale 
of  water  and  for  water  services  were  added  and  compared 
with  the  bookkeeper’s  leger  record  of  commitments,  the 
recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  verified,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  book- 
keeper’s ledger. 

The  securities,  including  the  savings  bank  books, 
representing  the  investment  of  the  trust  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed, 
the  income  was  proved  and  the  expenditures  were  verified. 

The  Davis  Library  Fund  in  the  custody  of  a trustee 
was  examined.  The  securities,  including  savings  bank 
books,  representing  the  investment  of  the  fund  were  ex- 
amined and  listed,  the  income  was  proved  and  the  expendi- 
tures and  payments  to  the  town  were  verified. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer’s cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  ac-

counts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transac- 
tions.

There  have  been  several  changes  in  our  personnel  dur- 
ing the  year  1940.  Mrs.  Vera  Kellogg,  after  several  years 
of  faithful  and  efificient  service  as  School  Nurse,  resigned 
at  the  close  of  the  school  year  and  her  place  was  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Stella  Kibbe.  Dr.  Wheeler, 
our  School  Doctor,  having  moved  to  Springfield,  was  of 
course  not  available,  and  we  appointed  to  that  position 
Dr.  Danger  of  West  Springfield.  He  has  put  a great 
amount  of  time  into  the  work  and  has  been  very  helpful 
with  the  boys  on  the  football  squad.  We  have  added  two 
more  men  to  the  faculty  of  our  Junior  High  School,  Mr. 
Purcell  and  Mr.  Holmes,  bringing  the  number  of  men  on 
our  High  School  staff  up  to  an  even  dozen.  At  Agawam 
Center,  due  to  the  increased  enrollment,  we  have  been 
obliged  to  employ  an  extra  teacher,  hiring  her  on  a sub- 
stitute’s rating.  At  the  Springfield  Street  School  we  have 
two  new  teachers.  Miss  Gibson  and  Miss  Sears. 

Due  to  the  larger  number  of  men  on  our  High  School 
faculty,  it  has  become  imperative  that  we  provide  a 
teachers’  room  for  them,  similar  to  the  one  used  by  the 
women  of  the  staff.  We  have  prepared  plans  for  such  a 
room  and  have  included  in  our  budget  an  amount  we 
hope  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  out  those  plans. 
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We  had  no  serious  epidemic  of  contagious  diseases 
during  1940  but  the  year  1941  has  started  off  with  an 
unusual  number  of  colds,  mumps  and  cases  of  grippe.  The 
schools  in  many  of  our  surrounding  towns  have  been  closed 
for  a few  days  because  there  have  been  so  many  absent 
from  school.  In  our  own  case  we  have  had  nearly  two 
hundred  out  of  school  on  some  days,  mostly  in  the  grades 
and  Junior  High  School. 

The  keynote  in  our  national  life  today  seems  to  be 
“Preparedness.”  Perhaps  you  may  wonder  what  the 
schools  are  doing  to  help  prepare  the  boys  and  girls  so 
that  they  may  do  their  bit.  In  September,  we  started  a 
new  course  in  Household  Arts  for  the  girls,  which  cor- 
responds to  the  Agricultural  course  for  the  boys.  We 
were  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Pratt  to  take  charge  of 
this  department.  Miss  Pratt  has  had  several  years  of 
very  successful  experience  in  this  type  of  work,  and  we 
are  confident  the  girls  under  her  supervision  will  be  able 
to  do  their  share  in  brightening  their  homes.  Next  year, 
we  are  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  offer  a course  in  sheet 
metal  work  and  have  placed  in  our  budget  a request  for 
money  enough  to  buy  a lathe  for  that  type  of  instruction. 

In  passing,  we  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  un- 
usually fine  exhibit  on  display  in  the  gymnasium  last  June. 
The  Domestic  Science  Department,  in  their  rooms,  also 
showed  that  they  had  been  busy  and  had  learned  many 
things  from  Mrs.  Aldrich  which  would  help  to  beautify 
their  own  lives  and  homes.  The  Art  exhibits  were  very 
well  done  and  showed  careful  teaching  and  painstaking 
effort.  Especially  attractive  were  the  products  of  the 
shops  of  Mr.  Harris  and  Mr.  Baker,  ranging  all  the  way 
from  the  simple  tie  racks  to  the  superb  kyaks.  These  are 
but  a few  of  the  things  that  our  boys  and  girls  are  doing 
in  preparation  for  life  and  its  problems.  We  hope  they 
are  learning  to  be  loyal,  honest,  upright.  God-fearing 
Americans.  What  finer  product  can  we  demand  than  that? 
May  our  schools  always  uphold  and  teach  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  America  for  Americans! 
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Many  of  our  public  schools  are  making  use  of  visual 
education  along  many  different  lines.  We  have  recently 
purchased  a new  machine  for  use  in  this  type  of  work. 
Mr.  Hadley,  who  is  very  much  interested  in  this  form  of 
instruction,  has  trained  a number  of  boys  in  the  handling 
and  operating  of  the  machine.  Teachers  have  been  active 
in  developing  more  interesting  programs  with  the  aid  of 
the  movies.  At  various  times  educational  films  have  been 
shown  at  the  different  grade  schools.  It  might  be  of  in- 
terest to  note  that  Mr.  Hadley  and  a corps  of  assistants 
have  been  preparing  an  Agawam  film,  showing  many  of 
the  activities  of  the  town. 

There  is  still  an  increasing  need  of  more  land  near 
our  High  School  for  playground  and  athletic  purposes. 
However,  we  hear  that  there  is  a movement  on  foot  to 
secure  better  facilities  both  for  the  American  Legion  and 
for  the  athletic  teams  of  the  High  School.  We  have,  it 
seems  to  us,  been  too  long  in  the  manana  class  con- 
cerning this  matter.  Let  us  do  something  about  it  and 
“Do  it  Now.” 

We  are  obliged  to  ask  for  a little  more  money  in  our 
appropriation  for  1941  and  we  are  in  hopes  that  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  will  grant  our  request.  Agawam  has 
a state-wide  reputation  for  good  schools  and  this  record 
can  only  be  maintained  by  going  ahead  along  modern 
lines  though  still  retaining  the  fundamentals  of  sound 
school  policy.  Most  of  our  expenses  are  fixed  charges ; 
such  as  fuel,  janitors  and  teachers’  salaries,  health  pro- 
gram, and  so  on  down  through  the  list.  Due  to  the  cuts 
in  past  budgets  many  necessary  repairs  have  been  al- 
lowed to  go  undone.  Such  a course  is  of  necessity  bad 
school  policy. 

You  hear  and  you  read  in  the  papers  how  prosperous 
the  country  is  at  the  present  time.  But  there  is  one  class 
that  Prosperity  seems  to  have  overlooked,  and  that  is 
the  farmer.  With  all  the  activity  in  the  shops  and  facto- 
ries it  seems  strange  that  farm  products  should  be  selling 
at  such  low  prices.  Agawam  is  still,  we  believe,  an  agri- 
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cultural  community,  and  it  is  upon  that  portion  of  our 
citizens  who  get  their  living  from  the  soil  that  the  tax 
burden  is  heaviest  because  they  have  no  assured  income. 
Bearing  these  facts  in  mind  we  shall  be  as  economical 
as  possible. 

In  closing  our  report  we  wish  to  thank  all  who  have 
in  any  way  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  schools  dur- 
ing the  year  1940.

Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Agawam: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report,  the  theme  of 
which  is : Education  in  a Democracy.  The  report  will 
discuss  briefly  the  following  points:  Democracy  from  the 
Administrative  Viewpoint ; Democracy  from  the  Pupil 
Viewpoint ; and  Democracy  from  the  Standpoint  of  the 
Teacher. 

When  democracy  is  viewed  in  juxtaposition  to  dicta- 
torship, democracy  seems  to  be  a rather  loose  way  of  liv- 
ing. Yet  in  that  looseness,  in  which  the  mind  and  body 
are  relaxed,  forces  are  set  free  which  bring  greater  satis- 
factions and  successes  to  individuals  and  to  nations  than 
are  known  under  Fascistic  and  Communistic  ways  of  life — 
such  ways  of  life  as  tighten  up  the  mental  processes  of 
the  people,  and  ultimately  make  their  bodies  fit  instru- 
ments for  shouldering  rifles.  On  the  one  hand,  you 
have  the  democratic,  the  creative  way  of  life ; on  the  other 
hand,  the  Fascistic,  the  destructive  way  of  life.  On  the 
one  hand,  you  have  the  individual  acting  for  his  best 
interests;  on  the  other  hand,  the  individual  acted  upon  for 
his  worst  interests. 

Democracy  must  not  be  confused,  however,  with  li- 
cense or  uncontrolled  action.  Democracy  is  a form  of 
government  and  as  such  must  have  checks  and  balances. 
When  these  checks  and  balances  are  timed  to  the  right 
momentum,  then  it  is  that  the  people  are  as  free  as  they 
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can  be  in  their  present  human  state.  Let  us  examine  the 
school  setup  in  Agawam  from  the  standpoint  of  democracy. 

DEMOCRACY  FROM  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE 
VIEWPOINT 

The  members  of  the  School  Committee  in  Agawam 
are  elected  by  the  people  in  an  election  which  is  free  to 
all  citizens  who  reside  in  the  town.  To  this  committee  the 
people  delegate  their  authority,  to  the  end  that  necessary 
administrative  policies  can  be  formulated  and  put  into  ac- 
tion. If  these  policies  are  unsatisfactory  to  the  people, 
the  people  can  change  such  policies  at  subsequent  elec- 
tions. The  checks  and  balances  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
people. 

The  election  of  teachers  is  an  important  administra- 
tive function  of  the  committee ; for  it  is  to  the  teachers 
that  the  committee  must  in  turn  delegate,  to  a large  de- 
gree, the  power  conferred  upon  it  by  the  people.  The 
committee  elects  the  teachers  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  superintendent.  The  election  of  teachers  in  Aga- 
wam is  a very  democratic  process,  for  the  committee  is 
vitally  concerned  that  the  best  teacher  available  for  the 
amount  of  salary  the  town  can  pay  is  secured  for  each 
vacancy.  The  only  check  here  is  that  the  candidate  must 
have  had  four  years  of  training,  either  in  a state  normal 
college  or  in  some  other  recognized  institution  of  higher 
education.  Within  the  past  year,  three  elementary  teach- 
ers and  four  junior-senior  high  school  teachers  were 
elected  to  teach  in  Agawam.  In  each  case  the  successful 
candidate  was  selected  from  a large  field  of  applicants. 
The  decisive  factor  was  the  needs  of  the  children  to  be 
served.  It  is  a fortunate  and  democratic  situation  in  any 
school  system  when  the  needs  of  the  children  are  con- 
sidered in  filling  teaching  positions.  That  such  a pro- 
cedure prevails  in  Agawam  is  proof  that  the  members  of 
the  committee  are  conscientious,  and  desire  to  render  just 
service  to  the  people  who  have  placed  them  in  a very 
responsible  position  in  our  democracy. 
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The  adoption  of  a program  of  studies  for  the  town 
is  also  a vital  administrative  function  of  the  committee. 
Here,  too,  the  needs  of  the  children  are  the  deciding  fac- 
tors. There  could  be  no  situation  more  undemocratic  than 
to  conduct  our  public  schools  with  a curriculum,  which, 
by  its  very  nature,  would  close  the  door  of  opportunity  to 
the  children.  The  educational  needs  of  all  must  be  con- 
sulted and  courses  of  study  to  meet  these  needs  must  be 
offered  in  our  schools.  Agawam  has  kept  abreast  of  the 
times  in  this  respect.  The  town  offers  the  Classical  Course 
to  those  who  wish  to  go  to  college;  the  Commercial  Course 
to  those  who  have  a leaning  toward  commercial  life ; the 
General  Course  to  those  who  are  undecided  in  their  choice 
of  work ; the  Agricultural  Course  to  those  who  wish  to 
enter  agricultural  pursuits;  and  the  Household  Arts 
Course  for  those  who  desire  to  become  homemakers.  Our 
Industrial  Arts  Course  offers  the  boys  who  are  trade 
minded  an  opportunity  to  explore  their  possibilities  in 
various  fields  of  endeavor,  so  that  they  can  make  a wise 
choice  of  study  should  they  later  elect  to  go  to  the 
Springfield  Trade  School. 

A new  idea  in  trade  school  procedure  has  come  into 
prominence.  In  former  times,  trade  schools  were  in  some 
measure  the  scrap  heap  of  the  public  school  system.  Their 
doors  were  open  to  all  boys  who  were  fourteen  years  old, 
and  especially  to  boys  who  were  unable  or  unwilling  to 
progress  in  the  academic  courses  of  the  schools.  Today, 
it  is  desirable  that  boys  should  be  sixteen  years  old  and 
should  have  completed  a high  school  course  before  enter- 
ing trade  school.  By  aid  of  such  a program,  the  schools 
will  turn  out  better  tradesmen  and  better  citizens  for 
our  democracy. 

The  addition  of  a lathe  for  metal  work  to  our  equip- 
ment would  make  our  shop  course  more  interesting  and 
profitable  to  pupils  who  might  later  go  to  trade  school. 
It  is  recommended  that  such  a lathe  be  purchased  during 
the  coming  school  year. 

From  the  foregoing  statements  it  is  clear  that  to  a 
high  degree  the  courses  of  study  in  the  Agawam  schools 
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are  democratic,  in  that  they  reflect  the  interests,  occupa- 
tions, and  industries  of  the  town. 

Education  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  the  pupils  must 
have  an  adequate  budget  in  order  to  carry  on  successfully. 
Otherwise  the  educational  program  must  be  curtailed  and 
hence  lose  its  democratic  appeal.  The  budget  is  the  all 
in  all  of  a public  school  system.  The  School  Committee, 
representing  the  public,  prepares  the  budget  and  submits 
the  same  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  approval.  At 
the  annual  town  meeting  the  budget  is  presented  to  the 
people  for  their  decision.  There  are  no  star  chamber  pro- 
ceedings here.  There  could  not  be  any  process  of  town 
government  more  democratic  in  nature. 

The  question  foremost  in  the  minds  of  the’ members 
of  the  School  Committee  as  they  administer  their  job  is, 
how  can  we  best  serve  the  needs  of  the  children  of  Aga- 
wam? Their  answer  to  the  question  is  as  follows;  by 
electing  teachers  well  qualified  for  teaching;  by  providing 
courses  of  study  which  offer  a high  measure  of  equal  edu- 
cational opportunities  to  the  children;  and  by  securing  a 
budget  adequate  for  the  accomplishment  of  such  worthy 
ends. 


DEMOCRACY— FROM  THE  VIEWPOINT 
OF  THE  PUPILS 

Democracy  in  schools  is  the  blending  of  individual 
differences  in  such  a manner  as  to  make  for  equality  of 
opportunity.  It  is  like  a picture  puzzle  of  many  pieces: 
each  piece  has  an  important  part  in  the  total  makeup. 
No  two  pieces  are  equal,  but  each  piece  has  its  place  and 
when  fitted  into  place  completes  a highly  satisfactory  pic- 
ture. Democracy  seeks  to  help  each  individual  fit  himself 
into  his  proper  place : most  other  forms  of  government 
hammer  the  individual  into  some  sort  of  a place. 

We  have  already  noted  the  various  courses  of  study, 
avenues  of  opportunity,  which  the  town  offers  to  high 
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school  pupils.  The  pupils  elect  these  courses,  after  care- 
fully weighing  their  native  assets  and  liabilities  under  the 
guidance  of  the  principal  and  the  teachers.  If  it  becomes 
apparent  that  a poor  choice  has  been  made,  there  is  an 
opportunity  in  due  season  to  change  to  some  other  course 
which  may  be  more  fitting.  The  underlying  principle  is 
that  pupils  will  make  progress  if  given  an  opportunity  to 
work  under  proper  conditions : as  is  witnessed  by  the  fact 
that  retardation  in  the  Agawam  schools  has  been  reduced 
to  a minimum.  There  has  never  been  a time  when  chil- 
dren have  had  as  much  equal  educational  opportunity  as 
they  enjoy  at  the  present  time. 

As  we  have  mentioned,  democracy  is  not  synonymous 
with  uncontrolled  action  or  license.  The  discipline  of  a 
democracy  is  centered  in  individual  restraint — restraint 
fostered  by  education.  Liberty  generated  by  the  observ- 
ance of  a few  rules  which  seek  to  give  justice  to  all  is  of 
the  highest  type  and  makes  for  the  best  possible  school 
spirit.  In  our  schools  today  there  is  a freedom  liberated 
by  pupil  self-restraint  which  makes  our  class  rooms  order- 
ly, and  gives  a maximum  of  opportunity  for  all  to  develop 
their  native  talents  and  interests.  It  is  a pleasure  for  the 
superintendent  to  visit  the  class  rooms. 

In  a democracy  there  must  be  leaders.  Leaders  are 
not  developed  when  teachers  assume  charge  of  all  details 
and  thereby  suppress  pupil  initiative.  Our  teachers  are 
urged  to  use  pupil  helpers  wherever  possible.  Our  as- 
sembly programs,  school  clubs,  student  councils  and  extra- 
curricula activities  are  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils. 
By  the  pupils,  is  not  meant  a few  favorites — favorites  be- 
cause of  social  position,  or  race,  or  creed.  Leadership  is 
given  its  opportunity  in  whatever  group  it  is  found,  or 
wherever  it  may  be  developed. 

It  is  the  business  of  a public  school  system  to  take  an 
inventory  of  the  potentialities,  native  abilities,  and  inter- 
ests of  all  the  pupils  at  hand,  and  in  so  far  as  possible 
provide  an  educational  setup  which  will  give  legitimate 
interests  and  potentialities  ample  opportunity  for  expan- 
sion. Such  is  our  aim  in  Agawam. 
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DEMOCRACY  FROM  THE  STANDPOINT 
OF  THE  TEACHER 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Agawam  schools  is  a gen- 
eral outline  of  the  specific  work  to  be  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  school  year,  and  is  made  up  by  the  teachers  in 
cooperation  with  the  superintendent.  There  is  no  attempt 
to  dictate  to  a teacher  the  title  of  each  subject  to  be 
taught  for  each  hour  of  the  school  day.  The  superin- 
tendent cannot  sit  in  his  office  and  say  to  himself,  “The 
teachers  in  the  fifth  grade  of  the  town  of  Agawam  are 
at  this  very  moment  discussing  the  topic,  Washington 
Crossing  the  Delaware.”  The  superintendent  can  visit 
the  class  rooms  however  and  find  the  teachers  working 
in  an  atmosphere  free  from  restraint,  which  permits  them 
to  use  their  own  ingenuity  in  their  endeavor  to  put  their 
subjects  across  in  the  class  room. 

The  teachers  not  only  have  a voice  in  the  making  of 
the  courses  of  study,  but  they  are  also  consulted — and 
their  opinion  is  respected — in  the  selection  of  textbooks. 
The  teachers  will  do  better  work  if  they  use  textbooks 
for  which  they  have  a special  preference. 

It  would  seem  that  the  day  of  closed  books  is  passed. 
By  closed  book  is  meant  a book  of  unimpeachable  author- 
ity. History  in  the  headlines  has  degenerated  into  mys- 
tery in  the  headlines,  or  misery  in  the  headlines.  No 
longer  can  controversial  subjects  be  dismissed  from  the 
class  room.  In  a true  democracy  there  is  provision  for 
freedom  of  speech.  Nazism,  Fascism,  Communism  and 
Capitalism  are  all  measured  in  the  light  of  democracy. 
These  “isms”  cannot  blot  out  that  light:  by  contrast  that 
light  shines  brighter  and  brighter : in  that  light  our  schools 
are  conducted. 

Human  beings  are  not  perfect  and  therefore  no  system 
of  government  is  perfect.  There  has  been,  during  the 
past  decade,  a decided  attempt  by  many  writers  to  debunk 
our  national  heroes.  Washington,  Franklin  and  Lincoln 
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have  not  been  spared.  The  teaching  emphasis  in  our 
schools  is  placed  upon  the  splendid  achievements  of  our 
forefathers  in  founding  this  republic  and  in  giving  us  a 
constitution  which  guarantees  freedom  of  speech,  freedom 
of  press,  and  freedom  of  worship ; and  at  the  same  time 
gives  every  citizen  a voice  in  making  and  changing  our 
laws. 

It  is  wholesome  to  report  that  our  teachers  are  ever 
seeking  to  improve  not  only  their  fund  of  subject  knowl- 
edge, but  also  their  methods  of  instruction  and  techniques. 
Teachers  are  given  great  freedom  in  their  choice  of  meth- 
ods. They  are  urged  to  use  the  vitalizing  techniques  of- 
fered in  our  graduate  schools  of  education,  in  which  many 
of  our  teachers  are  enrolled.  They  are  encouraged  also 
to  make  use  of  inert  teaching  talents  with  which  they 
may  be  endowed.  The  spirit  of  the  teachers  is  not  that 
we  must  be  told  what  to  do  and  how  to  do  it,  but  that 
we  know  what  to  do  and  that  we  will  do  it  in  the  best 
possible  way  at  our  command.  This  same  spirit  animates 
the  work  of  our  teachers  in  extra-curricula  activities  and 
accounts  for  the  more  than  average  successes  we  have 
enjoyed  during  the  past  year.  Many  illustrations  could 
be  given,  taken  from  the  class  room,  from  the  stage,  and 
from  the  athletic  field,  to  show  how  both  teachers  and 
pupils  profit  by  the  democratic  way  of  life. 

The  burning  question  before  educators  today  is ; what 
can  our  schools  do  to  aid  the  cause  of  democracy?  The 
answer  to  that  question  is  not  alone  in  waving  flags, 
voicing  democratic  slogans,  and  taking  oath  of  allegiance 
— wholesome  as  such  attitudes  can  be — but  there  must  be 
also  the  determined  effort  to  make  and  keep  our  schools 
democratic  in  the  real  sense  of  the  word : for  then  it  is 
that  children  will  grow  up  in  the  democratic  way  of  life 
and  will  give  their  all  for  its  preservation.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Herein  is  my  third  annual  report  on  the  Junior-Senior 
High  School. 


GENERAL  COMMENT 

One  of  the  most  universally  accepted  slogans  in  this 
country  today  is : “Democracy  must  be  preserved.”  The 
progress  of  civilization  for  hundreds  of  years  would  be 
nulified  if  the  democratic  form  of  government  were  aban- 
doned or  destroyed.  People  appreciating  this  fact  believe 
that  no  effort  should  be  spared  to  insure  its  continuance, 
and  billions  are  being  expended  toward  that  worthy  end. 

Democracies  are  directly  dependent  on  the  quality  of 
their  citizens  and  can  be  effective  only  if  their  training 
is  directional  toward  capable  and  honest  fulfillment  by 
these  citizens  of  their  poliical,  social,  and  economic  duties 
and  obligations.  Schools  must  accept  the  responsibility  for 
that  portion  of  such  training  which  lies  within  their  power 
of  presentation. 

This  school  has  never  avoided  its  function  of  fitting 
pupils  for  present  and  eventual  participation  in  the  life  of  a 
democracy.  During  the  last  year  this  program  was  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  introduction  of  new  courses  broader  in 
range  and  more  inclusive  of  activities  designed  to  further 
citizenship  training. 

VISUAL  EDUCATION 

It  has  always  been  the  aim  of  progressive  educators 
to  present  a school  program  which  not  only  challenged 
the  interests  of  all  their  pupils  but  motivated  those  pupils 
through  varied  teaching  devices  and  modes  of  procedure  to 
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the  limit  of  their  native  capacities.  Throughout  the  years 
many  useful  tools  and  interest-appealing  methods  have 
been  devised  and  adopted.  Each  innovation  has  resulted 
in  some  amount  of  success. 

Recently  a new  tool  has  been  made  available  to  edu- 
cators— the  moving  picture  projector,  a tool  which  appears 
during  its  limited  trial  to  surpass  in  effectiveness  any  other 
so  far  produced.  It  has  the  power  to  bring  the  maximum 
of  experiences  to  the  classroom ; it  can  command  the  in- 
terest of  all  pupils,  whatever  their  mental  level  may  be ; 
it  is  adaptable  to  many  types  of  presentations  and  explana- 
tions in  all  subjects  and  by  all  teachers. 

During  the  past  year  a portable  sound  motion  picture 
equipment  was  added  to  the  teaching  devices  of  the  school. 
It  is  adaptable  for  use  with  sound  or  silent  motion  pictures, 
and,  in  addition,  may  be  used  as  an  amplifier  for  phono- 
graph records  or  in  connection  with  a microphone  as  a 
public  address  unit. 

The  responsibility  of  maintainance  has  been  accepted 
by  the  science  department,  and  boys  from  the  upper  classes 
have  been  trained  to  operate  the  machine  in  the  several 
classrooms.  Such  a program  not  only  gives  the  boys  valu- 
able experience  but  relieves  the  teacher  of  an  unnecessary 
responsibility. 

A schedule  of  departmental  motion  pictures  chosen  by 
the  teachers  has  been  organized,  and  the  delivery  time 
synchronized  with  the  departmental  curriculum  so  the 
pictures  will  be  most  effective.  To  aid  in  the  procurement 
of  desirable  pictures  the  school  has  become  a member  of 
the  Western  Alassachusetts  Film  Depository,  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  Film  Bureau,  and  accepts  the  courtesy  of  the  Valley 
Wheel  film  service. 

TOWN  MOTION  PICTURE  PROJECT 

The  school,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Allan  M.  Had- 
ley, aided  by  the  entire  faculty,  is  carrying  on  a project 
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which  will  have  great  domumentary  value  when  finished, 
and  will  become  increasingly  valuable  with  the  passing 
of  each  succeeding  period  of  time.  It  consists  of  filming 
all  of  the  outstanding  social,  economic,  and  political  pur- 
suits and  points  of  geographic  or  historic  interest  in  Aga- 
wam. Consideration  will  be  given  to  periodic  changes  so 
that  the  record  of  the  community  will  be  perennial  in 
scope. 

After  all  contemporary  characteristics  are  filmed,  cer- 
tain notable  episodes  of  historic  interest  will  be  reenacted 
by  the  pupils  of  the  school,  and  that  will  be  included  to 
balance  the  story. 


SCHOLASTIC  ACHIEVEMENT 

A cosmopolitan  school  such  as  this  one  attempts  to 
present  a curriculum  so  highly  diversified  that  it  will  ap- 
peal to  all  of  the  pupils,  fulfill  their  present  needs,  and  fit 
them  for  the  work  in  which  they  wish  to  engage  after 
they  depart  from  the  classrooms.  Such  a task  is  difficult 
to  achieve ; therefore,  it  is  highly  gratifying  to  receive  com- 
mendable reports  on  the  progress  of  our  graduates  who 
have  entered  business,  or  schools  of  advanced  learning. 


The  award  of  Pro  Merito  is  the  highest  honor  pre- 
sented by  school.  It  attests  the  winnings  of  a scholastic 
average  of  85%  or  better  for  three  consecutive  years,  and, 
because  it  is  an  achievement  worthy  of  note,  I am.  includ- 
ing the  names  of  the  pupils  who  received  the  honor  last 
year:  Geraldine  Balboni,  Evelyn  Comeau,  Helen  Davis, 
Lorraine  Hawkes,  Kenneth  Leger,  Alma  Lodi,  Edith 
Marinetti,  Edmund  Massa,  Millie  Pisano,  Charles  Porter, 
Gloria  Savioli,  Eleanor  Scagni,  and  Catherine  Smith.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Health 
Department  of  the  town  schools. 

Dr.  E.  M.  Lang-er’s  medical  inspection  of  1531  children 
found  105  enlarged  tonsils,  573  with  defective  teeth,  89 
enlarged  glands,  140  cases  of  poor  nutrition,  163  of  poor 
posture,  36  of  defective  heart ; children  with  no  defects,  684.

Visits  to  High  School,  141 
Visits  to  Grammar  Schools,  204 
Health  inspections,  1668

Infectious  diseases  reported  for  the  school  year: 
scarlet  fever,  3 ; mumps,  64. 

On  October  7th,  the  check-up  clinic  was  held  with 
Dr.  Danger,  the  school  physician,  officiating:  28  children 
were  examined. 

Dr.  R.  F.  Lockwood  conducted  a Dental  Clinic  at  the 
Agawam  Center  School.  All  pupils  who  attended  were 
examined,  and  upon  consent  of  parents  treatment  was 
given. 
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In  June,  8 children  were  taken  to  Camp  Frederic 
Edwards. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of 
tuberculosis  in  high  school  children  was  held  on  November 
15.  Upon  consent  of  parents,  21  pupils  were  X-rayed.  One 
pupil  returned  to  the  Senior  High  School  in  good  condi- 
tion, after  being  at  the  Westfield  State  Sanatorium  for  a 
period  of  one  year. 

On  December  18,  Dr.  Hauser  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  gave  21  physical  examinations  to  the 
children  who  were  X-rayed.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools:

The  aim  of  the  physical  education  program  for  girls 
in  the  Agawam  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  has  been 
to  provide  activities  that  lead  to  a helpful  and  healthful 
future.  This  was  accomplished  by  the  stimulation  of  co- 
operative play,  the  development  of  health  habits  and 
muscular  activity. 

The  program  included  folk  dancing,  active  team  games, 
stunts,  Danish  gynastics,  ballroom  dancing,  and  posture 
correctives. 

After  school,  competitive  sports  were  played  by  girls 
desiring  to  earn  their  letters.  About  one  hundred  girls 
participated  in  playing  field  hockey,  basketball,  volleyball, 
and  softball.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOYS’  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Educators  are  all  agreed  that  the  great  need  in  schools, 
whether  large  or  small,  is  an  athletic  and  health  program 
which  will  give  to  every  boy  in  the  school  an  opportunity 
to  develop  his  physical  abilities  no  matter  how  limited  they 
may  be. 

Here  at  Agawam,  we  have  offered  a diversified  pro- 
gram which  embodies  certain  features,  giving  to  each  boy 
an  opportunity  to  take  part  in  gymnastic  activities  in 
graded  groups,  according  to  his  mental  and  physical  ability. 
Many  boys  who  were  not  members  of  a “squad”  have  ob- 
tained the  foundamentals  of  various  sports  and  activities 
in  this  way,  and  thus  assured  for  themselves  recreational 
values  that  endure  long  after  their  school  life  has  ended. 

Inasmuch  as  a boy  has  the  same  supervision  from  the 
time  he  enters  Junior  High  until  he  graduates  from  High 
School,  the  program  has  evolved  into  a progressive  six- 
year  plan  which  incorporates  the  following  objectives; 

(1)  Fundamentals  of  sports  in  season 

(2)  Formal  gymnasium  work  involving  marching, 
calisthenics,  apparatus  work  and  gymnasium 
games. 

(3)  Development  of  recreational  skills.  Opportunity 
for  preferences  and  specialization  in  sports  and 
activities  in  gymnasium  and  field. 

Aluch  of  the  plan  as  outlined  in  (1)  and  (2)  is  de- 
veloped in  the  junior  high  school  program  and  is  followed 
up  with  (3)  during  the  boys’  high  school  career. 
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The  school  had  an  exceptional  year  in  interscholastic 
competition.  The  football  team  not  only  won  the  Western 
Massachusetts  championship  but,  according  to  the  sports 
writers  system  of  ranking  teams,  sported  the  best  average 
of  any  team  in  the  state.  The  basketball,  baseball  and 
track  scjuads  boasted  of  excellent  records.  This  year  will 
see  us  again  incorporate  hockey  in  our  interscholastic  pro- 
gram. Many  of  our  athletes  brought  prestige  to  the  school 
and  town  with  their  outstanding  and  record  breaking 
performances. 

It  is  a source  of  continuous  disappointment  to  your 
supervisor  and  many  others  closely  connected  with  these 
boys  and  their  achievements  that  they  are  not  provided 
with  facilities  comparable  to  those  of  smaller  schools, 
whose  records  and  sportsmanship  are  eclipsed  by  those  of 
our  own  school  boys,  even  with  their  inadequate  fields  and 
play  grounds.  Wdiile  our  teams  are  now  New  England 
famous  in  their  performances,  our  athletic  field  is  equally 
notorious  for  its  very  poor  condition  for  player  and  specta- 
tor accommodation.  In  fact,  some  schools  threaten  to  eli- 
minate themselves  from  our  schedules  unless  this  condi- 
tion is  remedied  shortly. 

This  department  is  indeed  grateful  for  full  faculty  co- 
operation, and  especially  to  Mr.  Montagna  for  his  invalu- 
able and  consistent  efforts  as  assistant  in  football. 

This  report  should  not  close  without  an  expression  of 
appreciation  for  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  our  new  school 
physician.  Dr.  Danger,  has  shown  throughout  our  program. 
His  attention  and  care  of  our  football  squad  was  not  only 
unusual  but  opportune  and  efficient. 

It  has  been  a privilege  and  an  especially  satisfying  ex- 
perience to  have  thus  served  Agawam  for  the  seventeenth 
consecutive  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  year  1940  has  shown  us  that  there  is  a definite 
need  for  trained  men,  particularly  in  the  defense  industries. 
Many  of  our  boys  go  from  the  High  School  directly  into 
industry.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  we,  in  the  industrial 
arts  work,  now  realize  the  importance  of  offering  prepara- 
tory training  along  these  lines  in  our  high  schools.  It  is 
the  object  of  this  department  to  train  the  boys  in  the  Aga- 
wam High  School  to  a degree  where  they  will  be  able  to 
go  out  into  industry  with  ability  to  carry  out  their  work 
successfully. 

Our  shop  is  well  equipped  to  give  the  students  a fine 
training  in  woodwork,  sheet  metal,  wood  finishing,  and 
general  shop  training.  In  order  to  make  our  department 
up  to  the  minute,  and  also  to  prepare  our  boys  to  a higher 
degree,  I would  like  to  see  a machine  lathe  added  to  our 
equipment.  This  would  care  for  a definite  need  in  our 
shop.  I would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
a well-equipped  school  shop,  such  as  ours,  encourages  the 
boys  to  stay  in  Agawam  instead  of  going  to  the  Trade 
School  in  Springfield  where  their  tuition  must  be  paid.  The 
trend  today  is  for  boys  to  complete  the  four-year  course 
in  their  own  High  School.  The  boy  can  get  a fine  training 
both  in  academic  and  shop  work  and  then,  if  he  still  desires, 
he  may  go  on  to  the  Trade  School  for  a two-year  course 
instead  of  a four-year  course. 

Our  department  has  been  called  upon  to  build  new 
equipment  for  the  new  Household  Arts  Department,  which 
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has  made  quite  a saving  to  the  town.  We  have  also  been 
able  to  do  many  repair  jobs  for  the  school.  This  is  a fine 
experience  for  the  boys.  Mr.  Baker’s  Junior  High  School 
groups  assist  in  many  ways  to  make  the  department  a 
success. 

The  department  has  been  able  to  turn  two  hundred 
and  six  ($206)  dollars  over  to  the  town  treasurer  this  last 
year.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Approximately  seventy  pupils  from  the  Junior  High 
School  were  enrolled  in  the  cooking  classes  this  past  year. 
The  routine  work  carried  on  by  these  girls  in  the  school 
kitchen  was  much  the  same  as  last  year.  As  soon  as  the 
students  have  become  acquainted  with  the  care  and  use 
of  the  kitchen  equipment  the  weekly  lessons  in  the  study 
of  foods,  as  to  their  care,  preparation  and  use,  advance  to 
points  which  require  greater  skill. 

During  the  lesson  scheduled  just  before  Christmas 
the  girls  made  candy,  some  of  which  was  presented  to 
each  member  of  the  faculty  as  a season’s  greetings  from 
the  girls  of  the  Domestic  Science  Classes. 

In  March  members  of  this  department  prepared  and 
served  a dinner  to  the  Principals  of  the  Valley  Wheel 
League. 

Many  weekly  lessons  include  preparation  of  foods 
which  are  used  in  the  school  lunch  room. 

Reports  indicate  that  many  girls  do  use  information, 
gained  from  work  in  the  school  kitchen,  in  a practical  way 
at  home,  or  in  some  field  of  work  such  as  a nurses  train- 
ing course. 

The  sewing  department  had  an  enrollment  of  sixty- 
three  from  the  Junior  High  School  and  seventy-eight  from 
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the  Senior  High  School.  It  is  now  possible  for  girls  to 
receive  instruction  in  clothing  over  a period  of  four  years 
with  at  least  two  class  lessons  a week.  Many  girls  of  the 
upper  classes  voluntarily  give  more  of  their  school  periods 
than  are  required  and  most  naturally  the  results  produced 
in  such  cases  demonstrate  points  of  greater  skill. 

I wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Commercial  Depart- 
ment for  the  excellent  cooperation  which  it  has  given  me 
in  connection  with  the  Lunch  Room  and  Domestic  Science 
Department.  Much  credit  is  also  due  the  Manual  Train- 
ing Department  for  many  improvements  in  the  equipment 
of  the  Lunch  Room  and  the  Domestic  Science  Rooms. 

As  in  previous  years  an  exhibition  of  foods  and  cloth- 
ing was  held  in  June.

Laundry — Simple  method  of  home  laundry 
Handicraft — Knitting  and  embroidery  on  linen  for 
the  improvement  of  leisure  hours. 

Home  Hygiene  (Care  of  the  Sick) — To  be  given 
the  last  half  of  the  school  year  by  a Red  Cross 
Nurse 

Home  Project  Work — Developing  skills  at  home 
that  have  been  taught  in  school

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REPORT  OF  THE 
AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  year  the  activities  of  the  Agricultural 
Department  have  greatly  increased.  More  field  trips  have 
been  made  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  with  100% 
pupil-participation  in  the  activities  our  objective  has  been 
approached. 

Last  spring,  County  Agent  W.  T.  Locke  conducted  a 
soil-testing  clinic  in  our  laboratory,  and  with  the  help  of 
our  classes,  fifty-five  soil  samples  were  collected  locally 
and  tested. 

On  June  7th,  our  department  was  host  to  the  Agri- 
cultural Departments  of  the  V^alley  schools.  More  than 
a hundred  boys  attended  and  participated  in  tractor  and 
team  contests,  and  field  measuring  and  estimating. 

In  state-wide  judging  contests,  our  teams  have  placed 
high  and  several  individuals  are  listed  in  the  upper  ten 
eligible  for  finals.  Fred  Edgerly  and  William  Drewnoski, 
Jr.  were  entered  in  the  only  finals  to  date,  and  Edgerly 
won  second  prize  of  $15  offered  by  The  Massachusetts 
Fruit  Growers  Association.  The  other  event  of  the  year 
was  the  regional  contest  in  showmanship  at  Eastern  States 
Exposition,  where  Ralph  Bradford  represented  Massachu- 
setts and  placed  first  over  the  contestants  from  twelve 
other  states. 

In  June,  the  Federal  authorities  subjected  the  high 
school  Agricultural  Departments  in  the  forty-eight  states 
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to  a program  of  evaluation.  Each  school’s  rating  was 
based  on  a lengthy  questionnaire  covering  pupil  and 
teacher  time,  equipment  (classroom  and  shop),  part-time 
classes,  adult  education,  organization,  supervision,  teacher 
training,  methods  and  programs,  salaries,  guidance,  place- 
ment, and  “follow  up.”  I accepted  appointment  to  the 
Massachusetts  Committee  on  Evaluation  before  realizing 
the  enormous  responsibility  involved,  but  I am  sure  that 
after  the  ratings  are  tabulated  we  may  expect  uniform 
recommendations  for  more  effective  service  in  the  respec- 
tive areas. 

Mindful  of  the  fine  cooperation  extended  to  our  de- 
partment by  all  school  and  town  people,  I expect  it  to 
continue  and  our  service  to  grow.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Here  is  the  report  of  the  Music  Department  of  the 
Agawam  Public  Schools  for  the  year  1940. 

The  usual  activities  have  been  carried  out  with  notice- 
able growth  in  two  fields. 

For  several  years  we  have  been  struggling  with  the 
problem  of  building  a band  in  a community  where  few 
pupils  owned  band  instruments.  This  fall  we  had  enough 
instruments  owned  by  the  school  to  form  a working  nu- 
cleons. In  September  we  owned  four  clarinets,  one  alto 
saxaphone,  one  trumpet,  two  trombones,  one  tuba,  one 
bass  drum,  one  glockenspiel,  one  triangle.  After  the 
operetta  in  November  we  added  to  our  equipment  one 
more  trumpet,  one  field  drum,  and  two  more  clarinets. 
All  of  these  are  now  in  use  to  the  pleasure  and  satisfac- 
tion of  the  'individual  and  the  school.  Not  all  of  these 
students  are  advanced  enough  yet  to  play  with  the  band 
but,  with  the  students  who  own  their  own  instruments,  we 
can  offer  an  ensemble  of  twenty-four  pieces. 

The  esprit  du  corps  is  greatly  aided  by  the  new  uni- 
forms which  were  beautifully  made  by  the  Domestic  Arts 
class  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Pratt.  The  expense 
of  these  was  shared  by  the  Student  Activity  Fund  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  Operetta. 

The  band  owes  a great  deal  of  its  popularity  to  Mr. 
Baker.  He  has  drilled  them  in  marching  and  letter  forma- 
tion and  has  inspired  much  precision  and  pep,  beside  being 
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willing  and  efficient  help.  We  feel  that  the  band  has 
become  definitely  established  this  year  and  has  taken  its 
place  as  a regular  school  activity. 

The  children  in  our  Elementary  Schools  have  made 
excellent  progress  in  music  because  of  the  time  allotment 
and  the  excellent  cooperation  of  our  grade  teachers.  Until 
recently  the  Junior  High  School  has  not  continued  the 
good  work  of  the  lower  grades,  because  the  time  alloted 
to  music  was  limited  to  what  little  time  the  Supervisor 
had  left  from  her  other  duties.  This  year,  Mr.  Holmes 
has  taught  music  in  the  seventh  grade  and  has  carried  on 
several  successful  projects  with  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
children.  Mdth  his  help,  I am  sure  we  can  strengthen  this 
part  of  our  program.

In  the  Agawam  Elementary  Schools  the  art  and 
handwork  this  past  year  has  been  planned  to  meet  modern 
objectives  in  education.

Committees  from  the  Art  Department 
arranged  special  bulletin  boards,  four  exhibitions  of  spe- 
cial interest,  and  conducted  an  Art  Quiz  in  the  Senior 
High.
